TARIFF BILL VETO 


EXPECTED OF TAFT 


Speeches by President Before 


Inauguration Indication 
of the’ Payne Meas- 
ure’s Fate. 


SCHEDULES ARE T00 HIGH 


No Relief Afforded on Many 


Classes of Articles of Neces- 
sity to Those Least 
Able to Pay.

Washington, D. C., March 28.—[Special.]— 
Will President Taft veto the tariff bill if it 
comes to him in anything like the form in 
which it left the ways and means committee 


and was submitted to the house? 


Of course no one is authorized to answer 
that question, and yet the query is being 
propounded on all sides, because it is gener- 
ally understood and admitted now that, while 
there is some legitimate revision downward 
in Payne's t2riff bill, for which the country 
js to be congtatulated, there are certain 
gehedules which have not been touched, al- 


though they contain some of the most fia- 


grant overprotection ever put into a tariff 


bill, while in some other instances manufac- 
turers already highly protected have had in- 
fluence enough to secure an upward instead 
of a downward revision of the tariff. 

As bearing on the point of view the new 
president is likely to assume it may be worth 
while to quote a few words from his speech 
of acceptance delivered at Cincinnati July 
28, 1908. 


Taft’s Idea of the Tariff. 


“The Republican doctrine of protection,” 
he said among other things concerning the 
tariff, ‘‘as definitely announced by the Repub- 
ican convention of this year and by previous 
conventions, is that a tariff shal! be imposed 
on allimportant products, whether of the fac- 
tory, farm, or mine, sufficiently great to 
equal the difference between the cost of pro- 
@uction abroad and at home, and that this 
difference should, of course, include the dif- 
ference between the higher wages paid in this 
country and the wages paid abroad, and 
embrace a reasonable profit to the American 
producer.” 

After thus stating clearly the Republican 
principle of protection and after pointing to 
the changed conditions of production, Mr. 
Taft said: 

“The tariff in a number of the schedules 
éxceeds the difference between the cost of 
production of such articles abroad and at 
home, including a reasonable profit to the 
American producers. The excess over that 
difference serves no useful purpose, but offers 
& temptation to those who would monopolize 
the production and the sale of such articles 
in this country to profit by the excessive 
rate.”’ 

Veto Considered Most Likely. 

While he was at Hot Springs, Va.,-after 
his election and before inauguratign, Mr. 
Taft repeatedly declared to those who valled 
upon him that unless the tariff pill passed 
by congress contained a proper percentage 
of rea] revision, on lines laid down by the 
Republican platform, he would veto it with- 
out hesitation. Inasmuch as the Payne bill 
does not revise the tariff on cotton and 
woolen and silk goods in the slightest par- 
ticular, except that cotton hosiery for some 
mysterious purpose is to be advanced in 
price to the consumer, members of the house 
who listened to Mr. Taft's declaration of 
principles at Hot Springs are convinced he 
will be compelled to veto the bill or else: 
back down from his position. 

According to the principles laid down by 
the Republican convention at Chicago and 
strenuously insisted upon by the president 
elect before his inauguration, the tariff in 
every instance should be at least no more 
than the difference between the cost of 
production here and in Europe. It is worth 
while finding out by the operation of a little 
simple arithmetic, which can be understood 
by every man and woman ,and by every child 
above the primary grade, whether in the big 
schedules which have been wholly neglected 
by the Payne committee, and in which there 
ig no pretense of a revision of the tariff, 
this simple principle of protective tariff is 
honestly applied or not. 


How It Works on Wool. 


Supposing we take schedule K, which con- 
cerns wool and all manufactures of wool. 
The general public, which is not acquainted 
with the technicalities of the tariff, should 
understand that in this schedule as in many 
others there are two classes of articles which 
are given protection. One of these is raw 
Wool. .The beneficiary of that protection is 
the farmer or other sheep owner. It is to their 
interest to keep out wool from Argentina and 
other countries by the imposition of a tariff 
which will make up for the difference in cost 
@f production here as compared with the cost 
ef production abroad. 

In response to that demand for protection, 
the Diigley tariff law which is now in effect 
establishes three grades of raw wool on 
which there are three different rates of duty. 
On the first two classes of raw wool the duty 
&sprovided by the Payne bill is identical with 

that fixed by the existing law. There is here 
80 revision and the farmer is not disturbed. 
On the third class of wool there is a reduc- 
tion under the Payne bfil. At present, when 
the value of this grade of wool is less than 12 


the value is greater, the duty is 7 cents a 
pound. The Payne bill reduces these rates to 
8 cents, where the value is less than 10 cents, 
and, between 10 and 16 cents, an additional 
half cent for each cent of additional value, 
while finally woo! of the third class, valued 
atover 16 cents per pound, retains the present 
@uty of 7 cents : 


| Price Cut to Factories. 

Wodls of the third class are what are 
known as carpet wools. They are raw ma- 
terial for the woolen manufacturer engaged 
in making carpets, just as oiger wools are 
thé raw material for woolen manufacturers 
engaged in making cloth and other woolen 
Products. It follows, therefore, that in the 
Payne tariff bill the only change whatso-

Shurtleff Rhans to Keep Bal- 
loting Till Job Is Forced 
on the Governor. 


BY C. S. R. 
Springfield, Ill, March 23.—[Special. ]—Gov. 
Charles 8S. Deneen may be elected United 
States senator tomorrow night in place of 
Albert J. Hopkins. He may or may nét ac- 
cept the position if it be offered to him, and 
‘the men who are endeavoring to force him 
into the senate may or may not be able to 
make good on their plans. 
It tw the purpose of Speaker Shurtleff to 
keep the joint assembly hard at work at bal- 
loting tomorrew. Heis quoted as saying that 
the session last until midnight if neth- 
ing be accomplished before that time. 
The Band of Hope has caucused on the 
Deneen proposition and with the exception 
of Representative Morton D. Hull of Hyde 
Park all members have agreed to vote for the 
governor. , 


Will Tryout Deneen Feeling. 

According to statements made tonight the 
governor will be given forty votes on the 
second roll call tomorrow. It is Mr. Shurt- 
leff’s plan to hold the legislature in session 
until the Deneen movement has been given 
a thorough tryout. In his talks to confiden- 
tial friends he has promised that if neces- 
sary Democratic votes will be given to Mr. 
Deneen. 

It is the belief of Shurtleff, Shanahan, and 
the other manipulators in the house organi- 
zation that the governor is positively pining 
away for a chance to get the senatorship. 
Acting on this theory, they propose to give 
him the opportunity. 

The whole scheme may go up in thin smoke 
by morning, but it is admitted tonight by 
men in confidential relations with the Shurt- 
leff outfit that the proposition is to make 
Deneen senator by tomorrow night if there 
is any chance on earth of doing so. 

This will put the governor in the center of 
a fine kettle of fish if it be successful. Ags 
matters stand it is next to impossible for 
him to accept Mr. Hopkins’ place at this 
time. 


Governor’s Position. 

He has insisted from the start that he could 
not afford to take Mr. Hopkins’ seat—par- 
ticularly under the present conditions. He 
has told Congressman Lorimer, who acts the 
part of the gay Mephistopheles just now in 
legislative doings, that he could not be con- 
sidered ‘As a senatorial possibility until the 
administration measures pending in the gen- 
eral assembly have been taken care of. 

Mr. Mephistopheles Lorimer and other gay 
deceivers in the anti-Hopkins ranks have 
taken these protestations with a grain of 
salt and have been resting confidently that 
Mr. Deneen will grab the senatorship the 
moment it is handed to him. 

They do not wish to pass the administra- 
tion measures. They have no desire to enact 


and they do want to be rid of the beneficent 
influence of Mr. Deneen in state ‘affairs. 
They wish to have several years of 
Oglesby as governor and they gladly will 
make Mr. Deneen senator if by so doing they 
may obtain an administration by Mr. Oglesby 
as governor. 


Another Midnight Conference. 
In view of the promises and predictions 
which are made regarding tomorrow's ballot- 
ing it is significant that Congressman Lori- 
mer, Roy O. West, and Gov, Deneen held an- 
other of their justly celebrated midnight con- 
ferences tonight and that Roger C. Sullivan 
has returned to these parts. 
Mr. Shurtleff is not likely to attempt any- 
thing senatorially unless Mr. Lorimer gives 
him the word to cut loose, and Mr. Lorimer, 
a cautious Mephistopheles, is not likely to 
have given the word to cut loose unless he 
had some sort of a glimmering idea that Mr. 
Deneen was in the condition of Mr. Barkis. 
Mr. Sullivan is working with Mr. Lorimer 
and Mr. Shurtleff, and the latter says that 
Democrats will be voted for Deneen if it be 
necessary to have their votes to elect the gov- 
ernor. 
All this looks as if Lorimer, Shurtleff, De- 
neen, and company had reached an under- 
standing, but at the same time it is believed 
that Mr. Deneen cannot accept the senator- 
ship if offered under such conditions. His 
own word to the contrary has been sent out 
too many times. b 
Anyway, the Lorimer-@hurtief outfit is 
ready to take a chance, according to an- 
nouncements made tonight. It may BE that

To show how unnecessary such exorbitant protection is to domestic manufac- 
turers, reference is made to the government census, bulletin No. 74, which shows 
that the production of hosiery in the United States between 1900 and 1905 increased 
GO) per cent. Do such figures as these substantiate the assertions that the domestic 
hosiery business is in a desperate condition? Does it seem possible that an intustry 
would thrive and increase at such a rate unless it is a profit to those engaged in it? 
The revenue accruing front cotton hosiery of the grade above referred to during the 
year, of 1907.was over $1,500,000. The increased tax will deprive the government of 
this revenue by shitting out these importations, place the burden apon the consumer, 
and benefit no one but the domestic manufacturer.

Trautman Patted on Back, 


Attorney General Wickersham has written 
a letter of approval to United States District 
Attorney Willlam E. Trautman of the east- 
ern Illinois district, it having been brought 
to the attention of the new. head of the fed- 
eral judicial department that Mr. Trautman 
was not giving his undivided atterition to the 
senatorial crisis here. Mr. Trautman, being 
now in Springfield to lend such effort as he 
may to the cause of Albert J. Hopkins, re- 
cently junior senator from Illinois, has re- 
ceived the commendatory letter with due 
and becoming modesty. 


Other Letters Not Congratulatory. 


It is reported that other federal appointees 
have received other letters in which the 
federal department heads do not point with 
pride to the continued presence of their sub- 
ordinates in the city in which the leading 
ilinois Republicans have fought and bled 
for the last two months. 

This report is not accompanied by much 
corroborative detail and probably rests large- 
ly on the assumption that if Mr. Trautman

Revenue Collector Frank L. Smith. There 
may have been a few more in Springfield or 
its environs, and Postmaster D. A. Campbell 
is understood to be on the way, but at its 
best it is a poor showing in comparison with 
the times when every federal official from 
Chicago to the Mound City was in town and 
when the hotels bulged with the various 
parts of federal machinery in Illinois. 

Col. Smith, among those now present, al- 
ways has the reasonable excuse that he is 
here on business connected with his district, 
Springfield being in it, The same reasonable 
excuse goes for United States District Attor- 
ney William E. Northcott, presumed to be 
among those present now. His headquar- 
ters are in Springfield.

Fought Blizzards on Mountain 
for Many Weary Hours. 


FOOD SUPPLY NEARLY GONE. 


Adventurers Stagger Into Camp After 
Terrible Hardships. . 


—— 


Los Angeles, Cal., March 23.—After terrible 
experiences with the cold, Capt. A. F. Muel- 
ler and his five companions who ascended 
in the balloon America at Pasadena last 
Saturday afternoon and became lost in the 
Sierra Madre mountains, arrived on foot 
at Switzer’s camp, on the slopes of Mount 
Wilson, unharmed. 

The men passed through a series of hard- 
ships, arriving at Switzer’s camp at 8 o'clock 
this afternoon, where they were provided 
with horses and began the déscent from 
there to Pasadena over @ tortuous and slip- 
pery trail. 

A single telephone wire across the moun- 
tains brought the first word of their arrival 
at the camp to the relatives in Pasadena. 
The telephone wire to the mountain camp 
shortly failed and but little information re- 
garding their hazardous trip was obtained 
until the men reached Pasadena late tonight. 


Flight of Only Two Hours, 

The balloon was in the air less than two 
hours. It was carried by the strong north 
wind over the mile high summit of Mount 
Lowe, and swept on across the intervening 
peaks and canopy to the lofty summit of 
Mount Gabriel. Here ballast was thfown 
out and the balloon soared away toward 
Strawberry peak, op the third range, 

Crossing this‘at a low altitude the balloon 
encountered a strong current of cold air, 
which brought it rapidly to earth. A suc- 
cessful landing was effected on the north 
side of Strawberry peak in what is known as 
Little Tejugga cafion, about 5 o'clock Sat- 
urday afternoon, less than two hours after 
the ascension at Pasadena. The distance cov- 
ered was less than fifteen miles in a direct 
line, but by any possible foot route many 
times that distance. 

* ‘The aeronauts wandered aimlessly over the 
mountains until 1:30 Sunday afternoon, when 
they unexpectedly came to Colby’s ranch, an 
isolated habitation, far from any road and 
without communication with the outside 
world. 

Suffered in Awful Cold. 

In the meantime, a terrific blizzard bad 
swept over the mountains, and for hours the 
men suffered from the cold. The meager 
supply of provisions which they carried was 
only sufficient to keep the adventurers from 
hunger until their arrival at the ranch, 

The party remained until Monday after- 
noon, when the storm ceased, and then fol- 
lowed the snow choked trails across the 
mountains toward Pasadena. The party tray- 
eled Monday night and until this afternoon, 
when they suddenly came upon Swiizer'’s 
camp, in the side of the mountains about 
ten miles from Pasadena by direct route. 
A party of rescuers oP horseback was at

SCIENCE GREATLY AIDED.

LONDON, March 244.—Lieut. E. H. Shackle- 
ton of the roya! navy has planted the British 
flag within 111 miles of the south pole. 
In long dispatches to the Daily Mail Liett. 
Shackleton tells the story of how he carried 
the union jack to latitude 88° 23’ and longi- 
tude 162° east. 
This is the most southerly point ever 
reached, being an advance of 340 miles on 
Scott's record of December, 1902. 
The journey was filled with hardships. Sey- 
eral new mountain ranges were discovered.

Whitla obtained the letter giving final instruc- 
tions for the payment of the ransom, and 
‘Mrs. B. A. Hendrickson, who was in charge 
of the little candy store where the money 
Was paid, were closely questioned by the 
Officials, but little of value was learned. 


Woman Is Thought Innocent. 

The officials believe Mrs. Hendrickson was 
an innocent agent of the kidnapers. 

In describing her knowledge of the pay- 
ment of the ransom Mrs. Hendrickson said: 

“A man whom I had never seen before 
eame in here just atnoon Monday. Heasked 
‘for some stogies, and as he paid for them 
asked how business was. He did not seem 
nervous, but rather good natured. He told 
me his name was Hayes and that he had ex- 
Apected a package to be left here for him. I 
stold him there was none and he said he would 
come back. He said a man named Williams 
would leave it for him. 

“From what I can remember the man 
geemed to bé Irish. Certainly he was neither 
German nor Polish, and he was neatly 
dressed. 

“It was nearly an hour after that a finely 

@ressed man, whom I now believe to be Mr. 
{Whitla came in and said he had a package for 
a Mr. Hayes. I told him Hayes had been in. 
Williams left the package. It was wrapped 
in a newspaper. I did not know there was 
all that money init.

CROWDS WELCOME BOY HOME. 

Sharon, Pa., March 23. — (Specaii.] —A 
child's face at the window, with a sweet 
Yaced woman in the background, tears roll- 
ang down her cheeks, and with 4,000 men, 
Svomen, and children on the outside singing 
‘tthe Doxology was the scene which tonight 
practically closed the Whitla kidnaping inci- 
' gent. 

It was at the Whitla home, 431 East State 
@treet, that the crowd of thousands had 
come, headed by the Buh! Rifles, to serenade 
the kidnaped child returned to his parents 
At the request of Mrs. Whitla, who had col- 
Japsed after her son was brought home to- 
day, the demonstration of the townspeople 
had been postponed until this evening. And 
this was the demonstration—the singing of 
the long meter Doxology in pure thankfulness 
to the Giver of all good gifts for the safe 
return of Willie Whitla. 

Tt was a crowd most orderly after an ex- 
giting day. Early in the evening the crowd 
began to gather in the central part of town, 
ghere the Buhl. Rifles, 150 strong, were 
mobilizing. The Buhl Rifles were named 
after Frank F. Buhl, the wealthy uncle of 


the kidnaped boy. 


‘Shouts Bring #amily Out. 
“By the time the crowd swung into the 


gateway of the Whitla home it had been in- 


creased to thousands and many could not get 
within a half block of the yard around the 
Whitla home, which was simply jammed 
with humanity. The band mounted the steps 
end began a. lively tune, when the door 
opened and Attorney James A. Whitla, father 
of the restored boy, appeared—aione. A great 
shout went up from the crowd, which wanted 
Willie and Mrs. Whitla. , 
Attorney Whitla, who had not slept since 
his child was stolen six days ago, stood with 
tears rolling down his cheeks. He turned 
' partly round and waved his hand toward a 
window to the left and the crowd then saw 
for the first time the child’s face pressing 
against the pane gazing out into the dark- 
ness. 
. It was the kidnaped child, once more look- 
ing out from his father’s home window as the 
crowd gazed. Before a shout of greeting 
could be given to the wee boy, there came 
rom somewhere in the background a sweet 
aced woman who stood behind the child, 
placing her hands on his shoulders. It was 
Mrs. Whitla. 


Father Makes Short Speech. 
The multitude gave cheer after cheer at the 
picturdé of blessed home life, while Willie 
tried to blow some kisses through the win- 
Gow and Mrs. Whitla turned away sobbing 
joyfully, being* taken in charge by some 
relatives. For a full two minutes, the crowd 
shouted, then became quiet. 
Mr. Whitla had not fully recovered him- 
self, and the Rev. A. J. McCartney, the 
family pastor of the Whitlas and their per- 
_ sonal friend, made a short address. in which 
- he thanked every one for the visit and for 
the interest that had been taken in the hunt 

or the stolen boy. The minister finished, 

. Whitla stepped to the front of the porch 

@nd said in a voice which choked and broke 
at times: 

*On behalf of Mrs. Whitla, our daughter, 
my son, and myself, I want to thank you 
from the bottom of my heart for this visit. 
Friends, many of you, like myself, are tired 
and worn out with this great search, and that 
you have remained away from your homes 
thus late at night to cheer us touches us to 
the heart. Had it not been for my friends, for 
the great loud outcry which they made when 
our child was stolen, there might not have 
heen the cause for rejoicing such as we have 
here tonight. I want to thank the news- 
papers of the country, the detectives, every 
one, every single person in the world for 
what they have cone for us. Good night, 
friends.” 


Crowd Goes Singing Doxology. 
Then it was that some one started the 
* Doxology,” and soon the crowd had dis- 
_ tI was one of the most exciting days in the 
history of Sharon. It was not until after 
midnight last night that the thousands that 
had thronged the streets believed fully Willie 
Whitia had been found in Cleveland and 


that his father had purchased his oe sa 
from the kidnapers for $10,000. But once Sat- 
isfied the boy was in the care of friends and 
that he would be home in the morning the 
Sharon crowd simply refused to go to bed. 

Daybreak brought thousands from tthe sur- 
rounding towns to be present at the, home- 
coming of the kidnaped boy. It was esti- 
mated that there were 25,000 strangers on 
the streets of Sharon for most of the day. 
When the Erie train arrived at noon the 
crowd was so great it took Chief of Police 
Martin Crane and a dozen of his Dluecoats 
to break a path for Mr. Whitla to his car- 
riage. The attorney carried his little son in 
his arms and would not trust hfm to any one, 
saying the first to receive their son from 
him would be his mother at home. 

Thirty automobiles and as many carriages 
followed the Whitla carriage through the 
streets in its seven minutes’ run from the 
depot to the Whitla home. Mr. Whitla per- 
mitted his son to run up the steps wher the 
door was opened by Mrs. Whitla, and. safe 
in his mother’s arms the boy was carried 
once more into his parents’ home. 


Hunt for Kidnapers Renewed. 

No sooner was the boy at home. safe and 
sound, than the work of apprehending the 
‘kidnapers was started. It was learned to- 
night. that Mr. Whitla stopped over in 
Youngstown for a few minutes this morning 
while his son looked over a room full of peo- 
ple who had been put in with a suspected 
kidnaper who was under arrest, but the 
child failed to recognize any of them as one 
of the men who had helped to* carry him 
away. The suspected kidnaper, who was 
named Weiss, then was released. 

Mr. Buhl, brother-in-law of Mr. Whitla, 
had a long conference late today with the 
heads of some detective agencies, and there 
is no doubt that although Whitla may have 
in anger discharged his detectives, Buh! 
has not gtven up the idea of catching the 
kidnapers and is pushing it to the limit of the 
law or his fortune. 

It was Buhl who personally superintended 
the marking of all the b...3 which went into 
the packet given to the kidnapers. 


Boy Gives One Clew. 

The habit of Willie Whitla of spelling out 
the names on street cars may prove helpful 
to the police of Cleveland in finding the house 
in which the boy was held a captive. 

While the boy was seated at a table today 
he began spelling street nomenclature. 
Among others was the name of a street car 
line in Cleveland. Detective Ward, who 
was near the Jad, asked him what he meant 
by spelling the word which he had seen dis- 


played on the top of the car. 

‘‘ Why, that’s the name of the street car 
which passed the hospital where ‘ Mr. Jones’ 
kept me,”’ answered the boy. 

Detective Ward at once communicated the 
clew to the police in Cleveland. Private de- 
tectives were sent there from Sharon and 
Pittsburg to go over the car line and look 
for the house described by Willie. Chief 
Kohler has issued orders to his men to ques- 
tion the occupants of every house op the 
street car line and satisfy themselves that the 
kidnapers are not now or have not been con- 
cealed therein. 


Description of House Known. 
Detectives refuse to designate which car 
line the house is believed to be located on. 
It is believed, however, that the house is not 
far distant from the corner at which Willie 
was placed on the car by one of the kidnapers 
Monday night. 

The police have a description of the house. 
From the lips of,the kidnaped boy have fallen 
from time to time a few words about the 
place. The first clew to the appearance of 
the house and surrounding it was given 
in a letter written by Willie to his father on 
Saturday. The boy said the house was en- 
compassed by a number of large trees. 

Willie told the detectives here today that 
he was often placed in a large closet under 
a sink in the kitchen of the house or “ hos- 
pital,”” as he calls it. When strangers came 
to the house, the boy said, he was placed 
under the sink and warned to remain qulet. 


Stuart Offers $15,000 Reward. 
Harrisburg, Pa., March 23”™—Gov. Stuart 
tonight issued a proclamation offering a re- 
ward of $15,000 for the arrest and conviction 
of the kidnapers of Willie Whitia. 


KIDNAPING CAPITAL OFFENSE. 
Washington, D.'‘C., March 23:—f§pecia).]— 
Kidnaping in the District of Columbia is 
made a crime punishable by death or life im- 
prisonment in a bill introduced today by Rep- 
resentative Rodenberg of Illinois. 

Where the kidnaping is prompted by a de- 
sire for gain the bill prescribes the death 
penalty, but where it is not inspired for gain 
life imprisgnment is provided. 


CARE IN CHICAGO SCHOOLS. 

As a result of the Whitla kidnaping case 
the unwritten rule in the Chicago schools. 
that only principals can excuse pupils dur- 
iste schoo] hours, and then only when a re- 
quest which the principal is satisfied is 
genuine is made by a parent or other mem- 
ber of the family, will be observed more 
strictly. 

‘*I do not believe a case similar to the 
Whitla kidnaping could occur in our schools,” 
said President Schneider of the board of edu- 
cation. ‘‘ Requests for the dismissal of 
pupils during school hours cannot be grant- 
ed by the teachers, but must be sent to the 
principal. Then the principal satisfies him- 
self that the fequest is genuine and froma 
parent or a responsible member of the pupil’s 
family before it is granted.” 


Death Penalty "Is Urged. 

A petition for a law making: the crime of 
kidnaping a. capital offense in Lllinois was 
drafted .by’ the executive committee of the 
Chicago colony of New England women. It 
will be sent to the members of the legis- 
jature, asking their help in preparing and 
passing such a law. ‘A résolution, which 
was unanimously edopted, was‘ordered sent 
to all the principal newspapers in the stata, 
asking their coéperation in the passage of 
the bill. A provision in the resolution re- 
moves the extreme penalty from divorced 
fathers and mothers who may kidnap their 
children. The resolution follows: 

** Resolved, That the crime of kidnaping 
in the state of Illinois be made a capital 
offense and be punishable by death, except 
in the case of the kidnaper being a father 
or mother.” 

The meeting was presided over by Mrs. 
James A. Ostrom, president of the society. 

Moving pictures showing scenes of the kid- 
naping of Children have been prohibited in 
many cities since the Whitla kidnaping, but 
Chicago has barred such pictures for a year 
or more.

GREAT CROWDS SAY FAREWELL.

New York, March 23.—[Special.]—‘‘ Good- 
by and good luck,’’ wigwagged Theodore 
Roosevelt, former president of the Unitea 


States, to his friends aboard the accompany- 


ing tugs after the ex-presidential salute had 
been fired in his honor by the two fonts guard- 
ing) the entrance to the harbor of New York. 

It was one of the most dramatic scenes 
which ever have occurred at this port. Not 
since the time when Gen. Grant began his 
tour of the world has such a farewell been 
given to a departing citizen; and the old 
timers who were present when the civil war 
hero left the country say the acclaim given 
him could not compare with that which Theo- 
dore Roosevelt recejved. 

There were present ymen high in politics, 
finance, and business, officials and former 
officials, and the common people, tens of 
thousands of them. It was all a grand occa- 
sion in which the participants shouted and 
smiled with tears in their eyes. 
to see the former president off and were sorry 
the day had arrived for his departure. 

Probably nothing could have shown more 
clearly the deep feeling of affection and re- 
spect for Mr. Roosevelt than the behavior 
of the crowds which punctuated the way from 
his home at Oyster Bay to Hoboken. 


President Sends a Farewell. 

Upon the steamer President Taft was repre- 
sented by his military aid, Capt. Archibald 
W. Butt of the quartermaster’s department 
of the army, who brought to the former chief 
executive a letter from the present occupant 
of the White house, wishing him ‘‘ Goodby 
and thé best of luck,”’ the favorite expres- 
sion of the retired president, amd a gold 
scale inscribed with the name, “ Theodore 
Roosevelt.’’ 

“Give my best wishes to the president,.”’ 
Mr. Roosevelt said to Butt. Then he sent 
the following telegram: 

“The president, Washington: 
thanks, love and sincerity. 

THEODORE ROOSEVELT.”’ 


From the time he arose at an early hour 
this morning until his departure at six min- 
utes after 11 o'clock from the pier at Ho- 
boken, the former president was busy say- 
ing goOod-by to his family and friends. Mrs. 
Roosevelt, Miss Roosevelt, Mr. and Mrs. 
ong worth, and all the children save Ker- 
mit, who accompanies his father, bade good- 
by to him at Oyster Bay. 


Start Made on Long Trip. 

By the time the former president had said 
farewell to Mrs. Roosevelt, Noah Seaman. 
the overseer of, the estate, had harnessed 
Rustin, the Spakish war charger of the 
colonel, to a black runabout, and the former 
president, with Kermit, who is to.be the off- 
cial photographer of the expedition, entered 
the rig. 

The family lined up on the porch for a last 
look, when Quentin, who resembles Mrs. 
Roosevelt more than he does his father, 
begged to be permitted to ride as far as the 
station. His petition was granted, and with 
a happy shout he took his seat beside Kermit. 
The latter sat with a mandolin case under 
his arm. A spectator wanted to be able to 
say he had talked with the former president's 
son and asked what was in the case. 

‘“‘A pair of pajamas. I did not pack up in 
my haste to get away,” was the prompt an- 
swer he received. 

The man looked nonplused. He had not 
expected a frank reply of this kind. 

Waves Good-By to Neighbors. 

When the party reached the railroad sta- 
tion at Oyster Bay a few minutes before the 
departure of the 7:17 train everybody in the 
neighborhood cheered. Mr. Roosevelt re- 
sponded with a wave of the hand and stroked 
Rustin affectionately. 

‘He’s a bully good: horse, father, isn’t 
he?’’ observed Kermit. 

‘Yes,’ replied the-former president, “he 
is a bully good fellow.”’ 

The conductor cried ‘ All aboard!” The 
former president lifted little Querftin in his 
arms and kissed him with a father’s tender- 
ness. 

**Good-by, son, good-by; take good care 
of your mother,’’ was his parting injunction. 

Then, with Kermit, Mr. Roosevelt took his 
seat.in the regular day coach and began to 
talk with reporters. Quentin reappeared for 
an instant, handing his father a batch of 
telegrams which had been given him bythe 
station agent. 

“It is an ideal day for beginning my trip,”’ 
said the former president. ‘‘ But I want to 
tell you that I am not going to pose for any 
more pictures. However, from my experi- 
ence of yesterday, I suppose the photograph-

William Loeb Jr., who was secretary to the 
president during his entire administration 
and now is collector of the port of New York, 
had provided the tug Timmons for about fifty 
friends of Mr. Roosevelt, among them Paul 
Morton, who was former secretary of the 
navy; Dr. Lyma# Abbott, E. H. Baldwin, and 
other members of the executive staff of the 
Outlook; Congressman Cocks, John Hays 
Hammond, John A. McElhenny, civil service 
commissioner; Charles R. Norman, Dr. Al- 
bert Shaw, and others To éach of these men 
the former president said good-by.

Greets Friends in Cabin. 


When the former president finally reached 
his suite of five rooms which have been re- 
seryed for him he found therein Senator 
Root, who was secretary of state during his 
last administration; Senator Lodge of Mas- 
sachusetts—‘* Cabot,” as Mr. Roosevelt calls 
him; and Mrs. Cowles, the wife of Admiral 
Cowles of the navy, who is the former presi- 
dent’s sister. Then Mr. Roosevelt looked 
out of the door at the mass of humanity 
gathered before it. He saw Mr. Loeb. 

“Come, Loeb; come here.” he cried. 
He grasped Loeb by the hand and gave him 
a pull which brought him past the two po- 
‘Heemen who were guarding the portals of 
the room. He saw a magazine writer. 

** Let the muckraker in,” he called with a 
friendly intonation. 

Some one said: ‘ Here are five Rough 
Riders, Mr. Roosevelt, who want to see you.” 

“Let the Rough Riders pass,’’ he replied. 

Those who were in the room saw that the 
steamghip company+shad made provision for 
the cafmfort and happiness of Mr. Roosevelt. 
Upon the walls were portraits of Mrs. Roose- 
velt and of President Taft, pictures of the 
Roosevelt home at Oyster Bay, and other 
decorations which would appeal especially 
to the distinguished passenger. Just before 
the vessel sailed Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood, 
accompanied by five officers of his staff, 
came aboard 

**Good-by, Leonard; good-by and good 
luck,’ the former president said to him. 


Pittsburg Crowd Gets Wish. 

All,of Mr. Loeb’s party retired to the tug 
Timmons. The president kissed Mrs. Cowles 
and she, accompanied by Senator Lodge. 
former Police Commissioner McAdoo of New 
York, and several! others, left the ship on 
another tug, the John F. Nienhols, At this 
moment Mr. Roosevelt was informed that a 
delegation of forty-two enthusiastic persons 
from Pittsburg wanted to shake hands with 
him. Each of these men wore orange silk 
badges inscribed *‘ Bon voyage, Theodore 
Roosevelt,’’ and they insisted they must say 
good-by. " 

“If we didn't, we couldn't go back home,” 
one of them remarked. 

Mr. Roosevelt pushed his way through the 
crowd around his door, crying: 

** Let me out; I must go and see these peo- 
ple anyway.”’ 

Besides the Pittsburg delegation he shook 
hands with Italian and Hungarian delega- 
tions. 

The bugle sounded for allashore. Ropes 
were cast off and the Hamburg backed slow- 
ly into the river. The crowds upon the pier 
began to cheer, the whistles of every factory 
and steamboat in the vicinity shrieked with 
might and main, and the German band 
aboard the Hamburg played the Irish tune of 
“Garry Owen.” Mr. Roosevelt: passed to the 
port side of the navigating bridge and waved 
his hat to the crowd, 


Great Procession in River 

While thus indicating good-by, the tugs 
Timmons, The Nichols, the tug of the com- 
missioner of immigration at Governor’s 
island, army tugs and a ferry boat loaded 
with people backed into position on either 
side of the Hamburg. Down the river the 
procession proceeded. Every boat passed 
added to the din with whistle shrieks. The 
roofs of buildings were black with people 
and at the battery was a crowd which waved 
handkerchiefs, hats or any old thing they 
could get hold of.

Will Follow Ship’s Routine. 

Aboard the Hamburg Mr. Roosevelt had 
arranged to follow the prescribed routine 
of the steamer. He will rise for breakfast 
at 8 lunch at 1, and dine at 7. Steamer 
chairs upon ¢he sheltered side of the deck 
have been reserved for him and Kermit. 

He took with him a number of books to 
while away the tedium of the voyage, and 
hundreds of letters sent to him by personal 
friends. He has received thousands of com- 
munications since his arrival at Oyster Bay 
from Washington, but he gave notice today 
that he would not be able to answer any of 
them. 

“I am a private citizen now, and I pro- 
pose to be a private citizen,”’ he said to one 
reporter who was especially persistent. 

Thus departed from the country for fifteen 
months the greatest figure in American life 
today.

NEXT COUNCIL HEARS IT. 
Electrification a Corollary ; Sees 


Road May Join in Project 
in Formation. 


Prospects of a “‘ Greater Chicago "’ aebway 
system were illumined yesterday by the un 

covering of cherished hopes long fostered 
by the Illinois Central railroad. 

It was merely a flash, but the picture re- 
vealed was gigantic in its proportions, and 
predictions were made that later disclosures 
will show .its detail in accurate balance 
with the tremendous nature of its concep- 


OR. 

While the city has been wrestling with 
the problem of building a purely local system 
of underground transportation, private 
capital has been sitting back. waiting and 
watching and studying the scope of probable 
future development on broader lines. 

The Iilinoig Central wants a subway of its 
own. Careful considefati@n has been given 
the needs of the road and the public, and it 
has determined .that. to keep pace whu 
events, it was necessary that passengers be 
brought to the steps of the department stores 
and office buildings. 


Giant Plan Told to Mayor. | 


’ Announcement of this necessity of the fu- 


ture ard its feasibility was made to Mayor 
Busse months ago when the question of elec- 
trification was under consideration by the 
Illinois Central, but no word of the great 
idea was allowed to escape to the public 
until Mayor Busse in a casual conversation 
mentioned what had been told him. 

At that time approval even to a general, 
indefinite plan could not be given until it 
was known whether what might be known as 
the interurban subways would interfere with 
the local transportation bores then projected. 
Mayor Busse did indicate that the handling 
of all urban and suburban passengers by 
underground routes was a probable develop- 
ment of the future and that all the railroads 
entering the city should have equal advan- 
tages when that time came. 

That was the path that led railroad men, 
engineers, and financiers to grasp the full 
meaning of the movement under way. The 
inspiration of the Illinois Central officials in 
some way had escaped the inner councils of 
officialdom. It had reached the heads of 
other roads and they took the same watching 
and waiting attitude as the lake front com- 
pany. 

Will Open Eyes of World. 

It had gone so far as to reach the local 
transportation committee, which primarily 
now has the subway proposition in hand, and 
it will be one of the legacies passed on to the 
new council that, working from the great 
mass of information compiled in the big re- 
port of the subway bureau, will tackle the 
task of determining the fate of underground 
Chicago. , 

By that time,*the predictions go, the cit 
and the steam railroads, as well as the ele- 
vated and the surface lines, will be working 
together for a common object—the building 
of the “‘ Greater Chicago’’ subway system, 
the like of which never. has been planned 
in the world. 

It will mean the enlargement of the sub- 
way proposition from a purely street car 
propos n to one big enough to take care 
of people living within a radius of thirty or 
forty miles of the city. It will mean a double 
system of subways, one for strictly urban 
and one for interurban passengers—the one 
almost entirely local in its facilities and 
aimed to reduce congestion in the loop and 
the other shOwing more of a rapid transit 
nature and designed to facilitate the travel 
of passengers from the outlying districts and 
from outside the city. 


a From Suburb to Shop. 

Thousands upon thousands of passengers 
now being landed in the city at stations dis- 
tant from the shopping district will be taken 
directly 'to the destinations they wish to 
reach. Instead of finding themselves a dozen 
blocks from the city hall, their trains will 
carry them. within three minutes’ walk of 
any place they desire to reach in the loop. 

Women shoppers from Blue Island, Wauke- 
gan or other points on the suburban roads 
will hear the streets called as they are shot 
through the tube, and as they alight and 
mount the stairs they can step into the sub- 
sidewalk space that will lead them past the 
lighted display windows of the stores until 
they are within reach of the basement bar- 
gain counters. 


It Also Means Electrification. 

Such a Utopian state of affairs will have 
been preceded by the electrification of the 
terminals of all the steam roads. That is 
one of the essentials of the Illinois Centra] 
scheme of necessity, and the city, assuming 
that it grants the Illinois Central these 
rights, will insist that other roads which 
want equal rights do equal things, the es- 


sential being electrification. 


The picture of the future ‘‘ Greater Chi- 
cago ’’ is completed with those two elements 
—smokeless limited trains drawing to the 
great passenger stations and discharging 
their passengers to the loop bound suburban 
trains that carry them underground within 
a few steps of the exact points they wish to 
reach. 

By this means and with the added facili- 
ties of the local transportation subways 
Chicagoans and visitors to the city will be 
able to reach any of the railroad Stations— 
now difficult of access in many instances— 
from any point in the downtown district or 
to pass from one to another with comfor- 
able, uninterrupted service. 


I. C.-Seeks Lost Patronage. 

The plans of the Illinois Central, it was 
said at the general offices in the Park row 
station, are said to be in the formative 
stage. J. T. Harahan, president of the com- 
pany, has given orders that no information 
on that subject or on the subject of electrif- 
cation may be given without his approval. 
At present he is in Pasadana, Cal., and in 
his absence none of his associates would 
consent to discuss any plans of the road. 

Its acceptance of the subway plan has been 
caused by the loss of suburban patronage in 
competition with the recently improved 
street car service. The surface lines have

In order to regain this business it is anxious 
to turn its suburban service practically intoa 
street car system. Recognition has ‘been 
given the necessity of delivering its patrons 
in the basement of the department stores 
and the shops. ' 

In addition it means to abandon its Park 
row station entirely to tenant roads, and an 
important part of the scheme is the con- 
struction of a large downtown depot nearer 
the heart of the city, probably along Michi- 
gan avenue or Wabash avenue and possibly 
on Michigan avenue above Randolph street 
almost on the site of its present suburban 


terminal. 
Route for L. C. Subway. 


The actual construction and route of the 
subway has been given only cursory dis- 
cussion. The necessity of maintaining its 
freight traffic and its terminal at the mouth 
of the river spelis the retention of the tracks 
on their present level over the lake front 
right of wey. 

The subway will have to be built beneath 
them as far as Randolph street; according 
to the engineers for the road. 

The route from that point is the chief ques- 
tion to be determined. The consensus of 
opinion thus far has been that the dip un- 
derground should be made near Forty-sev- 
enth street and that the right of way should 
be followed to Randolph street. 

From’ there the original proposition to 
Mayor Busse was the bore should pass west- 
ward to the far side of the downtown district, 
should loop around it, and return to the pres- 
ent right of way at the Park row station. 


Possible Action by Others. 


The possibilities of the other roads in the 
subway movement hardly have beem calcu- 
lated except by their officials, who have kept 
their counsels to themselves. The stations 
of the Rock Island, the St. Paul, the Alton, 
the Burlington, the Pennsylvania and the 
Northwestern, several of which carry heavy 
suburban traffic, all are on the outer edges 
of the projected subway district: 

The Northwestern is engaged in erecting 
an immense passenger station on the west 
side that will cost $20,000,000. It frequently 
has been rumored that after this building ia 
completed it will be reserved entirely for 
through service and a new station erected 
for the accommodation of its suburban 
traffic on North State street; near North 
Water street. This same right of way, now 
used exclusively for freight, might be used 
as an approach to a subway loop of the com- 
pany. 

Report Surprises Fisher. 


Special Traction Counsel Walter L. Fisher 
returned from a short stay in the east, and 
while a brief examination given the report 
of the subway bureau led him to express 
surprise that the experts had gone so far as 
to make recommendations as to subway con- 
struction and routing, he did not criticise 
the plans offered. He refused to pass on 
them. 

** My understanding was that the subway 
bureau was to gather information concerning 
underground Chicago that would pave the 
way for the building of plans by engineers 
familiar with transportation as well as with 
construction,” he explained. 

He predicted that the utility corporations 
which it is proposed to include in the subway 
plans could .be convinced that it was to their 
advantage to accept any offers to admit their 
wires, pipes, and conduits td the structures, 
and that it would be reasonable for them to 
pay compenstaion for the facilities give

Shackelton Adds Volumes 
to World’s Knowledge of 
Natural Phenomena. 
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was badly damaged by the knife edged 
‘ crevasses. 

“Similar conditions obtained on our way 
up the glacier from Dec. 18, when we reached 
en altitude of 6,800 feet. In latitude 85.10 
we made a depot and left everything there 
hut our food, instruments, and camp equip- 
ment, and reduced our rations to twenty 
ounces per man daily. 


Reaches High Plateau. 

“We reached on Dec. 26 a plateau after 
crossing ice falls at an altitude of 9,000 
feet, thence rising gradually in long ridges 
to 10,00 feet. Finishing the relay work, we 
giscarded our second sledge. There was a 
constant southerly blizzard, the wind drift- 
ing the snow. with a temperature ranging 
from 37 to 70 degrees of frost. We lost 
sight of the new mountains Dec. 27. Finding 
the party weakefting from the effects of a 
ghortage of food and the rarefied air and 
coid, | degided to risk making a depot ona 
plateau. 

“ We proceeded on Jan. 4 with one tent. utll- 
izing the poles of the second tent for guiding 
marks for our return. The surface became 
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soft and the blizzard continued. For sixty 
hours during Jan. 7, 8, and ¥ a blizzard raged | 
with 72 degrees of frost and the wind: blow- | 
ing seventy miles an hour. it was impos- 
gible to move. Members of the party were 
frequently frostbitten in their sleeping bags. 
We left camp on Jan. 9 and reached latitude 
98:23, longitude 162. This is thie most south- 
erly point ever reached. Here we hoisted the 
union jack presented to us by the queen. No 
mountains were visible. 

“We saw a plain stretching to the south. 
We returned to pick up our depot on the 
plateau, guided by our outward tracks, for 
the flags attached to the tentpoles had been 
blown away. The less violent blizzards 
blowing on our backs helped us to travel 
from twenty to twenty-nine miles daily. 
We reached the upper glacier depot Jan. 19. 


Descent in Heavy Gale. 

“ The snow had been blown from the glacier 
gurface, leaving a slippery, blue ice. The 
descent was slow work in the heavy gale. 
The sledge was lowered by stages by an 
Alpine rope. 

“On the morning of Jan. 26 our food was 
fnished. It was slow going. Sixteen miles 
were covered in twenty-two hours’ march. 
The snow was two feet deep, concealing the 
crevasses. We reached the lower glacier 
depot in latitude 83.45 degrees on the after- 


feet. 


reached the old crater of the volcano at over 
holes, were found. 


felspar crystals, pumice, and sulphur. 
Philip Brocklehurst 
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sitating the unloading of the sledge and hand 
porterage. 

“* The party arrived on Feb. 8 at an inlet 
in the glacier near the Drygalski depot. Our 
provisions were exhausted except a few bis- 
cults. We secured seal and penguin, but the 
party’s retreat was cut off by the sea ice, the 
sheet having broken up. The outlook was 
serious and the Nimrod, returning from Cape 
Washington and continuing a _ vigorous 
search, sighted on Feb. 4 the depot flag on 
the cliff. 

“The party, who were finishing a meal, 
were aroused by the Nimrod firing a double 
detonator. Rushing out of the tent Marson 
fell twenty feet down a crevasse, but was 
rescued unhurt by a party from the ship. 


Duration of Journey 122 Days. 


‘‘ The duration of the journey was 122 days 
We traveled, including relays, 1.260 statute 
miles. The coast was triangulated by Mar- 
son by a theodolite from McMurdo sound to 
the Drygalski glaciers; there also were geo- 
logical, magnetic, and meteorological results. 
Minerals, apparently vanadium, and widely 
spread monastite were found ” , 

The Nimrod, on the voyage to pick up the 
expedition, reached the ice sheet off Cape 
Bird on Jan. 3. Various parties of the ex- 
pedition were picked up at different points, 
Lieut. Shackleton’s being the last, on March 
4. They were compelled by ice and bad 
weather to start immediately northward. 

“On the voyage from latitude 69° 48’, longi- 
tude 166° 11’, they discovered a new range of 
coast mountains trending first southwest and 
then west for forty-five miles beyond Cape 
North. The approximate altitude of these 
mountains is from 5,000 to 7,000 feet. They 
are mostly tabular and form part of an ap- 
parently deeply eroded plateau. 


Explorers Ascend Mount Erebus. 

In March, 1908, a party headed hy Lieut. 
Adams, left Cape Royd to ascend Erebus, the 
great Antarctic volcano. They climbed with 
a sledge to an altitude of 5,500 feet, thence 
carrying their equipment on their backs. 
They reached on March 1 an altitude of 9.500 
The temperature was 50° below freez- 
ing. Then a violent blizzard raged for thirty 
hours. Resuming the ascent on March 9 they

24 to. bear sledges. We arrived at the sound, 
twelve miles further north on October 30, 
Where, to save oil. we utilized seal blubber 
further north.

™ We crossed the Nordenskiold barrier and 
Mayed to Drygalski glacier. The thawing 
ema ice, compacted of brush and crushed 
pack, madefpfogress laborious and siow. 
The sea ice south of the Drygalski glacier 
Was beginning to break up. The first at- 
tempt to cross the glacier failed, owing to 
humerous deep chasms. Wecrossed further 
east on. Dec. 6, and followed a difficult route 
over crevassed pressure ridges. 


i — Depot at Open Sea. 

“On . 10 we found the open sea on the 
north.side of the Drygalski glacier. We 
made a depot of one sledge, and after cook- 
ing supplies of seal and penguin to lessen the 
shortage of food we turned iniand ‘with 690 
pounds of equipment and provisjons. We 
attempted the glacier between the mountains 
Mansen and Larsen. 

“After sledging among the high pressure 
ridges, where the sledges and party were 
often néarly lost in the crevasses, we aban- 
Goned that route. A blizzard then covered 
the glacier deeply with drifted snow, and 
the sledges were extricated with difficulty. 
Subsequently violent. blizzards removing the 

snow enabled the party to ascend the 
steep slope of a branch glacier to the main 
glacier between the mountains Larsen and 

, Bellinghausen. : 

“ Thence there wag fair traveling to an in- 
land plateau at an altitude of over 7,000 feet. 
trong southerly winds, 50 degrees of frost, 
énd shortened rations made traveling trying. 


Union Jack Out at the Pole. 
“The party reached the magnetic pole 260 
Statute miles northwest of the Drygalski 
depot on Jan. 16 and hoisted the union jack. 
The position of the pole was determined by 
.Marson with a Lloydreak dip circle, as in 
the vicinity of latitude 72 degrees 25, longi- 
tude 15.4 east. The party returning traveled 
Sixteen to twenty miles daily and ar- 
rived at the junction of the branch glacier 
With the.main glacier, near Mount Larsen, 
On Jan. 30; Attempting to shoot down the 
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frost bitten. One toe was subsequently am- 
putated. The summit was reached on March 
10. The active crater is half a mile in 
diameter, and 800 feet deep. It was ejecting 
vast volumes of steam and sulphurous gas to 
a height of 2,000 feet. Hypsometer readings 
were taken at the summit simultaneously 
with the base station at Cape Royd. 

A geological collection was made, and pho- 
tographs were taken. Commencing the de- 
scent the same day they glissaded by stages 
down 5,000 feet, reaching the sledge depot. 
They reached Cape Royd on March 11, after 
the Nimrod had left for New Zealand. Dur- 
ing a large part of the year 1908.they finished 
building a hut and stable for the ponies. Un- 
fortunately, they lost at the beginning of 
gs four ponies, which died from eating 
sand. 


Studies Upper Air Currents. 
Mr. Adams commenced in March system- 
atic meteorological observations and studied 
the movements of the currents in the upper 
atmosphere, indicated by the swaying of the 
steam cloud at the summit of Mount Erebus. 
Mr. Murray found abundant microscopic life 
rotifers, vegetable organisms, etc., in fresh 
water lakes near Cape Royd. The rotifers 
were of remarkable vitality, living for years 
in the ice of the lakes. Experiments proved 
that they can endure extremely how and high 
temperatures and immersion in strong saline 
mixtures. : 
Ringed penquin were found at Cape Royd. 
The chief vegetation was large sheets of a 
funguslike plant in the lakes, many lichens, 
and a few mosses. Seaweeds of two kinds 
were abundant. 
Mr. Marson made systematic records of 
all appearances of aurora displays. These 
were exceedingly brilliant throughout the 
winter, appearing most frequently in the 
eastern sky and seldom in the direction of the 
magnetic pole. The most striking form of 
the aurora was that of a parallel with draped 
curtains extending across the heavens, some- 
times stationary and sometimes moving rap- 
idly across the sky. Racing cascades of 
luminéscence traversed the length of the 
heavens with remarkable speed. 


Chemical and Physical Studies. 
Observations of meteorological optics and 
atmospheric electricity, with chemical and 
physical studies in connection with the freez- 
ing of the sea surface and the numerous 
lakes in the vicinity of Cape Royd, were 
made by Mr. Raymond Priestly. He found 
much fungoid in the peatlike bottoms of the 
lakes behind Cape Royd. He also discovered 
a raised beach at an altitude of 150 feet near 
Cape Barnes. Mount Erebus was unusually 
active on June 14. Good moonlight photo- 
graphs of the eruption were obtained. 

Prof. David considers that most antarctic 
bergs are snowbergs. Fossil radiolaria were 
found in the glacial bowlders at Cape Royd. 
The weather for a time was mild. The 
lowest temperature experienced was 72 de- 
grees below freezing. Sledging was com- 
menced on Aug. 12. 
Armytage,; David, and Adams went to ex- 
amine the great ice barrier surface. Re- 
turning from Cape Royd on Sept. 19, they 
left on Sept. 22 to lay a depot for the south- 
ern journey. They returned Oct. 18 after 
placing a depot 124 statute miles south of the 
Discovery's winter quarters. They found 
the barrier surface impracticable for. the 
motor sledge, but with the Airole Johnston 
motor they did useful work over the sea ice 
laying depots and covering @ distance aggre- 
gating 400 miles in spite of a temperature 
varying from 4 to 60 degrees of frost. 

Lieut. Shackelton’s expedition bade fare- 
well to England at Cowes in July of 1907. 
The last visitors to his ship were King Ed- 
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to which was aftached a card bearing the 
message: 

‘“‘May this union jack, which I intrust te 
your keeping, lead you safely to the south 
pole.”’ 

Should the report that the Shackleton ex- 
pedition has reached the south pole prove 
correct a dream of navigators that has in- 
spired many earlier and futile attempts will 
have been realized. The farthest point south 
heretofore reached was 70 degrees 50 minutes, 
where C. E. Borchgrevink, a Norwegian ex- 
plorer, arrived on March 17, 1900. The mag- 
netic position of the south pole has been 
fixed at about latitude 73 degrees 20 min- 
utes south and 146 east. 

An antarctic expedition was proposed by 
the Australian colonies in November, 1887. 
A committee of the Royal society ‘was 
formed, of which Prof. Stokes was president 
and Lord Rayleigh, Prof. Huxley, and others 
were members. Ready financial support was 
lacking and the project renfained in abeyance 
until 1892, in December of which year an 
antarctic whaling expedition arrived at Port 
Stanley, Falkland islands, Borchgrevink 
then revived interest in the proposed expe- 
dition and, setting forth, was the first to 
land at Cape Adair, on the southern con- 
tinent, Feb. 23, 1895. 

The Gerlache expedition in the Belgica left 
Antwerp Aug. 16, 1897, but was not suc- 
cessful. 


Many Scientific Facts Learned. 


There have' been various other exploration 
parties in the Antarctic, all of which were 
successful] in obtaining much valuable mete- 
orological and scientific information. They 
include the Scottish expedition, which went 
out under Dr. Bruce in the Scotia in Janu- 
ary of 1903; the Discovery, sent out under 
Capt. Scott under the auspices of the British 
expedition fund, and a German expedition in 
the Gauss under Capt. Hans Ruser, which 
left Hamburg in August of 1901. 

The lands of the Antarctic region were first 
discovered by Capt. Cook in 1773-75. He was 
the first man to circumnavigate the southern 
polar continent. Since this time and particu- 
larly up to 1843, various whaling vessels ven- 
tured as far south as possible and reported 
the discovery and naming of new territory. 

"ach terrestrial pole is covered-by a cap of 
continuous ice which remains unbroken on 
the land areas and which varies in/size with 
the season and with the year. The Antarctic 
region has generally been represented as 
swarming -with animal life, especially the 
marine forms. The area is uninhabited by 
man. 

The Antarctic has been the field more par- 
ticularly of British and German research. 
No American expeditions of importance have 
penetrated these waters. The unknown 
Antarctic region has been estimated as being 
twice as large as Europe. 

A French exploring expedition on the 
Pourquoi Pas under Dr. Charcot is at pres- 
ent in the Antarctic. 


Shackleton’s Work Is Outlined. 


Shackleton, although a young man, al- 
ready has made an enviable reputation as an 
antarctic explorer, having accompanied Capt. 
Scott on the celebrated voyage of the Dis- 
covery in 1901-2 and having on that expedi- 
tion penetrated the icy regions toa point 
further than any man ever had gone. At that 
time he was overcome by illness because of 
his exertions and the cold and was {nvalided 
home. but having induced a number of 
wealthy Englishmen to finance a new ex- 
pedition he started in 1907 on the Nimrod. 

The big feature of this exposition was that 
Lieut. Shackleton intended to make his over- 
land journey as far as might be by means of 
motor sledges especially constructed for the 
occasion by a Scotch firm. He selected as the 
base of his operations King Edward VII. 
Land on the eastern end of Ross's ice bar- 
rier discovered many years ago by the ex- 
plorer of that name. 

The expedition, hewever, started as former 
ones have from New Zealand, that being the 
best point from which to enter the antarctic 
regions. The start was made from New Zea- 
land a year ago last January, and the expe- 
dition consisted of twenry-eight men with a 
landing party of twelve. It reached King 
Edward VIL Land early in February a year 
ago. 

The employment of the motor sledge was an 
experiment in arctic exploration, but un- 
doubtedly it was the means of enabling 
Shackleton and his party to cover a greater 
distance over thé rough country in. better 
time than he would have made had he used 
dogs. He carried with him, however, two 
packs of dogs and some Siberian ponies for 
the last stages of the journey, but it is not 
known whether they were used or not. The 
party also took with it a special portable 
boat with detachable buoyancy apparatus 
fitted to the side to be used in case open water 
was encountered. It had also several other 
contrivances as well as full sets of scientific 


apparatus. 


Careful Attention to Food. 


Great attention was also paid to the food 
supply, the question having been studied 
down to the last analysis. The cans in which 
the f s were packed were of triple thick- 
ness and double painted, and of course the 
contents were of the best. Lieut. Shackle- 
ton’s previous experience with scurvy and 
other diseases made him know the value of 
this careful attention to the food supply. 
Importance was laid by him upon the value 
of the motor sledge for locomotive purposes, 
and the oil used was prepared with a special 
view to*its efficiency in extreme:y cold cli- 
mate. Several of His Siberian ponies died, 
as the climate was too severe for them. 
Another invention in antarctic exploration 
was the huts erected at the base of operations 
and at various poi along the route. They 
were especially constructed and designed for 
this purpose, having double walls packed 
with wool to resist the cold. They were built 
on piles and the inner walls were lined with 
cases of food for the use of the inmates. 
The principal officers of the expedition were 
Lieut. E. H. Shackleford, manager; Lieut. 
J. B. Adams, meteorologist; Sir Philip 
Broklehurst, Bart., sledger, surveyor, and 
baker; James Murray, biologist; Dr. Miche!],

RIGHTS OF HOGS UP 70 JURY 


Packer Charged with Cruelty to 
Porkers Denies It on Stand. 


HITS METHOD OF BRANDING. 


Miss Anna Wyatt Brought the Case 
Against Patrick Brennan. 


Today a jury will pass.on a charge of 
cruelty to hogs. Patrick Brennan, president 
of the Independent Packing company, the 
defendant, took the stand in his own behalf 
yesterday afternoon just before the conclu- 
sion of testimony before Judge Foster. 

The prosecution was brought by Miss Anna 
Wyatt of the Anti-Cruelty society, who 
charges Brennan allowed his employés to 
use a cruel method of branding hogs, and 
that he failed to properly care for the ani- 
mals. Brennan, on the other hand, claimed 
the method used by his employés was the 
most humane, 


Says Cuts Were Deep. 

Miss Wyatt was the first witness called 
by the prosecution, and she told of a visit 
she made to the packing company’s plant 
at Forty-first and Halsted streets Feb. 26. 

‘‘The hogs were driven into a small pen, 
where they were seized by men and brand- 
ed,’ she said. ‘‘ The men used large knives, 
and cut out the letters I. P. C. on their backs. 
Some of the cuts were four inches long and 
about half aninch deep. I saw about eight 
hogs. None was provided with food and wa- 
ter. 

Policemen Michael Costello and John A. 
Weber, detailed to assist the society in its 
work, gave similar testimony. H. P. Slo- 
cuff, 8738 Winchester avenue, a special in- 
vestigator for the Anti-Cruelty society, testi- 
fied he accompanied Miss Wyatt to the 
slaughtering house of the company, and as- 
serted he had noticed some of the hogs with 
large cuts on their backs. Some were three- 
quarters of an inch deep. H. D. Paxon, a 
federal veterinary inspector, testified that 
euts as described by the witnesses would 
cause severe pains to the animals. 


Argues It Is “Only Method.” 
Brennan then took the stand, and a portion 
of the back of a hog, bearing the identifica- 
tion marks, was produced as evidence. 

City Attorney A. V. Lee objected to this, 
saying that it might have been especially 
prepared for the occasion. Judge Foster, 
however, allowed it to be shown to the jury, 
when Brennan testified it was a fair example 
of the brands placed on hogs. 

“This is practically the only method that 
we can use in placing identification marks 
on our hogs,”’ testified Brennan. “ We tried 
the government method of piercing the 
animals’ ears and attaching small tags, but 
found this caused even greater pain to the 
animals and was not practical. The animals 
would struggle and frequently would have 
their ears torn off or severely hurt. The 
tags would also be pulled off in the scraping 


process.” 


ATTORNEY SUES FOR FEES. 


Seth F. Crews Asks Forty Thousand Do]l- 
lars from Wealthy Widow for 
His Services. 


Attorney Seth F. Crews has filed suit in the 
Circuit court asking damages of $40,000 from 
Mrs. Sarah E. Smith, a wealthy widow. The 
action is declared to be based on the defend- 
ant’s refusal to pay Mr. Crews attorney's 
fees claimed by him, Mrs. Smith has been in 
California and returned to Chicago last week. 
She is the widow of James R. Smith, presi- 
dent of the Hecla Mining company of Mon- 
tana. Smith died Sept. 25 last.

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JUDGES 10 DEBATE CHANGES

Practice Act Amendments Will 
Be Discussed Tomorrow. 


DIFFER ONLY IN DEGREE. 


Some Jurists Think Propcs°d Revisions 
Too Conservative. 


Judges of both the Superior and Circuit 
courts will meet in the chambers of Judge 
Freeman, in the county building, tomorrow 
afternoon at 2 o’clock to consider the amend- 
ments to the practice act as framed by a 
committee of judges of the Superior court. 
A committee of judges of the Circuit court 
held a brief session yesterday to consider the 
amendments, but agreed to concur in the 
action taken by the judges of the other 
branch and take the entire matter up to- 
morrow for a free discussion. 


Changes to Be Discussed. 

The three amendments are as follows: 

Granting the state’s attorney the right to amend 
indictments. 

Authorizing judges to give oral instructions to 
juries, if desirable. 

Prohibiting higher courts from remanding cases 
on technicalities when it is clearly shown that 
injustice has not been done. 

While all are agreed the practice act must 
be changed in many particulars in order to 
facilitate the work of the courts, they are 
not all agreed as to the best methods of 
bringing about the change. Some believe the 
three amendments proposed by the Superior 
court judges do not go far enough'‘and that 
many more amenaments must be made to the 
present act in order to bring about the de- 
sired result. 

Says They Are Revolutionary. 

‘*The judges will be surprised to learn how 
far the proposed three amendments will 
reach,” said Judge Marcus A. Kavanagh. 
‘Tl consider them revolutionary, especially 
the one which will prohibit the higher courts 
from overruling and remanding cases on 
technicalities when it is shown injustice has 
not been done. I think the judges will find 
that the amendments will cover the ground 
they are after.”’

HOUSE IN FAVOR OF BLOW 


Hearn Measure for Fire Insur- 
ance Commission Gets 
Through Upper Body.

Springfield, 1i., March 23 —[Special. }—Sen- 
ator Breidt’'s bill prohibiting high school fra- 
ternities and similar secret societies in all 
public schools was passed by the Illinois sen- 
ate this morning and now goes to the house 
foraction. The “ frats,” being without many 
friends in the legislature, it is likely to be 
among the early bits of legislation handed 
to t governor for signature. 

There is nothing particularly friendly in 
Mr. eneen’s attitude towards the Greek 
letter high school boys, and it is more than 
likely that boards of education throughout 
the state will be called on, as they are by 
the provisions of the proposed law, to pre- 
vent the organization of such societies in all 
schools which receive state aid. 


Hearn’s Insurance Bill Passed. 

The senate also passed Senator Hearn’'s 
joint resolution authorizing the governor to 
appoint a commission to study the question 
of fire insurance rates and to report to this 
assembly whether, in the judgment of the 
commissioners, it would be advisable for the 
legislature to pass a law fixing such rates. 

The. house passed a bill of Representative 
Shanahan appropriating $25,000 to defray the 
expenses of a commission to revise the tax 
laws, it being provided that the commission 
of seven members shal! be appointed by the 
governor. A commission act, passed two 
years ago, was vetoed by the governor on the 
opinion of the attorney genera! that the as 
sembly, in providing for the appointment of 
its own members to the commission, had 
passed an unconstitutional act. 

The house also passed, with an emergency 
clause, a bill appropriating $1,000 to the 
widow of the late Pau! I. Zaabel, member of 
the lecislature from Chicago, who died early 
in the session, the amount being the undrawn 
part of his legislative salary.

Benjamin F. Buck on charges that they had 
pledged themselves to become members of 
the Kappa Alpha Phi fraternity. They were 
reported to be A. W. Hester, 1504 Sheridan 
road; Robert McKnight, 1641 Sheridan road; 
Harold and Neal Benedict, and Archie Wal- 
lace. 
Mrs. Hester said her son is not a member of 
the fraternity, but had received an invita- 
tion to which no response had been made. 
She said she thought the trouble could be ad- 
justed. 
‘The board of education has declared that 
there shall be no fraternities in our high 
schools and that the boys must resign from 
their fraternities or leave the schools,”’ said 
President Schneider. ‘‘ The cases of these 
five boys will be investigated thoroughly.’”’

Candidate Powell referred to the national 
administration and the promptness displayed 
by President Taft in carrying out the party's 
promises of tariff reform.

FAVOR DOUBLE PLATOON BILL. 


Members of House Committee Report 
Out Measure, but Assembly May 
Balk at It. 


Springfield, Ill., March 23.—[ Speelal.]—Rep- 
resentative Curran's bill, which contains 
the “double platoon ” provision by indirec- 
tion, was reported out of the house committee 
om labor and industrial affairs with the 
recommendation that it ‘‘do pass.” It will 
go to the house with this recommendation 
and may be passed by that branch, although 
the fact that it escaped from committee so 
easily does not indicate that the house or- 
ganization will stand for it. , 

It is assumed that Mayor Busse does not 
wish to have the city handed an act which 
will increase the expenditures of the fire 
department and which in the gpinion of some 
of the fire officials wil) not productive of 
the highest kind of discipline. 

The measure came out of committee with 
little discussion. On its face it is intended to 
regulate the employment of city employés 
in cities of more than 100,000 !nhabitants. 
limiting a day's work to ten heurs. It does 
not mention members of the fire department, 
but the department officials in Chicago have 
discovered that it would be equivalent to 
the establishment of a two platoon system if 
it became effective. Even if the bill were to 
pass the house, it would have hard work to 
get through the senate. 


FORTY GIRLS IN LUTHER CASE. 


Charges Extend Back Several Years 
Against Merchant, Who Forfeits 
$7,500 Bonds. 


Agents of the Hyde Park Protective asso- 
clation learned.yesterday that charges made 
by girls against Franklin A. Luther, 7357 
Cottage Grove avenue, extend back several! 
years; that William Penrose of Gary, Ind., 
extorted $450 from Luther's brother to keep 
silent. Penrose is said to have opened a 
candy store with this money and to have 
enticed about forty girls. who, he said, fre- 
quented Luther's hardware store. 

Luther failed to appear before Municipal 
Judge Stewart in the mérning. His $7,500 
bonds were declared forfeited and a capias 
was issued for his arrest. The case of Pen- 
rose was continued until Tuesday to get 
more information from the girls. His bond 
was placed at $2,000. 

Miss Minnie M. Jacobs, a probation officer 
of the United Hebrew charities, caused the 
arrest of John Weiss, a barber at Center 
avenue and West Taylor street. and had 
Anna Clanage, 17 years old, 183 West Four- 
teenth place, held at the Harrison street sta- 
tion annex.

CHARTER BILLS 


IN ROTH HOUSES 


Few Changes Made in Meas- 


| ures Asked by Recent Chi- 


cago Convention. 
SUNDAY LAW AMENDED. 


Women Also Win in Demands 
for Removal of Clause 
Against Voting. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, Ill, March 23.—{Bpecial. J— 
Chicago’s eleven charter bills were intro- 
duced in the house and senate today. Rep- 
resentative James Kittleman, chairman of 
the house charter committee, found it possi- 
ble to present the entire patch to the house, 
but Senator Curtis, who had been selected to 
stand sponsor for the measures in the sen- 
ate, balked at the Sunday observance bill 
and Senator Gardner girded up his moral 
courage and introduced this ee llLin the 


charter series. 
Mr. Curtis, whose residence is in Grant 


Park, Kankakee county, feared the home 
folk might misinterpret his action if he even 
introduced a bill designed to give municipal- 
ities the right to regulate Sunday observance, 
meaning the regulation of saloons on that 
day. 

The bills are practically in the form in 
which they left the Chicago charter conven- 
tion, but there are eleventh hour changes 
made by Prof. Ernst Freund of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, who has drafted the meas- 
ures. In the municipal suffrage bill Mr. 
Freund consented to change the measure to 
agree with the demands of the women ob- 
jecting to a restriction which he had thought 
necessary to it. Mr. Freund had made pro- 
vision for the extension of the suffrage ex- 
cept in cases in which the state constitution 
limited it-to ‘‘ male citizens.”’ 


Provisions for Sunday Observance. 

The suffragists did not wish to be put in 
the attitude of discounting the constitution, 
but they did not want a restriction specifi- 
cally expressed in the measure. Mr. Freund 
at first was of the opinion that It was neces- 
sary but at last consented to remove it. 

The other change is in the Sunday observ- 
ance bill, the provision relating to the power 
of the state to pads acts relating to the sa- 
loon question, and make them applicable to 
Chicago being rewritten to read as follows: 

‘* Nothing in this act shall be construed as 
affecting or impairing the powers of the 
legislature to enact laws in relation to the 
observance of Sunday, to be in operation in 
every portion of the state, but no law on such 
subject shall be presumed to be intended to 
apply to the city of Chicago In so far as its 
provisione conflict with the provisions made 
by the city council under the power granted, 
unless the legislature expressly declares that 
such law shal! be operative in every portion 
of the state. any provision made under any 
power of the local governments to the con- 
trary notwithstanding.”’ 

Substance of Eleven Bills. 

‘rhe eleven bills carrying the new charter 
idea are as follows: 

For the consolidation of powers now ‘vested 
in local authorities in the city to provide for 
revenue and to increase the bonding and other 
power of the city. 

To enable the city council to adopt a method 
of recall, subject to adoption on referendum 
vote by the people of the city. 

For the regulation of public utilities, 

For the amendment of the law governing mu- 


nicipal elections, providing that the names of 


candidates for municipal offices may be printed 
with party classifications, but without the party 
circle. 


For the referendum of public policy questions 


to the voters. 

To require publication of campaign expenses 
and to provide a corrupt practices act. 

For the amendment of the city civil service 
law. 


To amend the acts governing the board of 


education and reduce its membership from 
twenty-one to fifteen members. 

To confer the right of municipal suffrage on 
women. 

To change the date at which judges and offi- 
cials of the municipal courts shall be elected, 

To provide for the regulation of Sunday ob- 
servance, 


CLELAND DENIES BREAKING LAW 


Judge in Denouncing Present Parole 
System Says He Fulfilled Statute 
in Highest Sense. 


The present parole system was denounced 
yesterday at an open meeting of the Haeckel 
Fellowship, held in the Palmer house, by 
Judge McKenzie M. Cleland. 

In speaking on this Subject, he said: “ Why 
do we continue to punish men and women 
who violate law? Because a thousand years 
ago barbarians set us the example and so- 
ciety has not grown out of it."’ 

‘* Judge, have you ever violated the law in 
paroling a prisoner?’ he was asked by one of 
his audience when he had finished. Several 
persons smiled when this question was put 
to the speaker, who, in answering, denied 


_ ever violating the law, but said that on the 


contrary he had fulfilled the law in its high- 
est sense, that of promoting the best interests 
of society.

| BLOW TO CLELAND METHODS. 


Offenses and Terms of Probation Are 
Outlined.

Springfield, Ill, March 23.—[{Special.]— 
Chief Justice Olson of the Municipal court 
and Judge Barnes of the Superior court ap- 
peared before the senate judiciary committee 
today with the new adult parole bill, on 
which the Municipal court judges had agreed 
&@8 a substitute for all pending measures. 

After its provision had been explained by 
the two judges it was referred to a subcom- 
mittee with all other similar bills, and ulti- 
mately, it is expected, will be reported out 
and passed by the senate. 

It is the opinion of the men who have draft- 
ed the substitute that it not only will puta 
stop to such practices as governed in Judge 
McKenzie Cleland's court, buf that it will 
give the state a constitutional, humane, and 
practical system of probation. 

Judge Olson was loaded with the report of 
the Municipal judges on the Cleland affair 
and was prepared to submit the record of 
that judge's court in case the senatorial dis- 
position had been inquisitive. It was not, and 
the bulky document containing the record of 
the Cleland court in holding prisoners with- 
out bail, in entering records of not guilty and 
subsequently sentencing the accused to the 
bridewell, and of the various other alleged 
irregularities was not produced. 

Conditions of Parole. 

The. substitute bill defines carefully the 
offenses in which paroling of prisoners may 
be ordered, the manner in which it shal! be 
done, and the conditions which may be im- 
posed. Great care has been used in framing 
the named provisions in order that no quea- 
tion of the constitutionality of the act,’ if 
passed, may arise. The conditions are as 
follows: 


That the probationer shall not during the 
term of his probation violate any criminal law 
of the state of Illinois or any ordinance of any 
municipality of said state. 

That, if convicted of a felony or misdemeanor, 
he shall not during the term of his probation 
leave the state without the consent of the court 
granting his application for probation. 

That he shall make a monthly report of his 
whereabouts, conduct, and employment and fur- 
nish suoh other information relating to the con- 


dition of his parole as may from time to time | 


be required by rule or order of the court, to the 
probation officer under whose charge he has 


been placed and shall appear before the curt |. 


at such time aé the court may direct or the 
tules of the court provide. 

And the court may impose any one or more 
of the following additional conditions end no 
other: | 

That the probationer shall make restitution 
in whole or in part immediately or within the 
period of probation to the person or persons 
injured or defrauded. 

That he shall make contribution from his 
earnings for the support of those dependent on 


him, subject to the supervision of the court. 

That he shall pay the costs of the proceed- 
ing not exceeding $1 a month during the con- 
tinuance of probation. 

Oppose Cleland’s Temperance Ideas, 

These conditions are all that could be im- 
posed by a court under the provisions of the 
proposed act, and they have been drawn 
carefully to make them cover the require- 
ments of probation and yet not intrude on 
personal rights. Judge Cleland’s temper- 
ance requirements furnished one of the 
causes of a popular opposition to his methods 
in some districts, an opposition reflected in 
the legislature. 

The class of cases in which the parole 
system may be used is restricted to that in- 
cluding any defendant, adult or juvenile, who 
has never heen convicted previously of any 
crime or misdemeanor who has entered a 
plea of guilty or who has been found gulity 
of certain specified and enumerated offenses 
and who makes application to be paroled. 
The enumerated offenses are: 

All violations of municipal ordinances. 

All misdemeanors except as specifically lim- 
ited. 

The obtaining of money or property by false 
pretense where the value thereof is less than 
$200. 

Larceny, embeszlement, and malicious mis- 
chief, where the property taken, converted, or 
injured does not exceed $200, 

Burglary where the amount feloniously taken 
does not exoeed $200 in value and the place 
burglarized was a place other than a business 
house, dwelling house, or other habitation, 

Attempt at burglary when the place attempt- 
ed to be burglarized was a place other than a 
business house, dwelling house, or other habi- 
tation. 

Limit on Probation. 


The proposed measure limits the period of 
probation to one year for misdemeanors and 
to three years for felonies. It makes it a 
necessary preliminary to the request for 
probation that the defendant shal! have pro- 
ceeded through the forms of trial and thata 
motion for new trial shall have been over- 
ruled before application can be made to the 
court or considered by it, and that such ap- 
plication shall act as a waiver ofall errors in 
the proceedings and of the right of review 
of the final judgment and sentence,

REDUCE THE LUMBER DUTY. 

The committee on ways and means lis- 
tened to long and elaborate arguments 
lumbermen in favor of 
tenance of the duty on lumber. 
its members is in that business, and dur- 
ing the hearings he did all he could to 
bring out the points that could be made 
against a lowering of the duties. The 
men who made statements favoring it, had 
in him an unfriendly examiner, yet the 
committee decided to recommend a 50 per 
cent reduction. " The arguments of the 
lumbermen have been pasged on by men 
who are anxious to give all the protec- 
tion to any industry that it needs, and 
have been overruled by them. 

That ought to settle the question, but 
the lumbermen are moving heaven. and 
earth to get congress to reverse the judg- 
ment of the eommittee. They repeat the 
argument that they need all the protection 
they have so that they may compete with 
the lumber turned out by cheap oriental 
labor in British Columbia and cheap peon 
labor in Mexico. They are competing 
successfully with this alleged cheap Cana- 
dian labor in neutral markets. Last year 
the United States exported logs, lumber, 
‘and timber valued at $45,000,000. It im- 
ported only about $17,000,000 worth. 
Lumber was shipped to Mexico and sold 
in competition with the cheap labor prod- 
uct of that country. 

It is a significant fact that these lum- 
bermen who assert that the cost of pfo- 
duction is so much higher here than. in 
Canada ship considerable lumber to the 
dominion. The Canadian lumbermen have 
been complaining of this “invasion” and 
asking the Ottawa government for pro- 
tection through a duty on American lum- 
ber. The unanimity of this demand for 
protection is evidence that neither party 
needs it, but that both want it so that 
they may put the knife into the consumer. 

The consumers who are asking for re- 
lief include the farmers of the Missis- 


sippi valley. Their sentiments are ex- 
pressed in the resolution of the North 
Dakota legislature asking the senators 
and representatives from that state to put 
lumber on the free list. So great has 
been the advance in the price of lumber 
that the farmers can no longer use it 
for fencing material, and they find that 
it costs them about double what it used 
to to build a frame house. 

The lumbermen eay that a dollar 
aliall be taken off the lumbey duty the 
“gltimate consumer” will not get any 


American retailer will divide it between 
them. Every request made to the ways 
and means committee for the reduction 
of a duty was met with the contention 
that the “ ultimate consumer” would not 
be benefited. It is by,this time an old, 
threadbare contention. The farmer would 
get cheaper lumber if a dollar -were taken 
off the lumber duty. There is still suffi- 
cient competition in the business to secure 
for him a liberal share in the reduction. 

“The principal reason” for the high 
price of lumber, according to one of the 
men in the business who appeared before 
the ways and means committee, “is to 
make more money.” With @ lower duty 
the lumbermen might not make so much 
money as in the past, but they would be 
able to pay just as good wages and pay 
the farmers just as much for supplies as 

The sum and substance of the matter is 
that the corporations which own a large 
percentage of the timber lands of ‘the 
United States have secured control of 
vast areas of Canadian timber land. It 
is their policy to keep the duty on lumber 
intact so that during the next ten or 
twelve years they may sell their Ameri- 
can product at exorbitant rates. Then 
they would turn around and ask. congress 
to take off the duty and let their Cana- 
dian lumber come in free. 

The policy of congress Is to stand by 
the ways and means committee in this 
particular. It could take off the whole 
duty without harming any one, but the 
city and country consumers will accept a 
50 per cent reduction, which they know 
} will give them cheaper lumber. 


THE SCOTT CASE. 

The shocking tragedy of the killing of 
the young workman, Joseph Finn, by the 
detective, Alexander t, should not be 
permitted to fade out of the public and 
official consciousness before definite ro- 
sults are gained. 

Tue Trisune has not been quick to 
} blame even in this extraordinary case, but 
it now takes occasion to say that the 
credit of the police department and the 
city administration and the safety of the 
citizen ‘both demand that the  circum- 
etances of this case be fully ascertained 
and the fullest measure of discipline, or, 
if the facts justify, of punishment be ap- 
plied. 

The allegations of fact thus far pub- 
lished provide absolutely no adequate de- 
fense of the shooting. If they cover the 
ease Scott has no right to carry a gun 
or a stick and is entirely unfit to be 
vested with the authority of a police of- 
ficer.

If an officer in the execution of his office in a 
criminal process be resisted and assaulted he shall 
bée“justified if he kills the assailant. If an officer 
or private person attempt to take a person charged 
with treason, murder, burglary, robbery, arson, 
perjury, counterfeiting, or other felony, and he 
be resisted in the endeavor to take the person ac- 
Cused, and to prevent the escape of the accused, by 
reason of such resistance, he be killed, the officer 
or private person so killing shall be justified, pro- 
vided that such officer or private person previous 
to such killing shall have used all reasonable ef- 
forts to take the accused without success, and that 
from all probability there was no prospect of being 
able to prevent injury from such resistance and 
the consequent escape of such accused person. 


Chief Shippy has done well to direct the 
attention of his men emphatically to this 
rule apropos of the Scott case, and every 
member of the force should get it — 
into his mind. 

Meanwhile, though the city is not legal- 
ly liable to Mrs. Finn, the community is 
morally involved, and proper provision 
should be made for her, not as charity hut 
as justice, 


THE KIDNAPING MENACE. 

Everybody rejoices that the Whitla 
boy is Jack home again. The ransom 
paid wa® large, but it was worth it from 
the standpoint of the family. Even death 
itself cannot be compared with the gnaw- 
ing canker of anxious uncertainty respect- 
ing the fate of a loved one. The unhappy 
feature of the story is that the abductors 
have not yet been caught. 

The Pennsylvania legislature is consid- 
ering a bill for making kidnaping a felony 
punishable only by death on the gallows. 
The success of the criminals In the case 
that has interested the nation for a week 
is quite likely to encourage them and 
others like them to try the game again. 
The safety of society demands that the 
men and women who have been involved 
in this case be run to earth and punished 
in such fashion as to discourage any sim- 
ilar attempts. It is a challenge to Amer- 
ican detective skill. The feeling of grati- 
fication because of the return of the stolen 
boy will not be complete until the chains 
are fastened on the criminals. 

In the meantime precautionary meas- 
ures are being taken here and there. 
Vhiladelphia’s rule is @ good one. The 
board of education has sent out instruc- 
tions to every teacher in the schools. of 
that city. No pupil is to be allowed to be 
taken from school by any one unknown to 
the principal or teacher until] it is ascer 
tained over the telephone, through the 
home of the pupil or through a public 
telephone near the home, that the~re- 
quest for dismissal is a proper one. 

Such a rule might work in a given in- 
stance. But there are many ways to get 
round it. - It is still more important te 
make such an example of any captured 
and convicted kidnaper as to discourage 
that sort of nefarious business.

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MARQUISE DE FONTENOY 
= By hee Brentwood 


ORD MORLEY of Blackburn, as the 
biographer of Gladstone and as a lit- 
erary man of rare attainments, enjoys 
much favor in America, where he holds 
almost as high a place in popular re- 

gard and esteem as the British ambassador at 
Washington, James Bryce. When, therefore, 
some months ago, in a speech of rare elo- 
quence in the house of lords, he announced 
the reforms which as secretary of state for 
India he intended to inaugurate in that great 
oriental empire, and the concessions to na- 
tive agitation which he had in view, he was 
lauded to the skies by the American press 
as the regenerator of India. 

Unfortunately, it is a country about which 
“he knows nothing at first hand, being de- 
pendent entirely upon books andreports. All 
statesmen, politicians, and administrators 
possessed of actual experience of India de- 
rived from long residence there and from in- 
timate intercourse with every class of na- 
tive, were unanimous in condemning his re- 
forms as impracticable, as Utopian, and as 
destined to throw out of gear the entire 
machinery of England’s government, pro- 
ducing boundless trouble, and. even disaster. 

Their predictions are in course of reali- 
zation. Lord Morley, by his promise of con- 
cessions to the Hindoos, has given grave 
offense to the 80.000,000 of Moslems, whose 
loyalty and contentment until now have 
been the principal source of support to Brit- 
ish authority in India. They consider that 
their interests have been sacrificed, and are 
filled with resentment. n the other hand, 
the leading British officials in India have 
become completély discouraged by Lord 
Morley’s methods, by his endeavoring to 
rule the dependency directly from London, 
instead of through them, thus sapping their 
authority and destroying their prestige in the 
eyes of the natives. It ig for this reason, 
Indeed, that Lord Minto is resigning the vice- 
royalty. 

~~ 

And now, as a climax, the members of the 
India council in London—that is to say, the 
board of advisers whose sanction the secre- 
tary of state is supposed to obtain to all meas- 
ures of imperial and purely Indian import 
before transmitting them to the viceroy at 
Calcutta for execution—are throwing up‘their 
office, owing to the manner in which he ig- 
nores their recommendations and their au- 
thority, and owing to their pronounced dis- 
approval of his policy. These members of 
the Indian council in London are all of them 
veterans of the English civil and military ad- 
ministration of India, to whom the $6,000 
a year which they each receive as members 
‘of the council is a valuable addition to their 
hard earned pension. They are none of them 
rich men. In England, office, both high and 
low, is conducive to poverty rather than to 
wealth. If, therefore, they prefer to sacrifice 
stipends of $6,000 a year rather than be iden- 
tified with Lord Morley'’s methods of admin- 
istration it means that the latter in their 
eyes must be extremely dangerous to British 
rule in India. 

The most notable resignation of this kind 
has been that of Sir Walter Lawrence, to 
whose authority in all matters relating to 
India successive viceroys and secretaries of 
state have repeatedly paid public tribute. 
Sir Walter’s name is a household word in 
India, and there are few men who are held in 
more high esteem by the natives of every 
class than the one whom théy remember as 
“Laurens Bahib.”’ Hdés most remarkable 
piece of work in India was the reorganiza- 
tion of Cashmere. Some twenty years ago 
the maharajah, or vassal king, was deprived 
of his authority, In consequence of gross mal- 
administration, the unfortunate potentate 
having reduced himself to a state of almost 
absolute insanity by means of drink, a taste 
which was imparted to him by the late duke 
of Marlborough while still Lord Blandford. 

Sir Walter Lawrence was thereupon ap- 
pointed British commissioner of Cashmere, 
and, working through a native council of re- 
gency, campletely reformed the government, 
restoring order in the terribly tangled 
finances, readjusting the taxation, relieving 
the population of many oppressive burdens 
that had impaired the growth of the pros- 
perity and the industrial development of the 
kingdom. In fact, he evolved wealth out of 
ruin, revenue from nothing at all, freedom 
from slavery, and order from chaos. And, 
having assured himself that the deposed ma- 
harajah had been completely cured of his 
unfortunate weakness, by seclusion and care- 
ful medical treatment, Sir Walter induced 
Lord Curzon when viceroy to replace the 
maharajah on his throne. 

. —~se 

Civilized. governments with colonial de- 
péendencies often have been compelled to de- 
pose native rulers, and have usually pro- 
ceeded thereupon to annex their dominions. 
This was the first occasion that I can recall of 
a dusky monarch being restored to his 
throne and to his full rights of sovereignty, 
after having furnished evidence of sincere 
repentance for the acts of maladministra- 
tion which necessitated his deposition, and 
his sense of the responsibilities and of his 
obligations as a ruler toward his people. 

Sir Walter was one of Lord Curzon’s prin- 
cipal HMeutenants while in India, and so high 
is the respect in which he is held by the king 
that when the prince of Wales paid his state 
visit to India with the princess, Sir Walter 
was personally selected by Edward VII. to 
head the large and imposing staff of the heir 
to the throne and to act as the latter’s mentor 
and cicerone. Sir Walter’s resignation from 
the council of India and the reasons which 
he gives for his action have created a pro- 
found sensation in England; more 80, even, 
than the protests of such brilliant admin-

Words of Dr. Barton Misquoted. 

Oak Park, Ill., March 23.—[Editor of The 
Tribune,.]—It is not my custom to reply to 
newspaper reports. But the report of an 
address delivered to the Presbyterian min- 
isters by me Monday of last week and pub- 
lished in all the Chicago papers must not pass 
in silence. 

Please tell your readers that none of the 
Chicago dailies had their own reporters pres- 
ent, but that all depended on the report of the 
Chicago City Press association, whose re- 
porter wrote from memory and with no at- 
tempt at verbal accuracy. 

I do not suppose that the reporter meant to 
misrepresent, and I have no desire to do him 
harm. But he attributed to me several! utter- 
ances of others In the discussion that fol- 
lowed, and in one matter was shockingly 
in error. 

For the address itself I have no apology 
to make. no retraction or modifAcation or 
explanation. It deals in advice so simple 
that it says in the beginning that this advice 
is seldom ‘given because it is assumed that 
all men know these things. 

You will do me the justice to say that I did 
not advocate a policy either of timidity or 
suspicion. I advised a minister to go fear- 
leasly where he had a duty, and to any place 
good or bad, but not to go alone to a bad 
place, and not to do slumming from mere 
curiosity; and I see no reason why the same 
advice is not good for other men. I advised 
ministers never to do a thing they would be 
willing to pay money to conceal; and that, 
I know from my dealings with men, would be 
good advice for same laymen. I advised them 
never to write a letter which they would be

And I advised every minister to love his 
own wife so well, and to confide in her so 
fully, that he can walk his way through life 
with head erect, without fear and without 
reproach, assured that scandal cannot root 
itself or live in such an atmosphere; and for 
this advice I ask no ministerial monopoly.

Boston Men Would Take Anticl- 
pation Paper at 3% Per Cent. 


LOCAL BANKS RIVAL MARK. 


They Advance $3,500,000 at Bate 
Under the Legal Limit. 


A Boston brokerage firm yesterday offered 
to take up Chicago anticipation tax Warrants 
for interest of 3% per cent, 

That was the best offer ever nies in the 
history of the city for advancing fun@s on the 
future collection of the annual tax levy. 

It was preceded by the sale of $3,500,000 of 
the securities to local banks which asked only 
4 per cent interest on their loans. 

That was the best deal of the sort ever 
entered into by the city, the charges recog- 
nized by the statute being 5 per cent, a figure 
that practically. has been established as rea- 
sonable, 

The lowering of the bidders’ demands was 
accepted as the highest proof that the city’s 
credit has advanced in the eyes of the finan- 
cial world, and as a prediction that an in- 
crease of bonding power would meet with a 
ready market for the new issues, 


New Record Delights Wilson. 

Controller Walter H. Wilson was delighted 
with the reception that was given the first 
issue of the year’s warrants. The tax levy 
ordinance and the ordinance authorizing the 
issue were passed by the council and signed 
by Mayor Busse Monday evening, and as 
the bide of local banks had been 4 per cent 
Mr. Wilson hastened the prepartion of 
$3,500,000 to cover the city’s floating indebt- 
edness and cover its expenses until the April 
license fees come in. 

“The statutes provide that the municipal- 
ity shall sell tax warrants at 5 per cent,” 
he explained, ‘‘and while they don’t say 
that that shall be an absolute rate, the 
mere mention of it has come pretty near 
arbitrarily establishing it as a fixed com- 
pensation. We never have done so well as 
this before in the history of the city, and it 
sets a new high mark for Chicago's credit.” 

The money raised by the first sale was de- 
voted at once to paying off debts—some of 
them of long standing—and Controller Wil- 
s0n expressed the hope of having 'the city's 
immediate obligations all settled within a 
few days. He is prepared to disburse $1,- 
800,000 to contractors and supply firms hold- 
ing accounts against the city and an equal 
amount for the back salaries of city em- 
ployés for January and February and their 
salaries for March. It is expected that a 
second issue will not be made before June. 


Board to See Pay Rolls. 

It is expected the city controller within 
a few days will turn over to the efficiency 
commission studying the regrading problems 
of the city service all the pay rolls of the 
city. The exact figures of these lists are 
not published ordinarily, and under Mayor 
Dunnd@it was found that the total! of salaries 
paid by voucher was as large as that of 
the salaries on the regularroll. This situ- 
ation, it is said, does not exist under the 
present administration, but the revelation of 
the exact extent of the voucher system is 
awaited with Interest.

Russian Refugee in Whose Case Promi- 
nent Persons Were Interested in 
Needy Condition. 


Christian Rudowitz, who recently was re- 
leased from federal custody by order of the 
secretary of state, is out of work. Despite 
the fact that many prominent persons helped 
save him from being sent back to Russia, 
where he was wanted for alleged complicity 
in the killing of a woman who was supposed 
to be a government spy against the revolu- 
tionists, he has been wandering the streets 
for many days in search of work. It was 
not until yesterday, when he applied to 
United States Commissioner Mark Foote to 
help him obtain work, that his needy condi- 
tion was known. 

Rudowitz was a carpenter, working in 
West Pullman at the time of his arrest at 
the request of the Russian government offi- 
cials. 

He is said to have been laid off from work 
about ten days ago.

The Musical Art Society of Chicago gave its 
Second and final concert of the season in 
Orchestra ha}! last evening and was listened 
to and applauded by the customary audience 
of subscribers and supporters. The program 
was a lengthy and exacting one, containing 
as it did twelve number, many of which were 
of comparatively large @imensions. The se- 
lections, with the exception of two which 
were given in English and two in which the 
Latin text was used, were sung in German. 

Excellent translations into our unworthy 
mother tongue were printed on the program, 
but it would, of course, be poor art to use 
English in performance so long as anything 
foreign was at disposal. Some day it may 
come to pass that musicians will believe that 
their art is sufficiently big and strong to 
stand being made understandable, and if that 
time ever does come, then perhaps English 
will have place in our concert rooms and the 
auditors will find it possible to listen to the 
music instead of devoting the evening read- 
ing. It will be a happy day for the auditors, 
and it is believed that it will not be a wholly 
» bad day for the music, especially if the music 
be of the mathematical type which the old 
polyphonists loved and created and which 
our best art societies find advisable to bring 
forward. The music might gain increase of 
interest and effectiveness if it had the aid 
of language that was understood by all who 
heard. 

As it was, those of us who are familiar with 
German had a pleasant time of it last even- 
ing, for the members of the Musical Art so- 
clety have quite mastered the idiom of the 
Vaterland and they gave it to usin excellent 
pronouncement and enunciation. They did 
their English well, too. although the two 
numbers which were sung in English were 
the two upon the program which probably 
would have fared best in the original, inas- 
much as one of them was a gypay song and 
the other a Hungarian one, the strange ac- 
cent in which frequently put wrong syllabic 
emphasis upon the English. It was a con- 
cession gratefully accepted, however, to 
have even these two of the twelve given in 
our discredited tee 


The singing of the ae society was superior to 
that done on any previous occasion. The in- 
fluence of the Toronto Mendelssohn Choir’s 
visit begins to make itself felt in the choral 
work being done, and the Musical Art is one 


of the first to show traces of it. The mem- 
bers realize that more is expected of them 
| than ever before, and Mr. Dickingon is en- 
abled therefore to secure better results from 
them.

A plow has been donated by W. H. Brinton, 
president of the Grand Detour Plow company 
of Dixon, Ill. A bungalow of two rooms is 
to be erected by the Chicago Woman's Out- 
door Art league. A scheme for planting is 
made out by C. W. Pottinger, who has made 
the county farm at Dunning a profitable 
enterprise. 


Two Crops to Be Planted. 

The prospective city bred farmers are plan- 
ning first to raise onions, lettuce, and like 
vegetables and later sweet corn and pump- 
kins. 
The scheme was conceived by the City Gar- 
dens association, and was organized after a 
plan successfully in use in Philadelphia. The 
board had expected to use vacant lots until! 
they received the ninety acre gift of land.

If this system of assessing duties means 
anything at all under the prineiple laid down 
by Mr. Taft in his Cincinnati speech of ac- 
ceptance and reiterated by him again and 
again since that day, it means that the mere 
item of difference in the cost of production 
between the United States and foreign coun- 
tries is equal to, in the case of a blanket 
worth 50 cents a pound, the total market 
price of that blanket abroad, including labor, 
raw material, interest on capital, and a fair 
profit for the manufacturer. 

It passes belief that such a thing can be, 
and that the American people should be com- 
pelled to pay exactly twice as‘much for their 
blankets as they would pay if the tariff were 
taken off altogether. This illustration indi- 
cates that the eost of production in America 
is twice as much as it is abroad, and that the 
American housewife must be content to pay 
$10 for a blanket which she would otherwise 
get for $5. 

It will require some figuring to explain why 
the woolen manufacturers who go in for this 
specialty hdve had the cost of their carpet 
wools reduced materially, while the consumer 
is compelled to pay exactly the same as be- 
fore for his carpets, 


Manufacturer Aided All Around. 


Women who shop in dry goods and furni- 
ture stores will know what they are up 
against: on this wool schedule when they 
realize that the farmer has his profits cut 
down a little bit to furnish the manufacturer 
with cheaper raw materials, and yet that 
manufacturer at, the same time is protected 
by a stupendous tariff. For instance, an 
Axminster carpet and every other carpet 
‘ of like character is first of all assessed 60 
cents per square yard, and in addition to 
that, 40 per cent ad valorem.

members, the duties now fixed .by the Ding- 
ley law and which are proposed to be reim- 
posed by the Payne bill, represent merely the 
difference betwen the cost of production at 
home and abroad. 

If that be so, our woolen manufacturing 
plants must be in a bad way, because the 
duties in many cases represent a figure which 
is equal to or greater than the entire market 
price of the same article abroad. That isa 
condition of affairs which it is hard to be- 
lieve can exist. 


Holds Up Price of Underwear. 

For instance, on blankets and flannel un- 
derwear valued at from # to W cents per 
pound the duty is a compound one. It is 
provided first that it shall be three times the 
rate fixed upon wool of the first class per 
pound. That is to say, for every pound 
which a woolen blanket and’ underwear 
weighs it must pay a duty equivalent to three 
times as much as the manufacturer pays on 
the same amount of raw material. That 
would seem to go a long ways toward provid- 
ing for the difference in cost here and abroad, 
but the people who framed the Dingley bill 
and who have controlled the mechanism of 
the Payne bill were not satisfied with any 
such margin. 

After the blankets or underwear pay a 
duty of three times the rate fixed for an 
equal weight of unwashed wool they are 
compelled to bear the burden of an addi- 
tional duty of 35 per cent. Supposing a 
blanket costs 50 cents per pound in a foreign 
market. It thereupon is assessed a duty of 
28 cents, or three times the rate on a pound 
of unwashed wool. 

Then it is assessed 17% cents, which is the 
amount of the ad valorem duty of 35 per 
cent. The total of these two assessments is 
a fraction of a cent over the tota! price of 
the blanket or wnderwear in the foreign mar- 
ket, without adding any charges for freight

CURRY DECIDES NOT TO QUIT. 


Reconsiders Resignation as Governor of 
New Mexico After Hearing 
from President. 


Washington, D. C., March 23.—[Special. ]— 
Gov. George Curry of New Mexico has with- 
drawn his resignation, which he sent to 
President Taft by telegraph. 

According to what is said in Washington 
the president without taking any action on 
the case, sent an inquiry by telegraph to the 
governor as to his reason for desiring to give 
up his office. Gov. Curry’s response was 
that his administration had not been support- 
ed sufficiently by the authorities in Washing- 
ton, which meant, of course, that he had not 
been backed up by the interior department. 
Then, so the story goes, President Taft sent 
a conciliatory answer to Curry, and as a re- 
sult the governor telegraphed his withdrawal 
of the resignation.

ALL WOOL? JUST A JOKE. 


Expert Says All Americans Now 
Are Clothed in Cotton from 
Head to Foot. 


In support of the seventeen women's clubs 
which have banded together to fight the op- 
pressive features of the Payne tariff bill 
glong the lines urged by THE Tripungs, the 
pead of the importing department of one of 
the largest merchandising establishments in 
Chicago yesterday declared the women will 
¢o well to look into the table cloth situation. 

He said the.tariff en flax under the Dingley 
pill has operated solely to the benefit of a 
gingle eastern manufacturer who makes 
coarse linen -cloth only, and that in conse- 
quence the American housewife has been 
compelled to buy poor stuff. 

The talk of the importing expert was along 
the same lines as that of a leading tariff 
expert, who showed that the “all wool” 
clothing business of-the United States is a 
joke on account of the high tariff on raw 
wool, which keeps out all except the lower 
grades. 

Blames Tariff Bungling. 

“Women wonder why their linen table 
cloths do not wear as table clothe used to 
wear,’ said the informant in the big merchan- 
dising house. ‘‘ It is simply because of te: iit 
bungling. The Troy shirt manufacturers on 
fronting linens secured a tariff of 35 per 
cent ad valorem, this rate being applicable 
to linen under 4% ounces to the yard and 
with more than 100 threads to the square 
inch. 

‘Across the water the manufacturers ad- 
justed their looms to weave light lHnen for 
America because the duty on coarse linen 
was 50 per cent. The benefit accrued solely 
to a single manufacturer in the east who 
makes coarse crashes.”’ 

In making his points in respect tothe cloth- 
ing industry, the tariff specialist quoted from 
the testimony of a leading textile manufac- 
turer of the east before the ways and means 
committee in congress: 

“An authorfty on wool,” he said, “ who 
hails from Boston, Mass., said: 

“*A great part of the people of the United 
States who think they are clad in wool in 
the winter time are clad in little else than 
cotton from head to foot and from the skin 
outwards, stockings, underwear, andall.’ 


“Wool Yarn” with No Wool in It. 

“A gtocking manufacturer said: ‘ We 
make a beautiful all wool yarn without a 
particle of wool in it.’ 

“This deception is not practiced by the 
manufacturer by preference, but by com- 
mand of the United States Congress in this 
bill made for ‘the protection of the laboring 
man.’ Neither is it due to the willfulness of 
the average congressman, for the average 
congressman is as ignorant as the average 
reader of this statement. Only last month, 
Mr. Fordney, of the ways and means com- 
mittee said: ‘You see I'm a good deal like 
corn at roasting time, pretty green at this 
business.’ 

“He is the man who said he would make 
the duty on automobiles so high that none 
would Some into this country. No wonder 
such a man cannot see anything wrong in 
keeping lumber high for the poor man’s 
home, and sugar so high that the poor man 
could not have it’ on his table.”’

Convention Decides to Push 
No Other Demand on the 
Anthracite Operators. 


FAILURE MEANS A STRIKE 


Workers, However, Admit They 
Are in Poor Shape to Face 
Long Shutdown. 


Scranton, Pa., March 23.—[Special.]—Three 
hundred and ninety delegates from every sec- 
tion of the anthracite coal fields met today 
to.,decide what policy the United Minework- 
ers of America will pursue at the expiration 
of the present working agreement with the 
coal operators. All the delegates were anx- 
lous to avoid trouble of any kind, and many 
made speeches on the floor, saying the union 
was not prepared for a strike, and that it 
must avoid suspension under all circum- 
stances. 

National President T. L. Lewis, who ar- 
rived here yesterday afternoon, presided at 
the convention, and his opening remarks 
made clear the situation. It developed from 
the speeches delivered upon the floor that 
the miners would waive practically every 
demand and ask simply for a recognition of 
the union, depending upon the generosity of 
the operators whether this shall include the 
checkoff system or not. 


Last Hope of Peace. 

Although President Lewis did not admit 
this in so many words, it is known that the 
counter proposition which the miners will 
prepare to submit to the operators will em- 
body simply this demand and nothing more. 
This is the last resort of the miners, and if it 
is ignored there will be a strike, notwith- 
standing the sentiment against one. 

“We know pretty nearly what we will 
do,”” said President Lewis at the close of 
the convention today. ‘“‘ But just now I am 
a clam. Tomorrow may bring sonie develop- 
ments bearing on the situation.”’ 

The policy of the miners will be decidéd 
by a special committee that was appointed 
today by President 4.Lewis. The committee 
consists of the president, the secretary, and 
one delegate from each district. 

At the adjournment of the convention this 
———_—————— 


= same 
afternoon President Lewis called a meeting 
of the committee that met with the operators 
in Philadeiphia at the time the demands were 
turned down. Neither President Lewis nor 
any member of the committee would commit 
himself as to the lmportance of the meeting 
of this committee. 


Lewis Seeks to Hurry Matters. 

In the meantime there will be nothing de- 
cided until the resolutions committee, ap- 
pointed during the afternoon session, shall 
make its report. There is a scarcity of res- 
olutions, the delegates deciding to hold back 
for some reason that they refused to make 
clear. 

President Lewis cautioned the delegates 
that the business must be transacted with 
the greatest dispatch, as he was determined 
to be in Indianapolis by Thursday to attend 
a meeting of the national executive board. 
and for that reason is hurrying the proceed- 
ings of the convention as rapidly as possible. 
However, the delegates express considerable 
@oubt as to his ability to wind up the affairs 
of the convention by tomorrow night, and 
declare the convention will run into Thurs- 


day or Friday. 


THREATS ARE MADE BY UNIONS. 


Iron Workers Support the Ultimatum 
of the Machinery Mov- 
ers. 


Structural fron workers employed on the 
new Montgomery Ward building are threat- 
ening to strike unless a dispute involving the 
members of the Machinery Movers’ union is 
settled today. The dispute is over the re- 
moval of a large number of derricks used 
in the construction of the building. 

Machinery movers have been employed to 
take the derricks down and haul them away. 
The work is claimed by the structural fron 
workers, and yesterday James Cooney, busi- 
ness agent of the Structural Iron Workers’ 
union, served notice thet a strike would be 
called unless the work was given to his men. 
The iron workers are employed on the new 
addition to the building, three additional 
stories being under construction. 

Master steamfitters met in the evening In 
the office of the L. H. Prentice company and 
decided to refuse to grant an increase in 
wages demanded by the Junior Steamfitters’ 
union, “Skinny” Madden’s organization. 
The steamfitters’ helpers are asking for a 
raise from $2.40 to $3 a day. 

‘‘Skinny ”’ Madden announced that the 
helpers would go on strike April 1 unless the 
advance was granted. It is feared the atti- 


tude of the employers will result in several. 


strikes April 1, as agreements with half a 
dozen different unions in the building trades 
expire at that time and the officers of the 
unions are determined in their demands for 
increased wages. 

Officers of the Lake Seamen's union an- 
nounced that union crews were being hired 
on lumber vessels controlled by the Lumber 
Carriers’ association.

‘**T must refuse to answer that question,” 
replied Mr. Newman. All that I can say, 
he continued, “is that we discussed a plan 
for reorganization, which will be submitted 
to the creditors in a few days. Our plan, 
if carried out, will eliminate all of the pres- 
ent stockholders, and will leave them minus 
nothing for their holdings of stock.”

Fifty-five Liquor Dealers Affect- 
ed by Result of Day’s 
Balloting. 


inaianapolis, ind., Marcn 23.—([ Special. j— 
The docal option forces made a clean sweep 
today in the elections in Benton, Greene, and 
Montgomery counties, carrying the first by 
886, the second by about 2,700, and third 
by 2.758 votes. Montgomery county contains 
the city of Crawfordaville, which is the site 
of Wabash college. 

The drys had effective organizations in all 
the counties and their vote was in early. 
Sunrise prayer meetings were held by women 
in all the counties, and during the day there 
were parades of men, women, and ciildren. 
Interest thus aroused proved so strong that 
fully 95 per cent of the total vote was polled. 

At many polling places women furnished 
free hot lunches to workers and kept up the 
enthusiasm by exhortations and by sending 
for absent voters. Fifty-five saloons are 
affected by today’s voting. 


Search and Seizure Act Upheld. 
Columbus, O., March 23.—The Supreme 
court today, in a decision affirming the judg- 
ment of the Lorain Circuit court in the case 
of Thad H. Rowland against the state of 
Ohio, upheld the validity of the ‘“ search 
and seizure ’’ act, passed a year ago, to give 
force and effect to the local option laws. 
Rowland, who is an Oberlin druggist, was 
cohvicted of selling liquor contrary to the 
law, officers securing the evidence against 
him by entering his place of business under 
authority conferred by the search and 
seizure law. Rowland carried the case up 

in the hope of having the act knocked out. 


Minnesota Liquor Bill Killed. 

St. Paul, Minn., March 23.—In the house of 
representatives today the Lobeck bill, pro- 
hibiting the manufacture or sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors in this state was killed by the 
adoption of an adverse report from the tem- 
perance committee recommending the bil} 
for indefinite postponement. Representative 
Lobeck offered a substitute resolution that 
the bill be placed on general orders. The sub- 
stitute was voted down, 61 to 38. The anti- 
treating bill also was killed, the vote being 
40 to 50. 


Bitter Fight on Ormsby Bill. 

Lansing, Mich., March 23.—[Special.]—One 
of the bitterest fights of the present legisla- 
ture is being waged tonight over the con- 
sideration of the Ormsby bill, which was 
drafted with a view to regulating the liquor 
traffic in this state. It looks as if the forces 
were about evenly divided in the house, but 
the “‘drys’”’ are confidently predicting a vic- 
tory in the senate. 

The Anti-Saloon league has presented bills 
and the liquor men have presented bills, and 
both sides claim control 

A significant featufe of the Anti-Saloon 
league's attitude is the fact that the fight is 
not being waged for state wide prohibition 
but for laws which, it is claimed, will provide 
better regulations and enable a better &n- 
forcement of existing liquor laws. 

Equally as significant is the attitude of the 
saloon men. They are backing bills which 
they claim will provide more stringent regu- 
lation of the business. 


Unusual Scenes at Hearing. 
Madison, Wis., March 23.—[Special.}—Un- 
usual scenes were witnessed at the asembly 
chamber today when the bill for county op- 
tion came up for its hearing this afternoon.

Police and .Coroner Trying to 
Solve Mystery Near Kankakee. 


WATCH MAY FURNISH CLEW. 


Attempt Will Be Made to Identify Man 
Through a Jeweler. 


The finding of the skeleton of @ man, who 
from the nature of his wearing appare! was a 
wealthy hunter, in a soggy marsh near Kan- 
kakee, IL, yesterday afternoon has furnished 
the police and coroner of that section with a 
deep mystery. 

Of the clothing which the man wore only a 
pair of alligator hunting boots of expensive 
make remain intact. The rest of theclothing 
has been faded or destroyed by long ex- 
posure to the elements. Besides the boots 
a gold watch, and a brass metal chain, a 
Woodman’s pin, and a smal! compass watch 
charm were found in the clothing. 

Of these the watch offers the best means of 
identification. It is small, open faced, with a 
screw back. On the bevel of the back a deer 
is engraved. 

Possible Clew Seen in Watch. 

The movement, which is an Elgin, is num- 
bered 8805171, while the number of the case 
is 887. By tracing these numbers through 
the factory of the Elgin company Coroner 
Wells expects to locate the retailer to whom 
the watch was sold, and through the latter 
it is thought possible the purchaser may 
be found. Investigations along this line will 
be started today. 

From the appearance of the skeleton 
Coroner Wells declared it as his opinion 
that the body had lain in the marsh for at 
least six months. 

The grewsome discovery was made by a 
man who gave the name of James Hall. He 
is said to be a trapper and hunter of thé 
immediate neighborhood. Hall, while in pur- 
suit of game, had started to wade into.the 
marsh when he stumbled upon the bones. 


Marks of Violence Not Revealed. 

He hastened to the Diana clubhouse nearby 
and notified the police of Kankakee. Ac- 
companied by Coroner Wells, half a dozen 
officers started for the scene. The remains 
were carried to the clubhouse, and later in 
the day an inquest was started, but continued 
upon request of the coroner. 

Examination of the bones failed to reveal 
any marks of violence. 

Descriptions of the unrecognizable body 
were sent to all the nearby cities and towns, 
and the Kankakee police began a search of 
the records of persons who have been re- 
ported migsing during the last eight months. 
The search was unavailing, however.

That the police of Chicago should use 
greater caution in the use of firearms will be 
the recommendation of the coroner's jury 
today in the case of Joseph Finn, if Cqroner 
Hoffman's wishes are respected.

Advice to Consult the Law.. 

Coroner Hoffman went to Springfield last 
night and left instructions regarding the 
recommendation he desired the jury to make. 
This recommendation is as follows: 

“ We, the jury, recommend that the chief 
of police issue an order directing ‘all com- 
manding officers to see that all policemen 
familiatize themselves with section 6, rule 
41, of the book of rules of the department of 
police, adopted May 1, 1905, and, while we do 
pot desire to make a recommendation that 
would hamper the police in the apprehension 
of criminals, we, however, recommend that 
the chief of police consider the advisability 
of adding a section to said rules governing 
the shooting at fugitives by the police in 
places where there is great danger of shoot- 
ing innocent citizens."’ 


Shoot Only as Last Resort. 

Section 6 of rule 41 reads, in part, as fol- 
lows: 

“ Chapter 38, section 150, revised statutes, 
provides: ‘If an officer in’ the execution 
of his office, in a criminal process, be resist- 
ed and assaulted he shall be justified if he 
kill the assailant. If-an officer or private 
person attempt to take a person charged 
with treason, murder, rape, burglary, rob- 
bery, arson, perjury, counterfeiting, or fel- 
ony, and he be resisted in the endeavor to 
take the person accused, and to prevent the 
escape of the accused, by reason of such re- 
sistance, he be killed. the officer or private 
person so killing shall be justified, provided 
that such officer or private person previous 
to such killing shal! have used all reason- 
able means to take the accused without suc- 
cess.’ 

“An officer should, of coufse, exhaust 
every means in his power to arrest an of- 
fender before resorting to the use of his re- 
volver or other weapon, but he should not 
hesitate to do so where it appears to be ab- 
solutely necessary to save his own life or to 
prevent his receiving great bodily injury.”

LORADO TAFT FINDS ‘HORRORS’ 
IN NATIONAL ART GALLERY. 


Woodlawn Park Woman’s Club Learns 
Many Prized Articles “Make the 
Total Effect Terrible# 


“Our national art gallery at Washington 
might be called a national gallery of horrors, 
e6 many atrocities are there,’’ declared Lo- 
rado Taft, in an address on ‘ American Sculp- 
tors,” delivered yesterday before 300 mem- 
bers of the Woodlawn Park Woman's club. 

According to the sculptor, there are many 
prized articles now on exhibition in the na- 
tional gallery at Washington which are far 
from works ofart. In fact, many of them are 
anything but artistic, and ought to be as- 
signed to the scrap heap. Just what propor- 
tion of the whole the latter am®unt to the 
speaker would not say further than to state 
they were there in sufficient numbers to 
make the total effect “ horrible.” 

The noted artist spent much of his time 
in describing the work of American sculptors 
in general, and declared that the work of 
our native hewers of stone was good. 

“ There is destined to be nowadays a fuller 
development of sculpture than even the 
Greeks attained,”’ said Mr. Taft, “‘ a develop- 
ment which shall crystallize our great 
thoughts and preserve them for following 
Senerations. One dbject of existence should 
be to leave such heritages behind us. 

“It is worth while for our sculptors to 
Work on, merely because of the possibility 
of perpetuating perishable thoughts.”’

Robert W. McAfee, who devoted thirty- 
three years of his life to the suppression of 


Heart fail- 
ure is presumed to have been the cause. 

As a postoffice inspector Mr. McAfee has 
been tireless in fighting to rid the mails of 
all objecfionable matter, and his friends be- 
lieve that to him above all others belongs the 
credit for the legislation that stamped out 
the lottery business. His stubborn perse- 
veragce earned for him the nickname of the 
‘* Anthony Comstock of Chicago.” 

During the morning Mr. McAfee appeared 
to be In the best of health. He left the office 
of Gen. James E. Stuart, chief inspector, to 
visit the manager of a department store. 
While walking in State street, near Adams, 
he fell dead without a cry. His body was 
taken in an ambulance to the Harrison street 
police station. 


Funeral in Honie Town. 


Mr. McAfee’s home was in Crawfords- 
ville, Ind., but he and Mrs. McAfee had been 
living temporarily at 443 Dearborn street. 
A merely: formal inquest will be held today, 
and the body will be taken to Crawfords- 
ville for burial. 

Mr. McAfee was 60 years old. He was 
reared ihn a strict Presbyterian family, and 
his brother, Clelland, is a prominent minis- 
ter in that denomination. He was a de- 
scendant of Gen. Robert McAfee, a Ken- 
tucky pioneer who figures in Theodore 
Roosevelt's book, *“‘The Winning of the 
West.’”’ 

When 27 years old Mr. McAfee became 
associated with the Western Society for the 
Suppression of Vice. He quickly became 
prominent, owing to his stern morality. At- 
tracted, by his work, Gen. Grant, when pres!i- 
dent, appointed Mr. McAfee a postoffice in- 
spector.

VAST RISE IN 20 YEARS. 


Bought in 1889 for $600,000, 


- Value of Holding Soars to 
$10,752 Front Foot. 


The Portland block, at the south<éast corner 
of Dearborn and Washington streets, one of 
the landmarks among the more prominent 
downtown properties, has been purchased by 
R. W. Sears of Sears, Roebuck & Co. through 
Albert L. Strauss from the estate of David 
P. Morgan of New York for $1,000,000. 

The property fronts 96 feet on Dearborn 
street with a depth of 120 feet on Washington 

" street and is improved with a six story.and 
high basement building, which was valued by 
the board of review at $90,000 and the land 
at $916,000. 

In this transaction the building is said 
to have been given no particular value, mak- 
ing the purchase at the rate of $10,752 a 
front foot and $89.60 a square foot. 

The transaction, which was a cash one, is 

for’ investment purposes and it is declared 
that no plans are had regarding any changes 
in the property at present. At the game

Many - Lines Complain Mail 
Haulage Pay Is Far Too Low.

REPORTS ON THE SITUATION. 


Julius Kruttsehnitt Contends Revenue 
for Roads Has Been Cut. 


Although the railroads have recently se- 
cured several requested changes in the regu- 
lations of the postoffice department govern- 
ing the transportation of the mails, many 
lines are stil] contending that the rates paid 
by the government are far too low for the 
service rendered. An effort to obtain an in- 
crease in compensation and to have the mails 
weighed annually instead of every four years 
will probably be made at the next session of 
congress. 

In support of the railways’ claim that the 
present rates are too low, Julius Kruttschnitt, 
vice president and director of maintenance 
and operation of the Union Pacific-Southern 
Pacific system, has prepared a pamphiet 
containing an exhaustive review of the situ- 
ation. 

After quoting a report of a joint commis- 
sion of the house and senate made after a 
complete investigation in 1899, which de- 
cided that compensation for carrying the 
mails was not at that time excessive, he 
proceeds to show that four successive legis- 
lative acts since then have effected reduc- 
tions in the mail revenue of the railreads 
aggregating $8,500,000 per year, or 17 per 
cent of the total pay received by them in the 
year ended June 30, 1908. 


Operating Expenses Are Higher. 
Since that report, he says, the operating 
costs on railroads, and consequently the cost 
l, have increased through 
higher prices for both materials and labor, 
so that if the railroads were not overpaid 
ten years ago, the present rates, being lower 
than those paid at that time, would be too 
low and should really be increased in pro- 
portion to the increase in tonnage. Those 
reductions, he says, were made when the 
earnings of the carriers seemed too large to 
the public mind and the losses are now borne 
by the freight traffic entirely. 

Mr. Kruttschnitt supports his claims by

extensive tables and charts from which he 
shows that besides a large fall in the mail — 
pay per ton mile, the cost of building a rall+ 
way postoffice car to the plans and speci- 
fications of the postoffice department ie af — 
least 50 per cent more than it was in 1896. 
The pay received for handling these cars has 
been cut over 16 per cent, however, by the 
act of congress. _ 
Less Pay than Ten Years Ago. 

“For the year ending June 30, 1008,” he 
says, ‘‘ the railroads received gross $48,155,- 
879. including railway postoffice pay, for car- 
rying 80 per cent greater tonnage of mails 
than In 1898, a sum of $12,747,629 less than it 
would have been but for the reduction of rate 
from 12.59 cents in 1898 to 9.94 cents in 1008, 
In the face of this, arbitrary cuts of $8,500.000 
more have been made, a grand total of over 
$21,000,000 less paid now than ten years ago.”

. Buying of May Corn Again Helps This 


Cereal; Oats Prices Firmer. 


A better tone was apparent in the wheat 
trade yesterday, with prices again on the 
upward trend. A higher range of values at 
Liverpool, less reassuring news in regard 
to the foreign political outlook, a sprinkling 
of bad crop reports, and a modest improve- 
ment in the cash situation were the main 
factors. There was still a Jarge number of 
shorts in the market and these were forced 
to cover on the advance. Commission house 
buying was of a fairly good character, and 
advices sent out by leading firms were more 
optimistic last night. There was no ma- 
terial setback during the day, closing quota- 
tions being at about the best figures, with 
met gains of %@lc. The May was relatively 
strong. Offerings of the latter were lighter 
and there were more scattered buying or- 
ders than recently. 


Liverpool Sets the Pace. 

Early Liverpool prices were moderately 
higher, but at the close that market was *@ 
1%d up, and this had a great influence on 
the course of prices. Other foreign mar- 
kets were not much changed with the ex- 
ception of Budapest, which was ic higher. 
Berlin and Antwerp were unchanged, and 
Paris %c lower. French country markets

@vailable supply increased 327,000 bu, 
against a decrease a year ago of 848,000 bu. 
Domestic. crop reports were less uniformly 
favorable than for some time and com- 
plaints from the soft winter wheat sections 
are increasing. Primary receipts were 476,- 
000, against 485,000 bu a year ago. Local 
cars were 92, with 57 cars promised for to- 
day. Clearances for the day were 219,000 
Du wheat and flour. Minneapolis wheat 
stocks decreased 125,000 bu for three days. 


Cash Wheat Prices High. 

The market continues to have one element 
of strength, which stays-with it regardless 
of large receipts and slow cash demand. 
This is the high price for all grades of cash 
wheat in all markets. Low grades of hard 
and red winter continue to bring extravagant 
Premiums in the southwestern markets and 
bespeak light reserves somewhere. Stocks 
of No. 2 hard winter are increasing mod- 
erately here owing to the reluctance with 
which millers buy, but this fact has little 
effect in pressing values déwnward. In 
the northwest prices continue on about 
the same relative basis, but neither in do- 
mestic markets nor at Winnipeg is there any 
great amount of wheat pressing for sale. 
Local sales yesterday included some No. 2 
red to go to Texas.

INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON CHANGE. 


Broomhall’s weekly foreign crop summary said: 
“United kingdom—Weather mild. Crop condi- 
tions continue favorable.

A moderate milling business was transacted in 
wheat yesterday and sales were made of No. 2 red 
late Monday afternoon and yesterday to Texas 
mills at high prices. The inquiry did not appear to 
be urgent in other directions, only a few round lots 
being sold. Prices were steady relative to the fu- 
tures. Winnipeg reported a good demand and New 
York said 350,000 bu Manitoba wheat had been 
worked as the result of the reduction in freights. 
Kansas City and St. Louis were firm. At the latter 
place No. 2 red sold at $1.32% and No. 4 hard sold 
at Kansas City at $1.12. Cash corn prices were 
Y%@ic higher, with a modest shipping demand. Ex- 
port bids were out of line, New York, Philadelphia, 
and Baltimore wiring that corn was unwuikable 
from Chicago. Oats were 4%@%c up. Shipping 
sales here were 50,000 bu wheat, 100,000 bu corn, 
and 125,000 bu oats. 


Knight-McDougal had the following from their 
New York office: ‘‘ The Lackawanna railroad in 
reducing the export rate on wheat yesterday from 
Buffalo to New York took a new stand. It is a 
decline of lc a bushel, effective April 26, for sixty 
days. The Lehigh railroad has followed suit, but 
other roads have not yet been heard from. This 
concession was granted at the earnest request of 
the New York grain trade in order to enable them 
to compete with the Montreal route, and it is a 
great victory, since it is the first action independ- 
ently by any road in some years and is a recogni- 
tion of the neceasity of having opening rates fluo- 


tuate to meet outside competition. As yet there is 
no change announced in the corn and oats rates.” 

Crop newe was more bullish from this state and 
there were bad reports from the bottom lands 
along the Missouri valley and from Nebraska and 
Ohio. L. 8. Hoyt, who is now In the fleld for 
Montague & Co., wired that after a thorough in- 
vestigation of the winter wheat in this state, he 
found early sown wheat to be all right, but that 
late seeded grain had been badly winter killed. 
Acreage was reported less than a year ago. From 
the hard winter wheat sections practically nothing 
but glowing reports were received. Moisture has 
been ample and the plant has a good start. 


Bradstreet’s report of the available supply last 
week shows the following increases:

Offerings of corn in this state and in Nebraska 
were quite free, but farmers so far are not pressing 
any corn for sale.

CHICAGO, March 23.—Shippers and speculators 
paid an advance of 5c for hogs of all weights, and 
when the packers got ready to fill orders they were 
obliged to follow the appréciation, although they 
showed reluctance in doing so, and in some in- 
stances made up loads of less desirable stock in 
order to evade paying all of the advance. Sales- 
men had the uppér hand and they pressed buyers 
for all there was in sight, while the latter were 
compelled to accede to the demands made upon 
them, as there was nothing tn the genera! situation 
to warrant anticipations of more liberal supplies 
and lower values in the near future. 

Steers trade was narrow, but this was due to lim- 
ited supplies, and prices were maintained at a level 
which showed that Monday’s appreciation was 
being retained in its entirety. Butcher stock of- 
ferings were of the usual Tuesday mediocrity, but 
buyers were not discriminating in making pur- 
chases and values were sustained at a steady to 
strong level. Wool sheep and lambs met witha 
brisk demand at strong to a shade higher prices, 
but the shorn offerings of all ages were neglected 
and slow sale at weak to 10c lower figures. 


CATTLE. 


General receipts were estimated at only 3,000 
head, and of this number only a moderate supply 
found lodgment in the steer division Shipping 
and export orders were fairly liberal] and salesmen 
had little difficulty in securing Monday's advanced 
values for all offerings good enough to meet @he re- 
quirements of the outsiders, while they secured 
fully steady prices for the less desirable lots from 
the local packers, who were induced to take hold on 
a liberal scale by the railroad report of only 590 
ears of live stock in sight for Wednesday's trade.

STOCKYARDS GOSSIP. 


‘If hog prices were wholy dependent - 
plies, it would be- difficult to a what ‘ema 
would be reached before the present upward move- 
ment of values could be checked, but as the out- 
let for pork product has to be considered, I believe 
that not much higher figures will be reached and 
that a reaction may be expected to follow any 
further appreciation from the present level,’’ 
said Charles Goepper, hog buyer for the National 
Packing company. ‘ Arrivals this month will 
come near establishifig a new record for the 
number of hogs at Chicago during March, and 
lighter receipts for April are to be expected. The 
high retail prices have served to restrict the con- 
sumption of pork products, however, and I fee] 
that all of the shortage in suplies of hogs wil! 
be offset by the decrease in the demand for the 
dressed product.”’ 

Packers did not follow the advance in hog 
priceg so closely and the added stimulant of 
prospective limited supplies for Wednesday’s trade 
was needed to maintain values at the appreciation 
to the close. Shippers showed less reluctance in 
paying the prices, but their orders were not so 
humerous, and it was evident that the eastern 
outlet was being restricted by the continua! gains 
in values. 

Calf prices suffered a decline of 25@50c from 
the level im force a week ago, and sales were at 
figures which showed a loss of largely 50@7ic 
from the advanced values paid for vealere on 
Thursday’s market. 

Hogs at $7.05 and lambs at $8.20 were at new 
high levels for the year to date. 

Receipts of cattle for the week thus far showed 
a decrease of 13 as compared to ar- 
rivale for the first two days a week ago. Hogs de- 
creased 24,000 head and sheep 7,500 head. 

ON THB BOARD OF TRADE. 


Provisions were strong and higher, sharp ad- 
vances being registered throughout the list, the 
continued urgent shipping demand for hogs from 
the east, with lighter recefpts and a moderate up- 
turn at the yards, being the potentia! factors in 
the price improvement.

| INSECTS CAUSE GREAT LOSS 


BY CARRYING DISEASE GERMS. 


Department of Agriculture Issues Warn- 
ing Against House Fly and Says Its 
Ravages Can Be Prevented. 


Washington, D. C., March. 23.—That there 
is great economic loss to the people of the 
United States through insects that carry 
disease is shown by Dr. L. O. Howard of the 
bureau of entomology in a pamphlet just 
issued by the department of agriculture. 

He declares, for instance, that the develop- 
ment of the whole state of New Jersey has 
been seriously retarded by mosquitoes in sec- 
tions which are admirably adapted to dairy 
farming in other respects, but this business 
had to be given up owing to the evil effect 
of mosquitoes on the cattle. 

Dr. Howard declares that typhoid fever is 
not a national scourge, as it has been called, 
but rather a “ national reproach” or a na- 
tional crime, for its main source, the fly evil. 
can be controlled. 

The common house fly is an active agent in 
the dissemination of typhoid fever, Asiatic 
cholera, and kindred intestinal! disorders.

Apropos of the tacit understanding bet ween 
the couturier and the manufacturer, a well 
*known American couturier, Weeks of Chi- 
«cago, who has come to join the ranks of the 
* great couturiers of Paris. says thig matter of 
stock is, he believes. the only reagon why 
- ust as many and just as good styles are not 
~ created in America avin Paris. In Paris itis 
¥s0 easy. No couturier carries a stack. He 
/has it brought to his door every dgy from 
the looms. If he sees a new thing which 
« pleases his fancy, he takes it at once Where- 
/ as, a dressmaker in America is bound to 
“turn away many of the most beautiful things 
-which are offered him later in the season 
,on account of the stock which he has on 
hand, which must be used up, or else he must 
_ suffer a big loss. 


Fashion Is a Serious Business. 


' ‘The truth is, America has not yet come to 
_take this matter of the fashion aga serious 
business, embracing every line of manufac- 
_ture and industry. The American man takes 
_the fashions as being something almost be- 
-meath his notice—a thing fit for silly women. 
“But the great industrial concerns of France 
understand that on just these frills and fur- 
! belows depends the prosperity of the nation, 
| collectively and individually. And there is 
-mo thought of leaving such a fat plum to 
the care of women. The great couturiers of 
‘Paris are, almost without exception, men. 
And such men as they are. The Worth 
‘brothers, Jean and Gaston, were educated 
‘in England, at Oxford. And they ate any- 
‘thing but effeminate looking. They. know 
how to take their end on a football team, and 
hold it jolly well.

Their 
clothes must be of a richness and luxury 
never before dreamed of by mortal woman 
We are at our wita’ end sometimes to know 
what to think out as a surprise for these 
spoiled children They expect the magic 
wand to wave when they enter, and thata 
fairy palace will open up and give them such 
things as exist only in fairyland. And of 
course we try to satisfy them. For they are 
generous and appreciative. too. - They know 
how to become their clothes. and nothing is 
lost en them. As for the sheath skirt in its 

host extreme sense ''—and here Worth hung 
ie head.

Seme of Worth’s Gowns. 


Here are some of the new things created by 
Maison Worth for this season: A gorgeous 
dinner toilet made of cerise colored satin 
chammieuse, made with a long flowing skirt 
tightly fitted about the top, and draped just 
below the waist line upon 4 cuirass bodice of 
steel net work. This was unrelieved by any 
trimming, except about the pointed neck lines 
of black tulle were introduced. and also at 
the top of the short sleeves. The combination 
was 60 striking as to be almost startling. but 
the materials used in it were of the richest. 
Another gown of the sameorder was in black 
satin, thin and clinging. The badice of this 
was of gold tissue, absolutely covered with 
gold thread embroidery, which was also jew- 
eled. It fitted the figure without a crease 
to well below the waist line. and in order 
to accentuate that still further a draped 
piece of satin.. shaped like a girdle, was ar- 
ranged about the hips. 

In fact. nearly all the gowns shown at 
Worth's are made with the waist lengthened 
in every possible manner. The hips are 
draped to give the effect. or Something in the. 
way of trimming is put on to add seyeral 
inches, and frequently a still longer appear- 
ance is produced by the use of fringe. An 
evening gown of this sart was of Pale pink 
liberty, the skirt of which was draped low 
on the hips to form a regular overskirt. The 
corsage Was draped over black anda white 
tulle, but was brought down closely about 
the waist, where a shaped beit of jet and crys- 
tal beads finished it. From this belt in front 
were three rows of heavy fringe. falling one 
over the other. giving a panel effect some 
six inches wide. Another was of black 
tulle over white satin. and much the same 
idea of belt and fringe was carried out on it. 
In place of the crystals. however. rhine- 
stones were empioyed, giving a most brilliant

colored dress was made up over a silver 
material embroidered in silver and tiny 
stones like small diamonds. This appeared 
on the sleeves and in unexpected places on 
the bodice, where it had the effect of being 
real jewels. hidden among the folds of the 
gown. A black charmeusé costume was 
fashioned in the same manner, but in place 
of jeweled embroidery a network materia] 
as fine as tulle. made of silver. was used. 

An afternoon gown with coat to match was 
of Greek tulle. which is a coarse net with 
much body to it. It was a sort of sulphur 
color and was made over a princess slip of 
cream white. A deep band of embroidery in 
the same tones. but darker. finished the 
skirt. and the bodice. which was all embroid- 
ery, met a wide girdic of brilliant blue 
satin. The coat was of net. unlined, but 
was almost completely covered with em- 
broidery, and teached we'l down below the 
knees. It was caught under the arms by a 
wide shaped belt of blue satin, made in huge 
ecards. In front. where it came from beneath 
the coat, were ends of cords and fringe. 

Another visiting costume of tea colored lib- 
erty satin was made with a round skirt gored 
out much at the hem, where it was finished 
with heavy cords. The bodice was surplice 
shaped, with crossings front and back, which 
came well down over the hips and fastened 
in some inexplicable manner at either side. 

Handseme Visiting Cestame. 


The pointed yoke was filled in with finely 
plaited tulle of the same shade. on which 
was a delicate tracery of gold. The sleeves 
were made of satin. but both outside and in- 
side they were opened and insertion of tucked 
pieces of net filled them in. The coat to 
ihe gown was an exceedingly Gresey affair 
and was made half long, hanging quite loose 
both back and front. About two inches from 
the bottom was a half yard wide insertion 
of net worked in a most elaborate pattern 
with silk and cording. A wide simulated col- 
lar of the same was seen at the neck. and 
the lower part of the sleeves were of net. 
It was an absolutely self-toned costume, but 
remarkable for its style. 

The more simple gowns seen at Worth’'s 
were many of them made with plaited skirts, 
but with the plaits set in below the knees. 
One of pink cloth had plaits let in by the 
skirt being cut out at intervals and fan 
shaped pieces inserted. These were held in 
place underneath by tapes, so that although 
there was plenty of fullness the skirt still 
hung closely to the figure. 

The bodice was of pink foulard polka dotted 
in white, and made over a little guimpe 
and close sleeves of fine embroidery of 
batiste. Time half fitting coat was lined 
with the same silk and finished with revers 
and sthe smartest kind of cuffs of silk. It 
was slightly double breasted and fastened 
with two beautiful old silver buttons. 

Another gown for the early summer was 
made of foulard, dark blue in color, with 
stripes formed of irregularly sha white 
dots. The skirt was plaited to the knees, 
the stripes going up and down. A regular 
overskirt formed the upper part, with stripes 
going round, and this was drawn as closely 
to the figure as it could be worn. The en- 
tire bodice was of a thin fancy lace complete- 
ly veiled in dark blue chiffon, §né@ drawn 
into a belt of silk. In the back, where this 
fastened, were three little buckles of jet 
and rhinestones. The lace collar showed 
the same buckles in a still smaliecr size. 

Paquin and the Middle Age. 


Nothing of the empire or directoire style 
ig to be geen at either Worth’s or at Pa- 
quin’s, although some of the other great 
dressmakers still cling te the becoming fash- 
tons of last season. At Paquin’'s the infiu- 
ence of the ‘‘ moyen age " ia still more strong- 
ly accentuated than at any other establish- 
ment. Gowns that look as if they had come 
almost from the days of the orusades, when 
ladies wore garments resembling coats of 
mail or wrapped themeglves in queer shaped 
tunics and floating yells. They are quite 
wonderful, many of these coatymes, and at 
the first look would m impossible, but 
time works miracies te the Way of fash- 
ions, and what may seem out of the question 
today will be found to be app te and 
charming tomorrew. - Hin

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T would almost seem as if the new em- 
pire scarf was this season about to give 
the old and well established feather and 
tulle ruche and boa a close race for popu- 
lar favor. .

"many and such beautiful ones displayed as 
are to be seem at the present moment, and 
scarcely a week passes but still newer 
ones are put forward to tempt one to greater 
extravagances.

severity, and minus everything in the way 
of ruffies, puffs, lace, and the like. Fortu- 
nately nothing as serious as this has hap- 
pened and women are still permitted to 
wear as many dainty things as ever, and, if 
they please, go to the wildest extravagance 
in the matter of materials and trimmings. 
But lingerie garmeuts have in a measure 
changed their form, and where previously 
fullness and fluffiness were sought after, now 
everything is made as narrow as possible 
and cut so ag to follow the lines of the figure 
as closely as they can. Plaits, gathers, and 
ruffies have been omitted from all the new 
garments, but in their place is to be seen 
lace and embroidery to an unlimited extent.

The fit of it 
is important, for it must curve into the 
figure nicely and not a suggestion of a seam 
or wrinkle be allowed to show. Some are 
even made with casings on the lower side, 
into which whalebones are elipped and 
with these the corset is frequently dispensed 
with. They give the long unbroken line 
that is so essential now, are cool and com- 
fortable to wear, and if one is slight are 
quite sufficient. 
Clany and Valenciennes Used. 


The prettiest are trimmed with Valen- 
ciennes lace, for this, when seen below, looks 
lighter and sheerer than do other laces, al- 
though occasionally a fine Cluny is employed. 
It is used in as many ways as can be thought 
of, in long lines to make the figure look slim, 
in squares and blocks to fill up the plain parts 
of the muslin, and in many rows around the 


upper part of the corset cover. The shoulders 


are generally finished with ribbons and there 
is a band of ribbon at the waist and some- 
times just below the bust, but nothing is 
added that will take up room or will in the 
least interfere with the fit of the outside 
gown. 

All the new petticoats that are not made 
in combinations are cut like the sheath skirt, 
with absolutely no fullness at thetop. They 
are of the finest-of nainsook, or linen lawn, 
and from the knees down there is a shaped 
flounce. ‘These are elaborate, sometimes of 


English eyelet embroidery or of the still finer 
French work. Others are composed of alter- 
nate rows of lace and embroidery or of 
groups of tucks and tiny lace frills. A novel 
idea is the addition of an extra flounce of net 
below the one of embroidery and lace, and 
this is tucked and finished with narrow edg- 


ing. It looks pretty and fluffy, washes well, 
and is a change from the all muslin or silk 
lining. 

Nearly all the latest nightdresses show the 
trend of fashion, for they are strictly empire, 
with short waists and long, close sleeves. 
They are made without collars, the necks 
being pointed, square, or round, as one likes 
or as is becoming. A favorite mode of trim- 
ming ig in deep pointe of Valenciennes lace or 
with that combined with Irish. Another 
shows incrustations of Cluny, about which is 
an elaborate pattern of solid embroidery, and

manner, and are finished with the most co- 
quettish bows that only the French can tie 

The caps are smal) affairs that cover only 
the top of the head and are confined by nar- 
row elastics that keep them in place. This 
is concealed with ruches of narrow ribbon or 
puffs of chiffon, and as a rule colors, such 
eas pale blue, pink, or mauve, are used instead 
of white. Other night caps are made of 
knitted silk, also in light shades, and In queer 
old fashioned shapes. In the hand they 
are mere nothings, but over the hair they 
take on a quaint look that is bewitching. 
Still another trifie, that can scarcely be called 
@ night cap is a scarf of chiffon that is in- 
tended to be thrown over the head when sit- 
ting up in bed. It is about two yards long 
and a certain shapeliness is given it by a few 
gatherings directly in the center of one side, 
which come over the forehead, and on the 
other there are two sets of gathers which 
come behind the ears. An inch wide border 
of marabout, either white or any pale color, 
finishes these, and the ends of the scarf are 
given a little weight by the addition of silken 
tassels.

af Tussore for Street Costumes, 


Tussore is the material of the season for 
sireet costumes. But it is a new tussore, 
the European adaptation of the Chinese 
goods which has been more or less used for 
several years. It is smoother and more 
esupple. Also it is rep, like the old time 
grosgrain silk. The rep is not quite so 
¢>arse as ottoman, which seems not to have 
made good the last season, and is already on 
the bargain counters. But the tussores are 
most beautiful: They come in all colors, the 
_ pinks, light grays, and the more delicate col- 

ors being much used in the confection of 
house gowns. But for street there are lovely 
shades of straw, tan, golden brown, all shades 
uf heliotrope, and lilac, and many others. 

This cashmere cloth is for early in the sea- 
son. or for cooler wéather. It is difficult to 
@escribe. For it is a cross between a cheviot 
and a cashmere. It has the large diagonal 
twill of the cheviot, and the soft, spongy at- 
tributes of cashmere. It is loosely woven, 

yet firm, thick but not heavy. It makes up 
inte rather severe styles most beautifully. 

The satin-delaines. or goods satin on one 
sidé and wool on the other, which came out 
last season have failed to make good. The 
dressmakers were not slow to discover that 
the material pulled and roughed up.

and the silk. refused to pull together. 
So that, too, is on the bargain counters. ‘But

It is not so expensive, is just as slick and se- 
ductive, and promises much more satisfac- 
tion. This is, of course, used principally for 
afternoon gowns, but for America where we 
like cool looking things for the street, it will 
be made up in coats and skirts.

flower. Others are carved into birds, long 
necked swan, and even the commonplace 
goose, dogs of every breed, queer Chinese 
idols, or into anything that is odd and un- 
usual.

in velvet. The colors are soft and 
not in the least conspicuous. A charming 
shade of pinkish mauye velvet was lined in 
pale pink chiffon embroidered in silk dots;

Get an Embroidered Sunshade. 


The embroidered sunshade is much to the 
fore and silk, chiffon, and lace all show pat- 
terns more or less elaborate, sometimes self- 
colored and sometimes in various shades. 
Those with deep Vandyke edges are smart, 
and so are others which are finished with 
flounces fully as wide as those seen upon 
many gowns. They are rather of the 1830 
period and quite new. Heavy embroidery is 
used even on the most fragile material and 
in big bold designs which stand out and are 
most effective. 

In lace parasols there is no limit to the 
extravagances one may commit. for rea! 
lace Of almost priceless value is being made 
up into them, and of necessity these are be- 
ing sold at. prices that are beyond the grasp 
of but few. The Irish lace cover, however. 
is fashionable, and they are among the most 
desirable to be had. Usually two or three 
kinds of lace is employed as giving a better 
effect, and when these are lined with any 
soft and becoming color they are charming. 
Then there is. the little parasol for carriage 
use, which in France is never out of style. 
and which this season is to be found in Irish 
as well as in many of the new fancy laces. 
They are mounted on ivory sticks wl.ich can 
be turned, and for their purpose nothing ts 
so good. 

The sun umbrella we always have with us. 
and for practical every day wear nothing so 
far has ever been found to take its place. 
For these one can go to any extreme in regard 
to. the handle, and many displayed are most 
pronounced. The outside covering, though. 
is plain, either taffeta or heavy satin, and 
this year those of tussor, in the natural color.

Caring for Your Own 
Hands a Simple Matter. 


OTHING is simpler or easier than to 

3 keep your hands in good condition, 
even though you may have them a 

good deal in water. But the gravest 

thing of all, and the one which makes 

the thing seem impossible, is that not one 
person out of a thousand who undertakes to 
do. ft will have any regularity about the 
habit. They spend an hour on their hands, 
but like the lagy,boy who only studies his 
lesson under: pressure, these same hands 
receive mo further c&re for perhaps a whole 
month... A good. manicure is not to be de- 
spised, but there are few good manicures, 
and fewer still who are conscientious in 
their work. That is. why. [t is so much bet- 
ter for a woman to care for her hands her- 
self. She learns to know the character and 
peculiarities of each nail, and its particular 
requirements. The only question is to decide 
what day and what hour of the week can 
best be spared for the hands. The one 
which+ would naturally suggest itself is the 
moment of the ‘bath. But in any case the 
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nails require a thorough going over oncea 
week, not oftener. There is nothing worse 
than the person who gets a mania of picking 
at their fingernails on all occasions. 


~~. 

There are such splendid files for filing the 
nails that any one can do # in five minutes. 
You begin by cutting the nails at the corners 
with a pair of scissors, as short as they 
can be cut, not to make the fingers tender. 
Then the nails are filed,.oval as a rule. 
After this the hands are soaked a short 
while in warm water into which has been 
dropped a little myrrh, or benzoin. While 
they are still wet rub into the nails some 
white vaseline about the roots. Then take 
the orangewood stick and proceed gently but 
persistently and firmly to push the flesh 
back all around the nails, each one in turn, 
not only about the halfmoons, but the entire 
length of the nails. You cannot get them 
perfect the first time, nor the second. It 
takes months, and always caution and judg- 
ment not to injure the nail, nor the cuticle. 
But if this is kept up for a time there is 
no manicure living who will produce as 
smooth and fine a cuticle as you will have. 
And this is positively all there is to mani- 
curing. You may oil the nails if you like. and 
polish them with a chamois buffer. But if 
you are in good health and will rub your 
nails briskly in the palm of your hand, you 
will get a polish which will not come off. A 
bit of olive oil for dry nails, rubbed in at 
night on retiring, is excellent. 

For cleaning under the nails, a fine linen, 
an old handkerchief dipped in a bit of lemon 
juice and passed under the nails by meane 
of the orange stick is all that is required. 
To get the cuticle more rapidly into shape 
it is advisable to keep a bottle of vaseline 
on the toilet shelf and on washing the hands 
night and morning to apply a bit of the vase- 
line on the wet hands always, and then rub 
the stick lightly around the root of the nails.

The whole question of keeping the hands 
in good condition is one of faithfulness and 
regularity. That is the hardest thing to 
get the average woman to stick to. But 
the hands patted and pampered one day and 
then neglected for a month will never look 
well. One goes to the manicure, but even a

The reason of this is not hard to find. They 
are simple only in cut, and all of the elabo. 
ration is carried out in the embroideries and 
trimmings. To begin with, all superfluous 
materials are suppressed 
The models follow closely the outline of 
the figure, and the sleeves are long. without 
fyliness either at the top or the bottom. and 
ft snugly to the arm. There are no joose 
ends left hanging and no blousing at the 
front. These are designed In accordance 
with the present mode of the high skirt with- 
out belt. and this of course, necessitates 
that the blouse be pulled down tightly. with 
po extra fullness. which would spoil the out- 
jine of the figure 
But what they lack in amplitude of mate- 
rial is amply compensated for tin extreme 
eneness of the goods employed and in the 
most exquisite and elaborate of embroideries 
and insertines 
There is a nice little quegtion which is 
often discussed as to when a shirtwaist isa 
shirtwaist and when it is a blouse, or 
ghether it is not affectation to use the word 
plouse at all, as it is a French word. There 
is likely to be more of a mixup on the mooted 
question this season than ever before, as the 
line of demarcation is much less clearly de- 
fned than ever. In a ceneral sense we use 
«the term shirtwaist, meaning the strictly 
tailor made ones. made after the fashion of 
men’s shirts. with stiff cuffs. plain plaited 
bosoms, and which are worn with stiff 
starched collars. And py the word blouse 
is generally understood the dressy affairs of 
silk and lace and embroideries. 


Blouses and Chemisettes. 


In Paris if you wish to buy a plain shirt- 
waist in @ shop you must ask for a chem- 
isette. And if you ask for blouses you will 
be shown to the department for elaborate 
ones of silk and lace. : 

But with the present style in dresses, which 
is so simple of line with so little fullness, 
there is a great tendency to remedy the lack 
by great elaboration of the shirtwaists and 
blouses. and thus balance the account for 
daintiness. This gives a decided feminine 
touch to @ toilet which might otherwise be 
too plain and masculine. 

For shirtwaists, even the elaborate ones, all 
linen hand embroidered, there is no one in 
the world who can compare with the Amer- 
icans. The French do not touch them. But 
for the blouses of tulle and silk, the French 
must be given the honors. Thus again the 
amiable balance between the two sister re- 
publics is maintained. 

An enterprising American woman, Mrs. 
Close of New York, has come to Paris and 
set up a shop for the exclusive creation of 
shirtwaists, such as the American women 
like, and for lingerie gowns. ‘This ia in a 
way like bearding the lion in his den. and 
no one realiges this better than Mrs. Close 
herself. We saw her in her new shop which 
is not yet open in Rue Caumartin. 

“TI know,” she said, “ that this ts a risky 
thing to do. But I was desperate. I have 
been designing shirtwaists and blouses and 


all kinds of lingerie gowns of an exclusive ~ 


pattern for years for rich American ladies 
And I have my clientéle, established all along 
the lin® from New York to Chicago, and eyen 
on farther west. But the inconveniences of 
getting work people who could do the hand 
embroideries in America became more diffi- 
cult each season. And, besides, I was so far 
from my point of supplies. laces. tulles. em- 
broideries, and so on. that I was obliged to 
make more trips to Paris every year than I 
liked. So I decided to try this experiment. 


.Of course, I am all right for the present, 


as I have one foot, so to speak, on home soil. 
I brought over with me as many orders as 
TI can fill for this season at least, and I have 
my models now all ready and will sail for 
America to deliver my orders by the middle 
of April. But the thing that worries me will 
be to know if I can hold my customers from 
so great a distance without makitig thé Many 
trips across the ocean which I| dread so 
much.’’ 
Shirt Blouses and Lingerie Gowns. 
So in a way Mrs. Close is in the position of 
the man with the fox, the goose, and the 
corn. She has some material. she has some 
blouses, and she has some customers. There 
we will leave her. But in the meantime we 
will take a peep at her shirt blouses and @ 
lingerie gown ortwo. For they are éxquisite, 
nice enoughfor the purpose for which many 
of them are destined—for dinners and 
luncheons at smart country house parties. 
All of her models are her exclusive de- 
signs, and she never uses anything except 
real lace, and al] hand work. : 
The characteristic note in these blouses is 
the combination of white, fine Mnen sheer. 
combined with and:embroidered in a color. 
It may be a combinaticn of white and green 
linen, with green linen embroideries. Or 
there are others of white and rose. or white 
and mauve, or yellow. Also the buttons are 
unique. being of colored crochet. hand work 
also. and many of them are oval in lieu of 
round. These are made detaehable, so they 
can be taken off for laundering. Orthe coler 
of the buttons may be changed to match the 
color of the dress worn. These chemisettes 
are none of them mace with the plain. stiff 
cuff. But they all have cuffs and collars 
attached, hand embroidered and with set-in 
filet or other insertions. This, together with 
the colored crochet buttons, gives them a dis- 
tinction and makes them quite dresey enough 
for any ordinary summer occasion, no mat- 
ter how exclusive. 
“Where there is a colored linen inserted 
this is done generally by means of strips 
placed lengthwise down the fronts, and these 
are embroidered over in such a way as to 
hide the joinings. This is done by means of 
embroidery in colors. In many of the models 
the color element is introduced only in the 
embroideries and the crochet buttons. Filet 
lace and inserting. which is all the rage this 
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spring for afl sorts of things, is much em- 
ployed in the development of tnese luxuriant 
chemisettes. It is employed with the baby 
Irish and a mixture of other laces and tor- 
chons. which gives @ mach ricker effect than 
where a single kind of lace is used. 


Difference in Tulle Blouses. 


The palp!tating question is, what will re- 
place the tulle blouses which have achieved 
such a popularity during the last two sea- 
sohs? The answer is easy. The tulle blouse 
will replace itself, but with a difference. of 
course. For the vagaries of fashion are as 
varied as the sands of the sea, and as un- 
stable. 

Large polka dots, big as marbles. are the 
latest thing in the white tulles, which are ex- 
tremely soft and supple. And there are a 
great variety of the white tulles also which, 
come ready tucked. That is, a thicker stripe 
in the material simulates the tucks and 
groups of tucks often, and Wt is only on ex- 
amining them in the hand that the clever 
trick can be detected. 

But the greatest change of all is seen in the 
colored tulles. and these will prevail this 
season, at least in the early spring, until the 
hot weather makes every one take to white 
and to the woods. But the silk tulles have 
been pretty much abandoned because of their 
exceeding fragility. Some of the beautiful 
Greek tulles of large mesh, and fine and 
supple, will stand the test of popularity. But 
the vote has gone in favor of the cotton tulles, 
which are much more serviceable for blouses. 
But these are so elaborate as to be scarcely 
recognizable. They are combined with lin- 
ens in the same colors, in stripes or with ap- 
plications, all richly jointed together with 
hand embroideries. 

These, it will-readily be seen, are much 
more becoming with the high skirts that. the 
white blouses which too cradely marked the 
line of divide between the skirt and h!ouse. 

The cotton. and even linen tulles then, will 
be the thing this spring. But they have been 
wonderfully improved and beautified as tu 
texture and in designs. They have lost that 
hard. crude look, and are quite silky 1nd soll 
looking. 

Dyeing ti.e Lace and Linen. 


There are being many patterns for blouses 
prepared individually. That is. the tulle. the 
linen, and the lace where any is used have 
been dyed ready for making up. In Paris of 
course this is hardly necessary, as each 
dreesmaker will have her patterns colored. as 
she wants them* But the dyeing in Paris is 
a comparatively small expense. and also the 
art has been carried to such a state of science 
that any ordinary tantyrtere, as they are 
called here. can hit off an e#Act shade to or- 
der, and rarely miss {t. There is no such 
thing either as their colors rybbing off. 
or changing tone. This, alas, is not the case 
in America, where the lack of sufficient dye- 
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ing facilities is one long felt, and which ought 
to bring wealth to some one who would form 
a tanturiere trust. from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific 

But it will be easy to buy the tulles and 
assort them to the linens, of vice versa. 
Green linen, in a pale apple shade, seems to 
have the innings for favor at the present mo- 
ment. But aside from thid, the color is usu- 
ally assorted to the dress. 

In evening blouses, if a blouse may ever be 
said to be an evening garment. there are 
some rich tulles of white and gold, and others 


of an-all gol’ mesh whitn dre Tharming. ~ 


There are black tulles with a gold stripe, and 
these made up semi-décolleté, or at least 
without collars, and worn with a jeweled pen- 
dant are most becoming for the theater or 
the restaurant in the evening. 


Silk Blouses, 

The silk blouse will never be left entirely 
aside. It is too serviceable and too pretty. 
And this season they are more beautiful than 
ever. For it is with these that the Japanese, 
Chinese effects on the occidental world of 
fashion become most apparent. The silk 
blouse of the springtime will rival in color- 
ing both in the sjiks employed and in the 
embroideries. the great mandarins whom 
they are intended toimitate. And in keeping 
with the idea, the cut is still leaning toward 
the large armhole effect, and the shoulders 
are flat and Swithout seams. The embroid- 
eries are done on the silk, which are of the 
gsoft,.liberty variety, very satiny. The silk 
is often arranged to havea sort of overblouse 
effect, and is placed over tulle neck piece, and 
sometimes tulle is employed for the lower 
half of the arm, from the elbow down. The 

| ernbrotderies are carried out about the neck. 
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down the front, and also on the shoulders. 
But in this n there is infinite variety. 
And for a description.of the colors, the 
greens, the blues, the .ptirples, the black, and 
the red, one has only to goto the old Chinese 
embroideries. All of these colors have been 
brought out ea#ilks for these blouses. - 


The Plain Shirtwaist. 


Last «but. not least comes the plain shirtg 
waist, whith, like a ‘gtod child, is never lost 
sight of, although we are not making much 
of a demonstration over {t. But the plain 
shirtwaist, which washes eo nicely. and 
comes home to us criep and fresh, will always 
be the preferred garment for the busy wom- 
an. -~And this year. as if in an imitation of 
the striped shirts of the men; the most in- 
teresting ones.are striped. ‘The stripes are 
in fine. delicate greens, blues, yellows, mauve 
or in a combination of these colors, on a 
white background. The bosoms are plaited. 
the sleeves are emall, the cuffs ditto, and the 
collars are, of course, white and efnhroidered. 
to be worn separately. "A touch af coquetry 
is added to these plain garments by a jabot 
of real lace.

Luxury of Fine Shoes 


Feature of Season. 
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T «8 one and the same thing, only by a 
different name—Chaussures or shoes. 
what does it matter, if we have them. 
Or rather, if we have the price to get 
them. For we are talking of elegant 
shoes for dress occasions, not of common 
every day calfskin, unlined and of a texture 
80 heavy that no eyelets and no linings are 
required to hold the strength of the strings. 
There are a few Americans left who remem- 
ber these, but over our primitive past we will 
hasten to draw the veil. We are a rich 
nation now, and the pioneer days are for- 
gotten by most of us and ignored by the rest. 

America is proud of many things, and she 
has reason. But if there is one thing of 
which she is more proud than another, it is 
in the matter of her shoe leather. The 
American shoe is the finest thing on earth! 
How often do we hear this, and again we 
have reason. 

Our fame for the best shaped shoes on the 
two hemispheres is as patent in Europe as it 
is in evidence in America. So much so that 
both London and Paris are now industrious!) 
trying to turn out the ‘ American last. 
with more or less success. 

But wait a bit. Would it be possible to say 
a@ good word for any other shoe in the world 
and not run against a mountain of protest? 

Are we so secure in our superiority that we 
can hear a few things anent pretty shoes of 
other lands, and not at once declare war? 

We will see. 

Here is the history, “ shoely ” speaking, of 
every American who comes to Paris to live. 
He spends the first two years industriously 
“cursing ’’ the French shoes and hunting 
the shops over to try to find good American 
shoes. After a while, in desperation, and 
with many unpleasant comments, he is 
forced by circumstances to try a pair of 
French shoes. We all know them, those 
long nosed affairs with Louis XV. heels, 
more or less high. But what is our astonish- 
ment after having worn these for a little to 
find that they actually have good points. 


French Shoes Comfortable. 


First, they are comfortable. And O. that 
is something. There is plenty of protection 
and toe room under the stiff arch of those 
long toes. And in a jiittle we are bound to 
admit that the Louis XV. heel of wood 1s 
delightful in its lightness. When we put on 
~ pair of these shoes after having worn the 
..merican shoes with their heavy. solid leath- 
er heels we feel a lightness such that we 
have to step cautiously for fear our heels 
will fly over our heads. And in the end it 
is the old story of the horror. at first endured 
and then embraced. We actually learn to 
prefer the French shoes. terrible admission 
that it is! 

Of course we are speaking of women's 
shoes. And American men travelers are par- 
ticularly down on the Frenchwoman’s foot 
As compared with the nobby street shoes 
which twinkle up Fifth avenue. for instance. 
every day it is to be admitted even the most 
ehic of Frenchwomen cut a sorry figure. But. 
but! And here is something hard to say in 
cold print. But. for instance. if it were pos- 
sible to set half a dozen American women 


» Up in a row beside half a dozen Frénch- 
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women of the same class and at a given 
Signal turn the X-ray on.all of those twelve 
pairs of feet, what do you think would be the 
result? The crop of corns to be counted 
would have a heavy balance on the side of 
America. A Frenchwoman would as soon 
think of putting her hand in the fire as of 
crowding her foot into a shoe which would 
in the least give her any annoyance Brief!

Paris for Fine Dress Shoes. 


And, as a matter of fact. it is Paris which 
sets the styles for fine dress shoes. just as 
she does for gowns. and hats and other ar- 
ticles of finery. And this, spring we havea 
revival of the old style square toe. Only it 
is modified, as are all of the revivals. The 
newest shoes are long and straight, having 
not the slightest slope as they approach the 
toe. Only. the square end is rounded at the 
corners. The vamp is long. yery long. and in 
the low shoes the cut around the ankle cor- 
responds with the outline of the shoe. That 
is, it is straight and long. rounded enly at 
the corners, so that it comes in a straight line 
across the instep. It is finished by a thin 
long flat bow after the fashion of pumps for 
men. The heel to this really elegant low 
shoe is Louis XV. 

Another low shoe which is most flattering 
to the foot is of tussor in colors intended to 
match the gown. and is elaborately embroid- 
ered. For instance. a pair of light tans of the 
Square toed variety are embroidered in pink 
and light green. The hose to be worn with 
these are tan. also embroidered in the pink 
and green. A square buckle of chased gold 
finishes the shoe 


Satin Shoes for Dress. 


Many satin shoes will be used for dress. 
These are in golden brown, red. green, and 


in black, and are embroidered tone on tone, 
and finished with elaborate buckles. For 
buckles form an important asset in the 
shoes of spring time. 
posed on ties, coming over the strings in 
such fashion as to conceal them. 

In the high button boots the chic ones 
have the uppers of a fine striped cloth, gray 
and white. brown and white. or as you will. 
And the vamps are of either’ patent leather 
or of the ordinary kid. The striped uppers 
impart a slimness to the foot and ankle 
quite flattering even to a plain woman. 

In white shoes, ottoman silks are new and 
dressy. And there are plain tussors, which 
are substantial. as they clean like a glove. 

It would net be complete in speaking of 
French footwear not to say a word for the 
comfortable mules, which are so commonly 
worn for bedroom slippers, even by women 
who make no pretention to luxury. They 
are so convenient to slip on, as they have 
no heel piece at the back, although they 
may be built up on a pair of Louis XV. heels 
Mules are to be found in America, but only 
in certain shops. and then the price is so hich 
that their common use is not to be thought of.

OMEHOW the handkerchief never 
seems to be given any mention in the 
fashion column, and yet it is one of 
the most important details of a dainty 
woman's toilet, and one of the articles 

which she selects with care and prizes be- 
cause it is small, delicate, and easily lost. 
Besides, it may be, and frequently is, a cost- 
ly possession and hes a real market value 
quite independent of its size and appearance 
In the matter of style. too, the handkerchief 
is by no means out of the running, for what 
is quite the latest thing today may be alito- 
gether passé and out of date by this time 
next year. No self-respecting handkerchief 
would appear finished with a wide and garish 
border if only small and scarcely noticeabl: 
Ones are the mode. and equally lace and not 
embroidery is preferred by ladies of farh- 
ion. the embroidered bit of linen must tuck 
“itself away and keep out of sight until the 
moment comes for its reappearance. 


Without question Paris is the home of the 
handkerchief. for ib no other place are there 
such exquisitely fashioned ones as there. 
The amount of work (to be seen on many of 
them is wonderful. for they are as fine as an) 
cobweb and are almost covered with masse: 
of invisible stitches. Sume of the new ones 
are scalloped on the edges and in the corners 
are set lace mecallions around which th: 
embroidery twines itself in scrolls or vines 
Nothine but real lace is ever used. and of 
this only the finest. and of course the linen 
cambric is as sheer as can be had. Others 
without lace have complicated patterns 
worked about the edges. extending up in ir- 
regular lines to within four or five inches of 
the center. There they are as delicate as 
they can be made, while the borders are fairly 
stiff with solid embroidery. Some are fin- 
ished simply with hémstitching and all the 
work is centered on the monogram, which is 
most stunning. These are frequently five 
and six inches in length, and are set in a 
lozenge circle of embroidery. The letters are 
combined with tiny flowers and various fancy 
stitches to give them variety. Coats of arms 
are also introduced above more plainly

With 
many gowns these are more effective than 
a clear white handkerchief, and the well 
dreesed woman wil! keep them for just these 
occasions. 


All colored handkerchiefs for morning wear 
are ecnsidered the smartest, and they can 
be had in the greateat variety. Whitecenterg 
with wide borders in deep red, green, blue. 
and yellow, or paler colored centers with 
wide white hem. Some are striped in two 
or three @iatinect colors, and the leuder and 
more conspicuous they arethe better.

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New Models in Corsets. 
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HE lucky woman who is slim will per- 
haps be able to get along with her old 
stock of corsets and plan her spring 
wardrobe on these. But for the aver- 
age woman the new style of corset is 

the first thing she must provide for herself 
before she tries to fit even a shirt waist. 
Never in the history of fashions for women 
has the hazard of a change of style in dress 
brought such a radical change in the cut of 
the corset. Doctors have preached and ar- 
gued and trfed for generations to educate 
womankind into a sense of the folly of their 
ways. 

That old: time horror of buckram and whale- 
bones and paste is a thing of the past. It 
has made many generations of corsets bear 
the odium of ridicule and relegated that use- 
ful garment to a position of shame in the 
wardrobe of a woman. The corset of today 
is another affair. It is good, beautiful even, 
to look upon. 


Contraptions of Buttons and Straps. 


Buttons or sometimes rubber straps hold 
the front edges together across the thighs 
in a manner which to the uninitiated seems 
to threaten an. entire suspension of the 
powers of locomotion. But not so. And we 
are told. on the contrary, that the elastic 
material lends itself perfectly to the re- 
quirements of the occasion, be that to walk, 
to sit, or to stand. Some of the new corsets 
are made up entirely of the jersey material] 
and fasten in the back, having only a steel 
rit} in the front. All this depends on the 
requirements of the person to be fitted. 

A pretty novelty is the set-in lace pattern 
about the fronts at the top. A strong lace 
is used. and the batiste is cut out under- 
neath it. There is a great tendency to aban- 
don the use of lace about the top of the 
corset, as this, it is found, wears out the 
dress or blouse underneath the arms by 
rubbing. Fancy ribbons, or satin, or plush 
is considered best. 


Underwear Must Suit. 


And this brings us to the subject of suit- 
able underwear to go with these corsets. 
The union suits have the preference, as can 
well be understood, for they are more con- 
venient thar lingerie in the correct fit and 
adjustment of the corsét. The question of 
wearing these emple corsets in hot weather 
is. of course, to be thougrt of. But as a mat- 
ter of fact no heat will swerve the inten- 
tion of a woman who has made up her mind 
to wear one. And it is the old story of the 
il} wind, also, as the extra heat will be 
found to be an excellent flesh reducer. But 
as a matter of fact, some of these corsets 
are made-up in allover embroidery, and 
come in two pieces, the skirts of the corset 
fitting on over the corset proper. 

The union suits come also in all weights, 
and the thin Japanese silk ones find much 
favor as being not only coo) but durable. 
Some of the prettiest new models are of a 
striped jersey openwork and are fastened 
over the shoulder by ribbons. A narrow elas- 
tic ribbing holds them up. well under the 
arms. 

Knickers Are Abandoned. 


The culottes or knickers of winter have 
been abandoned, as, of course, they would 
be too-warm for spring. Besides, American 
women have never taken kindly to the gath- 
ered rubber band coming below the knee. 
Many prefer to remain faithful to their 
lingerie garments. But there is a new cache- 
corset-jupon, corset-«cover-skirt, which is 


both practical and pretty. The upper part 
is made seamed in tightly to the figure down 
over the long corset almost to the knees. 
To this. is: added a circular ruffle, often of 
silk set in with openwork lace pattern, and 
under this to hold it out a bit comes a taf- 
feta ruffie. The garment is cut without 
sleeves, and is ‘‘V’’ at the neck, trimmed 
with soft lace and baby ribbons. A simpler 
one may be cut in the,same way and it is 
most practical. as it avoids and bands about 
the walist. 

The fashion of putting whalebones into 
this corset-underskirt has not taken on, al- 
though some of the big dressmakers tried 
to push it. But it was found too fragile 
and apt to tear even when quite new. Some 
of the new combination corset-cover-skirts 
have the upper part made of fine linen or 
batiste and ruffles of silk are buttoned on 
just above the knee. This is practical, as 
the upper part can thus’ be laundered oftener 
than is required for the silk ruffles at the bot- 
tom. 

The satin knickers which. have been so 
much in use during the winter are now to 
be seen on the bargain counter, which means 
that their popularity is broken. However, 
the prudent ones are keeping them over for 
another season, and they are always useful 
in traveling or for the cool days at the sea- 
shore. 

Silk corset covers, made perfectly plain, 
without sleeves, and.low or “V’’ at the 
neck, have replaced the batiste ones al- 
most altogether. 


Importance of the Back 
in Corset Making.. 


ME. RECAMIER once said: ‘Iam 
the front of my gown; but, realizing 
that the back of it must bespeak my 
individuality or the lack of it, must 
make good my claim to a figure or 

the lack of it, for at least a part of the time, 
I pay particular attention to it. I think 
about it and plan for it for days before I 
allow it to be cut.”’ 

Mme. Récamier lived at a time when there 
were few helps to the figure. There were 
corsets, to be sure, but these were stiff, un- 
yielding instruments of torture, made of the 
heaviest of material and boned with non- 
resilient steels and even boards. So it is not 
strange that a woman whose fame for charm 
(that elusive power we all desire) and for 
great influence socially and even politically 
has come down to us through the centuries, 
should have given such careful attention to 
the appearance of her back in its relation to 
beauty of gown and figure. 

She evidently knew that when people could 
see the play of thought on her expressive 
face when she talked, and could enjoy her 
wit and brilliance of repartee, ther figure 
and her gown were of secondary importance, 
but she was aggressive. She would run no 
risk of being uncharming, or of losing, for 
even a moment, the influence which was hers; 
and she spent time and thought in making 
the back of her gown bespeak her individu- 
ality and make good her claim toa” figure.” 

During recent years the importance of the 
back of a woman's figure was lost sight of, 
ina degree. Women were too prone to be sat- 
isfied that the “ straight front ” was theirs. 
to give all of their thought to lines and yokes

and plaits for the fronts of their gowns and 
their figures, without giving due considera- 
tian to their backs. 

But that was yesterday! Today the well 
dressed woman demands a figure anda gown 
which shall be harmonious in all their lines; 
and, knowing that the gown is powerless to 
give satisfying lines if the figure does not 
have them, she begins with her figure. And. 
as the figure, no matter how kind nature may 
have been in its fashioning, must depend, in 
great degree, upon the corset for elegance 
and poise, the corset manufacturer has been 
obliged to get busy. And he has. Today the 
discriminating, thinking, well informed 
woman, who knows what she wants in the 
way of a figum, can haveit. She can have 
her figure molded to her liking, and this, too. 
with ho sacrifice of either health or comfort. 
She can go into a modern corset parlor and 
be scientifically fitted with a modish corset, 
just as she can go into the shop of a modiste 
and have a gown fitted; and she knows, too, 
that the artistic results of the work of the 
modiste depends, in great degree, upon the 
artistic work of the corset fitter. Given the 
right corset the experienced fitter will please 
and satisfy the most fastidious and most dis- 
criminating of women. She will not only 
give the straight front which we have come 
to expect, as a matter of course, but a back 
in harmony with it. which bespeaks a wom- 
an’s style individuality and makes good her 
demand for a beautiful figure. But the cor- 
set must be right. Front laced corsets have 
come and have carved their own niche and 
are holding it. They can be depended upon 
to give the straight front because any sur- 
plus flesh about the abdomen is drawn up 
and securely but comfortably held within 
prescribed lines. The back they create or 
preserve, as the case may be, has the sculp- 
tured lines which only the fixed or habit back 
corset can give. They are comfortable be- 
cause there is no undue pressure anywhere. 
Diaphragmetic breathing, coupled with ease 
of movement, poise, a certain buoyancy 
of bearing are among the probabilities when

But this is rarely done, for other 
plants are always mixed up with it. and also 
the shade of the hair depends on how long 
a time it is left on before having it washed

He Invented the “‘ Wave,” 


VERY trade in life has its heroes, i} 
members who in a moment of lucky 
inspiration or by years of patiént tof 
invent something which revolutiog. 
izes their particular craft. Suchs 
man is M. Marcel, the inventor of the Maree} 
wave. He is considered by his profession 
almost if the light of an inspired being, and 
his invention has revolutionized the bug 
ness of hair dressing bringing not only for. 
tune to himself but to thousands of hig 
confréres. For Marcel is now a millionaire 
lives in a splendid chateau in the country 
retired, and has become the patron saint of 
all hair dressers the world over His pres 
ence is sought as a great card for their yearly 
conferences. and his a¢vice is constantly 
sought in all matters concerning the good 
of the organization. Only recently at the 
meeting in London a short manuscript by 
Marcel, on the subject of how he discovered 
the way to invent a pair of curling irons 
which would make a natural wave in straight 
hair was put up at auction and sold forg 
large sum, which went for the benefit of an 
orphanage for hair dressers’ children.

M. Marcel! tells his story quite simply. of 
how he came to Paris a young boy of 19. and 
of his early struggles up in the Montmartre 
quarter. where a shave and a hair cut forthe 
sum of 10 cents was the regulation thing. The 
part of the story which is touching in its 
pathos is the devotion of the ambitious boy 
to his mother, who was his guardian angel 
in all things, for it was to her even that he 
owes his great discovery. She had curly 
hair, soft, brown hair which waved in grace- 
ful lines back over her fine forehead. Andin 
order to learn how to dress ladies’ hair, 
which would be much more profitable, the 
young man practiced on his mother. She 
with all the devotion which belongs oply to 
mothers, sat patiently day after day for her 
hair to be combed all! out by the roots if 
necessary in order that her son might be 
come expert in his trade 

- 

It was in studying these waves in his 
mother’s hair that Marcel began to experti- 
ment in the invention of a set of curling 
tongs which would exactiv duplicate those 
waves He worked on this at intervals, he 
tells us. for seven long vears before venture 
ing to bring his invention to the notice @ 
the all powerful Syndicate of Coiffeurs, 
which in Paris is something of importance. 
Often he lacked the necessary money to buy 
his materials and he even went hungry in 
order to get the necessary things with which 
to work. And then the most of his expert 
ments were made at night after his days 
work was done 

And even when he had perfected the trons 
and began to use them for his customers. for 
he had in the meantime become a ladies’ hair 
dresser, he was far from imagining the im- 
portance of his discovery. He made no ef- 
fort to advertise it, and it was his customers

T is not every day that a Chicago dress- 
maker comes to Paris, establishes him- 
self, and at once takes a place among the 
foremost couturiers of the one city in 
the world where that profession is a fine 

art. and members of it are regarded as artists 
and geniuses. In fact, it is the only case on 
record, and as such is well worth recording. 
Weeks was for twenty years known to the 
members of the smart set in the city by the 
lake, and gowns made in that establishment 
were among the best that Chicago produced. 
Now, within a stone’s throw of Callot, La- 
feriére, Wrecoll, Worth, and Paquin is the 
mame of Weeks, and gowns designed in that 
house are taking rank with those of the 
other great places. 

A representative of THE TRIBUNE had a 
chat with Mr. Weeks, and his wife, who is 
the originator of the costumes, and whose 
early youth. was spent in Paris. When 
asked why they had given upthe city of their 
many successes and come to Paris, wherea 
mame counts for so much, and where compe- 
tition is so great, Mr. Weeks said that their 


reasons were many. ‘* Our Chicago friends 
promised to come to us, and they have, and, 
although we have lost some we valued, we 
have equally gained others. The life here 
for a dressmaker is much simpler and easier, 
and the difficulty of finding trained help is 
not nearly so great. Materials, too, are easy 
to procure, for, no matter what one wants, it 
can always he found. Last of all,’’ said Mr. 
Weeks, “a gown designed in Paris and the 
same model designed in Chicago does not 
mean the same thing. There women will 
hesitate before they will accept it, but if it 
has the French stamp, then at once it will 
become the fashion. Take this model, for in- 
stance,’’ and here one of the latest produc- 
tions from their establishment was pointed 
out, ‘‘we would have been obliged to per- 
sifade our customers that it was right, had it 
been shown first in Chicago, but here it was 
no sooner brought out than it was ordered 
by one of our former patrons, who at once 
pronounced it beautiful, and it has been cop- 
fed in other colors for some one in New 
York.”’ 


é 


The gown in question certainly was beau- 
tiful and it is one of the most original mod- 
els seen this season. A princess robe of 
softest white satin; over which was hung a 
skirt of black tulle, heavily embroidered on 
the hem with a wide design done in white 
satin cubes. These are quite unlike white 
jet or any beaded effect, for they are small 
glass’ cubes, each lined with satin giving 
the softest shading possible. The principal 
novelty of the gown, however, was what is 
called the Byzantine tunic, which formed 
the upper part. It was like a half long 
jacket, hanging straight back and front, and 
opening at the sides. It was made of black 
tulle and was literally covered with the same 
white embroidery, the bordering being espe- 
cially heavy. 

The short yoke and long tight under 
sleeves were of gold lace and the only touch 
of color was given bya high girdle of Flor- 
entine red velvet. For dinners, the theater, 
or for any occasion when a demi toilet is re- 
quired .nothingicould be more artistic. 

Another costume, this one for afternoon 


wear, was of charmeuse, in a new shade 
called violine, which is neither an old rose 
nor a mauve, but a combination of the 
two. The skirt was plain closely fitting about 
the hips and quite wide around the hem and 
underneath was a deep facing of cloth to 
give it weight. Hanging over it was a 
tunic of the same shade of net. embroidered 
in all the tones of the color, and with heavy 
coarse silk. At either side where it opened 
the garment terminated in long points, fin- 
ished with gorgeous ornaments of passemen- 
terie and silk. Dull gold lace formed the 
yoke, and the sleeves were of lace, embroid- 
ery, and charmeuse, all combined and quaint 
in design. 

An evening gown, which haf been made at 
Weeks’ for an English duchess, was of bril- 
liant empire green net, made over a princgss 
foundation of pale leaf green liberty satin. 
The outside robe was almost a solid mass of 
embroidery done in old silver threads, the 
pattern being chestnuts, with the leaves and 
branches. Part of it was done in a raised 
effect, such as long panels at the sides, and 


Rules for Dieting to 


Get and Keep 


Thin. 


S this is to be an age of bodily culture, 

one of the most important and tor- 

menting ‘questions, especially for 

women, is how to keep themselves of 

the required thinness. The present 

styles in dress will not admit of pads of fat 

rolled up on the body. How to get it off Is 

the question, and afterward how to keep it 
down. 

There has been so much said on this sub- 


ject that is erroneous, not to say injurious. 


Anti-obesity doctors have done such ridicu- 
lous and hurtful things that the mere sugges- 
tion by a woman that she is banting, or 
that she is going to take a series of treat- 
ments by this one or that, is greeted by the 
strongest opposition on the part of her fam- 
ily, and this justly. 

But happily we have arrived at a more 
rational: way of eradicating the evil. For 
flesh is an evil when it passes much the 
prescribed weight which is scientifically in- 
tended to go with a certain height. Only 
in the new order of things the woman her- 
self is largely the architect of her own form. 
And it will succeed only when she has suf- 
ficient strength of will and determination to 
accomplish what-she sets out todo. Andshe 
will benefit not only in the matter of looks 
but in her general health. A fat person was 
never known to be long Iived. This state- 
ment does not need qualifying. 
did there are a thousand—ten thousand—doc- 
tors who will certify that it is the truth. 


Can’t Deny Themselves Pleasure. 


There are a certain class of people to whom 
ft is useless to talk. And we will dispose of 
them in a few words, for weare not talking to 
them. These are the women, and also the 
men, who.so love the pleasures of the table 
that they“would rather go through th@ world 
gouty and fat and misshapen and die an early 
death than to deny themselves the pleasures 
of the palate. Perhaps they areright. We 
will not presume to be their judges. But 
when a fat person tells you that they do not 
eat anything, and that they take violent ex- 
ercise all the time, as fat people have the 
habit of asserting, you know, and .we all 
know, that they are telling an untruth, al- 
though they may be ina way deceiving them- 
selves, and have told the same story over s0 
often that the habit of it has given it the 
appearance of truth. The most lenient thing 
which can be said of people who eat too much, 
and we most all do that, is that they doit 
without paying attention. 

The strain of life is so great. A man comes 
home fired from his business. He is hungry, 
and he eats, and as he eats he begins to feel 
better, and so he eats on. A woman knows 
all of the virtues of her cuisine, and she in 
the effort of catering to her loved ones, to her 
family, becomes an epicure without knowihg 
4t. And in her love for her own she overfeeds 
them, and overfeeds herself, shamefully. 
Whereas the human mind is or ought to be 
the overseer, the constant and watchful gov- 
ernor which guides and directs what the body 
does. And that is the whole of the philosophy 
of keeping thin. One of the most successful 
and celebrated anti-fat physicians in the 
world is Dr. Yorke-Davies of London. And 
his books are read in every language, the one 
on the “ Dietetic Cure of Obesity "’ especially. 


Eat Plenty of Food. 


And the whole of his treatment is embodied 
in one philosophy. That is to eat good, 
nourishing food, and plenty of it, but from 
which has been eliminated the fat produc- 
ing elements—sugar and starch. It is no 
more nor no less than this. To do this re- 
quires a certain ‘amount of fortitude, for 
it means, for a time at least, that the pleas- 
ure of eating will be gone. It means the 
elimination of sugar and cream from the 
morning cup of coffee. The shock comes 
early, and it keeps up to late at night, when 
there is no pudding for dinner. 

But it is astonishing how quickly one be- 
comes ccustomed to the change, and the 
black coffee which was taken at first posi- 
tively as a bitter dose of medicine, soon be- 
comes a pleasing beverage. In fact. the 
palate finds a new pleasure in the delicious 
aroma of pure coffee, which has always be- 
fore been hidden in a mixture of cream and 
sugar 

It is all a matter of habit, and the habit 
for black coffee once acquired rver changes. 
Persons who drink it so could not be induced 
fe “spoil it”’ by adulterating it. 


But if it 
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Then the cook, whoever she is, must be 
severely interviewed. And here will come 
one of the greatest difficulties and draw- 
backs to the new régime. For butter and 
lard and all kinds of greasy substances, ac- 
cording to the treatments of the great Lon- 
don specialist, ntust be banished from the 
kitchen, only just enough being retained 
to cook vegetables and meats without their 
sticking to the vessels, and to prevent burn- 
ing. The cook will surely make a row, and 
if she does not leave she will persistently 
put in more butter than the protocol admits 
of. She will do this believing that she is 
serving the interests of her master, and per- 
suaded that she is doing a philanthropic ac- 
tion. 

Soon Loses Its Terrors. 

Dr. Yorke-Davies has been known to send 
for the cook or the chef of his patients and 
to himself remonstrate with them for their 
stubborn resistance to the new order of 
things. For, be it understood, the doctor 
has a hard:enough task on hand to keep up 
the moral courage of the ‘“ patient’’ him- 
self without the connivance of the cooks in 
the matter. 

In the beginning, to eat vegetables boiled 
in water or simply roasted in the oven with 
a little salt and pepper is a heroic task. But 
this. like the coffee habit. soon loses half its 
terrors and a new sensation awaits the faith- 
ful, that of enjoying the true flavor of what 
springs from the earth without the “ sugar 
coating ’’ which man has in a mistaken 
moment given to it. It seems but rational 
and natural and right, when we think soberly 
about it. As it is, sugar forms a certain 
percentage of all we eat. and there are cer- 
tain vegetables. and especially fruits like 
grapes, which are not permitted in the be- 
ginning of a treatment. as they possess too 
great a percentage of sugar. 

For the encouragement of those who would 
undertake seriously to follow out a treat- 
ment which they may prescribe for them- 
selves with perfect ease and with no danger 
to health it is imperative to get weighed at 
the beginning of the treatment and to have 
a@ regular day once a week to be weighed 
on the same scales. The London doctor al- 
ways installs a pair of scales in the home of 
his patient, whenever this is possible, so 
they may keep tab on their own condition. 
And he expects to see an average weekly 
diminution of not less than seven pounds. 
Plenty of exercise wherever this is possible 
is of course to be recommended, not tramp- 
ing arGund in a big shop. but a brisk, free 
walk in the open air in a park. 

The reward for faithfulness comes almost 
immediately not only in the satisfaction of 


seeing the too solid flesh melt but in an un- 
accountable lightness of heart and a clear- 
ness of mind which is astonishing. It is a 
sort of regeneration. which gives courage 
for other reforms in the manner of life, and 
it seems to give added strength to the in- 
tentions and purpose of living. 


Copy of Dietary. 


The following is a copy of the authentic 
dietary given by Dr. Yorke-Davies to one 
of his patients, a rich and titled English 
lady who had grown stout: 

DIETARY—An hour before breakfast, sip 
a tumbler of hot water; or a tumbler of 
Cambrunnen water may be taken if pre- 
ferred, with a squeeze of lemon if desired. 

BREAKFAST—One or two cups of tea, no 
milk or cream or sugar. Saccharine if liked, 
and a piece of lemon if desired, and two of 
the gluten biscuits. Three or four ounces 
of grilled or boiled white fish, such as sole, 
plaice, cod, turbot, brill, haddock, halibut, 
or whiting. Or three to four ounces of lean, 
grilled cutlet,, or chop, or of cold game, or 
chicken, or grilled kidney. Use only plain 
condiments as given below. 

LUNCH—tThree or four ounces of lean, 
grilled chop, or steak, or of any cut from 
the joint. lamb, beef or mutton, hot or cold, 
roast or boiled, with gravy in any quan- 
tity, if free from fat: or a chicken or game. 
Four ounces of green vegetables as select- 
ed from list below plainly cooked, without 
melted butter. Four ounces of stewed or 
baked fresh fruit if desired, such as black- 
berry, plum, apple, etc., sweetened if at all 
with saccharine. Salads as liked, if made 
with vinegar and without beet root and oil. 
One of the gluten biscuits and at least a 
tumbler or more of Cambrunnen water. 

AFTERNOON TEA—During the afternoon 
a cup of tea may be taken, as at breakfast, 
and one of the gluten biscuits. 

DINNER—Clear soup may be taken if 
liked, such as Julian, or gravy. Three ounces 
of fish, as given for breakfast. Three ounces 
of meat, as given for lunch: with vegetables, 
stewed fresh fruit. salads, as liked if made 
with vinegar, one gluten biscuit, and liquid 
as given for lunch. 

Before retiring at night sip a tumbler of 
hot water, or Cambrunnen water with a 
squeeze of lemon added if desired. 

A cup of beef tea, or strong, clear soup 
may be taken at any time during the day, as 
may algo a cup of black, sugarless coffee. 

No raw, or dried fruit may be taken for 
the. present.: 

CONDIMENTS—Worcester and anchovy 
sauces, ketchup, pepper, mustard, salt, wal- 
nut pickle, and horseradish. |

cabbage of all kinds, broccoli, cauliflower,

Under this 
dietary the patient in question lost nine 
pounds a week and not only felt no ill ef- 
fects, but became stronger and a great heart 
difficulty became at once relieved.

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in great clusters at the bottom, and the same 
neavy work formed the low corsage and the 
half long sleeves. It wasarich and striking 
dress and scintillated light as one moved in it. 

Still another gown seen in the same estab- 
lishment was intended for every day wear, 
und was of cloth and foulard silk, the color 
being a navy blue. The underskirt, which 
was round and just touched in the back, was 
of the cloth and quite plain. The bodice and 
yverskirt of the foulard were bordered with 
white polka dots, and made to open at 
the side, the bordering extending up fo just 
under the arms. Most of the bodice and the 
half sleeves were of the dotted silk and it 
was to be worn over a guimpe of thin lace 
of a deep cream shade.

In these days of luxury and refinement no 
Gétail of the toilet is too small to be care- 
fally thought out, even as to pins and hair- 
pins.

‘No woman can afford to be indifferent as 
te the choice of her hairpins. The question 
of wire hairpins comes in for discussion first. 
And while they are much used by the hair- 
dressers, because they are the cheapest, 
their use is to be discouraged as not heing 
conducive to either the beauty or health of 
tiie hair itself. Any metal as far as possible 
should be excluded from the hair, in favor 
of the bone, the horn, the tortoise shell, and 
the celluloid. The last named is most in use, 
ag it is inexpensive and always keeps smooth. 
There was a scare a while back against the 
ube of celluloid in the hair, because some 
wpman set her hair afire in which the thing 
which exploded and burned the most furious- 
ly was her celluloid hairpins.- But this was 
ah exceptional case. And we might as well 
réfuse to travel on railroad trains because 
theft are accidents occasionally. 

The newest celluloid pins are much smaller, 
shorter, and thinner than formerly. This 
senders them practically invisible. And the 
ones with the wasp waist stay in the hair 
bétter than the others. 

In the question of color, no better rule can 
be given than to get as nearly as possible 
the shade of your own hair. And by paradox 
the ones too light have the same effect, mak- 
ing the hair look darker by contrast than 
it really is. And as it is the almost universa] 
ambition among women to have their hair ag 
light as possitje. except gray, the best ef- 
fort tw that end is to select hairpins the sam@¢ 
color, at least not more than a shade lighter. 
For occasions a change may be made. Thus, 
red celluloid in black hair is becoming. Not 
too many pins of this color, however. One 
or two large long red pins give style. White 
celluloid in clean gray hair is beautiful, and 
gives a youthful tone. |

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HE clothes of the little girl of today 

are just as carefully considered as are 

those of any older member of the 

household, and although simplicity is 

the keynote of everything she wears, it 
is a simplicity that must be planned for and 
properly made. Her frocks for school or 
play do not differ materially from those for 
dancing school or her little parties, for the 
time is past when children are made mis- 
erable by dress up gowns, of which they are 
told they must be careful! or made self-con- 
scious by the knowledge that they are elab- 
orately garbed in fine and costly matertals. 
In fact, many mothers keep exclusively to 
one style for their little ones, and when 
changes of dress are made it is only the 
change from a soiled or rumpled frock toa 
fresh-one. The fashions of this season, 
however, are picturesque, and there is no 
child but will look charming in her spring 
clothes. 

To begin with, the hats are visions of 
beauty, and many of them look exactly as if 
they had been picked out of old prints and 
put on exhibition. In shape. color, and trim- 
ming they are as quaint as possible, and it 
only needs the pretty childish faces beneath 
them to make them perfect. Fancy a big 
mushroom shaped rough straw ina pale dull 
shade of green. Around it are twisted two 
scarfs, one in pale blue and the other of a 
deep magenta red. 

Mushroom of Liberty Satin. 


The material is the softest of liberty satin, 
and they are put on so loosely that they look 
as if they had been simply tossed on to the 
hat. At the left side of the front these scarfs 
are tied in a huge double bow, and at the 
right side of the back they are knotted to- 
gether and the ends hang down in soft folds 
almost to the shoulder. Another mushroom 
hat was also in coarse straw, the color being 
a dark shade ofapricot. A wide black velvet 
ribbon was tacked loosely around the crown 
and at the side was an enormous bunch of 
tiny roses, the colors being pink and bright 
yellow. A red straw hat seen had for its 
trimming a big wreath of forget-me-nots. tied 
together on the left side with a bow of pale 
blue ribbons, and another of burnt straw 
color had the flowers arranged in large 
flat bunches on either side of the front. One 
bunch was of scarlet geraniums and the 
other of blue gentian. The two were con- 
nected with a black velvet ribbon which 
passed over the crown of the hat. 

A great many of the hats are trimmed in 
this way. especially the old fashioned poke 
bonnet shape, which is popular. A white 
straw will have a bunch of pink roses on one 
side, and on the other yellow. or a green hat 
will be trimmed in yellow and blue, and the 
velvet ribbon or scarf will be in a lovely 
shade of mauve. These bonnets are becom- 
ing. for inside the wide spreading fronts are 
full plaited ruches of lace, either pure white 
or cream. whichever harmonizes best with 
the outside straw. Another new shape is 
the capote, which looks like nothing more 
or less than an oblong bit of straw on which 
ribbon, lace, and flowers have been tacked, 
and which is then tied under the chin. On 
children with round, chubby faces these lit- 
tle affairs are a joy. for they do not hide one 
bit of their prettiness, and yet they give the 
protection which the baby heaa requires. 


Trimmed with Bows. 


For older girls and for really practical pur- 
poses there are many hats that are simply 
trimmed with ribbon bows or with quills and 
wings. The high crowned sailor is a good 
shape, and so isthe big round crowned nar- 
row brimmed hat, which is neither tre mush- 
room nor the sailor, but a combination of 
thetwo.

They are caught together 
with long stitches all along the wire frame 
and when it is necessary to have them laun- 
dered it is the simplest matter in the world 
to take them apart and put them again on 
their foundations. 

When one is looking for frocks for little 
girls in Paris one is impressed by the vast 
number of white ones to be had, and by the 
variety of materials of which they are 
made. Everything is used and with good ef- 
fect, but there is a general style adhered 
to in making them up, whether they be 
thick or thin. In fact the little French 
miss has taken on a good bit the appearance 
of her mamma, inasmuch as her gowns 
show the empire tendency and are high 
waisted and with rather scant skirts. Also 
they are somewhat longer than have been 
worn for several seasons, which adds to this 
period effect. 


Embroidery Much Used. 


Embroidery is seen on almost every one 
and the newest is the colored embroidery on 
white goods. Gowns of the sheerest batiste 
will be finished.at the bottom with a scal- 
lop and a pattern above it of English eyelet 
holes worked in pale blue or pink cotton. 
The yoke will be of the same and so will be 
the finish around the neck and at the edge 
of the sleeves. Sometimes the princess form 
will be given by the embroidery being done 
in a panel back and front, the waist band 
only showing at the sides, and when this 
is in a color they are particularly pretty 
Except for little children large designs seem 
to be the favorites, rather than the fine, sa 
called French work which has been so long 
in vogue. On thin materials this stands 
out well and as a great deal of mercerized 
cotton is employed, it is especially good. 

A new material, which is popular em- 
broidered in this manner, is a sort of open 


grenadine, strong and firm and soft as well. 


It shows an even mesh, with double threads 
and is somewhat silky in appearance. Gowns 
made of this are always finished with a 
scant ruffle, and sometimes with two ruf- 


fles put on one over the other, and on these 


the edges are heavily embroidered to give 
them weight. Conventional flower designs 


are used with a great deal of scroll work 


between. and on the little bodices much of 


the latter is seen with here and there heavy 


touches to carry out the genera! idea of the 
skirts. Other nets, such as the coarse wash 
the Greek tulle. which will also wash, 


what wiry. Nothing but embroidery is to’ 
be seen on any of these, and in fact the 
era of lace seems to have passed except as 


a finish for neck and sleeves, or where it 
is absolutely necessary. 


Worn Over a Slip. 


All these thin frocks must be worn overa 
slip of some sort, and for small people there 
come combinations made precisely like those 
intended for older folk, and quite as care- 


fully fitted. They are either of soft muslin 


or of wash silk, and are made in princess 
style, the skirts being well gored out from 
the waist down to give them the right amount 
of fullness. At the bottom they have a nar- 
row ruffie, lace trimmed, and occasionally 
lace insertion will be put on over the length- 
wise seams These combinations are nice 
little garments and give a trim look toa child, 
and are just as comfortable to wear as are 
the waist and buttoned on skirt. 

Of heavier weight white materials, pique 
is still one of the most popular, and every 
year the quality of this goods seems to tm- 
prove. This season's offering shows many 
large patterns and much smooth surface. 
Nearly all has a silk finish, which does not 
vanish when the gown goes into the laundry 
tub. Another spring materia! is brilliantine, 
which is something like dimity but, heavier, 
and there is also a plain linen which comes: 
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especially for children’s clothes and which is 
strong and lasting. All gowns made of any 
of these goods are simple, usually finished 
with a broad hem, and possibly with a touch 
of embroidery on the neck and sleeves. This 
is sometimes done to simulate a broed col- 
lar and cuffs. but It is worked on to the ma- 
terial and is not a separate piece. 
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Overskirt for Outdoors. 


A great many children who are dressed 
entirely in white when indoors are provided 
with some sort of colored skirt. which is 
slipped on over their wash dress when 
they go out, and is worn with any coat. These 
extra skirts are generally plaited, and are 
made of soft cashmere or a lightweight serge, 
dark blue or tan being the favorite colors. 
They open in the front and are fastened from 
underneath * several large fiat buttons to 
the coat, whether this be the ordinary reefer 
or a longer one. It is really a sensible idea. 
for it keeps the under gown fresh and clean. 
affords a certain amount of protection on cool 
days. and is nothing to take off or put on. 

For girls of from 8 to 12 or 14 years of age 
colored frocks for school or 
to be seen 
pretty materials k and white 
checks are charming, and there becoming 
to nearly every girl. One of the best models 
seen was made with a gored skirt, which 
fitted tightly over the hips but which had 
a double box plait down front and back. The 
waist line was high and both front and back 
the plait extended to the top of the rounded 
Out neck. A narrow collar of bright scarlet 
cloth with a tiny line of black on either edge 
finished this, and on the short close sleeves 
was a turned back cuff of the Same. A nar- 
row stitched scarlet and black belt showed 
at the sides. With this was a tucked guimpe 
of fine mull. Another black and white gown 
of larger plaid was made up on the bias. and 
the close skirt had small single plaits put 
on and fastened to the bottom. Front and 
back they extended to the yoke, which hada 
three inch finish of reseda green cloth em- 
broidered with black dots. The sleeves were 
long with green cuffs, and a soft green folded 
ribbon showed from beneath the plaits and 
from the waist band. An Irish lace yoke 
completed the gown, which was in exceed- 
ingly good style. With these black and white 
frocks the hat always matches the alle of 
color, whatever it may be, and for spring®and 
early summer wear they make delightful 
little costumes. 


Cashmere Is in Favor. 


All the shades of tan are much used for 
every day gowns, particularly for coats and 
skirts, and this season cashmere is one of 
the materials that is finding much favor.

In fact, 
“many women give their jewelry what may 
be termed a rest during the summer months, 
and it remains snugly tucked away in some 
safety deposit vault from spring until the 
winter season begins.

The only 
exception that is made is in the case of 
pearls, for these most beautiful of all orna- 
ments may with good taste be worn with any 
costume and at any time or in any place. 
The care of these, however, is great, and 
few women who own handsome strings of 
is but have them copied in an imitation, 
and these they feel they can wear with per- 
fect freedom from anxiety. 

Some of these are so beautiful that even 
@n expert cannot distinguish the imitation 
from the real, for they are made graduated 
in size and matched in color and quality in 
the same way asthe real. To wear with any 
gown the short string that just fits around 
the base of the throat is always good, and 
those of moderate size are preferred to the 
large. 

Pearls in All Designs. 

There is seldom anything in the way of an 
ornament attached to these, but for the long 
strings. that reach to the waist line there 
come all sorts of designs to be had, to suitall 
tastes. The prettiest possibly consist of two 
pear shaped pearls fastened to slender gold 
chains and hanging one shorter than the 
other. Another pretty ornament is made of 
two circles of smal] pearls set in such a 
manner that no gold is visible, and one large 
enough to held the other. ‘They fasten to- 
gether at the top and the smaller one swings 
within the larger, making a graceful effect. 

Just at present there is a fad for ear- 
rings, and nothing lends itself so well for 
these as do pearls.

The collar of pearls, composed of several 
strands medium in size, are ameng the most 
popular pieces of jewelry, for they can be 
worn upon so many and such varied occa- 
sions. ‘hey are most becoming with low 
gowns and equally they make a lovely finish 
with the collarless bodice which is always 
in vogue during warm weather. Some late 
ones seen have in the center of the front an 
openwork ornament made of gold and bril- 
liants. These are copies of any of the old 
paste buckles of a century ago and do not in 
the least pretend to be real stones, but in 
many cases they are in much better style 
than more expensive ornaments.

society order their stationery, visiting cards, 
etc., in Paris.

the Miles. St. Yves, who fill most all these 
orders. And a curious person passing by 
their window most any day may sée such 
names as Mrs. Potter Palmer, Mrs. Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt, Chauncey M. Depew, and, 
in fact, the whole gamut. Curious, isn’t it?

For in spite of the double 
envelopes which are now universally re- 
quired, the demand for the stamping with 
wax is just as great as ever. This proves 
that the fear of having a letter opened by 
some indiscreet person had nothing to do 
with the fad for sealing wax. 
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Latest in Perfumes. 


HE history of perfumes is the history 
of the world. And they are credited, 
rightfully or wrongfully, with playing 
an important role in the destinies of 
men. Nor has their use always been 
confined to that of pleasure. Many odors 
are antiseptic as well as @msthetic. For in- 
stance, in certain South American countries 
special odors are believed by the natives 
to act as magic against the evil eye. And 
it is certain that certain piants and flowers 
have a marked influence on the organism. 

The Greeks, as is well known, made con- 
stant use of perfume in many forms in their 
daily lives. It was used In their apartments, 
burned as incense to sweeten the atmos- 
phere. They made offerings of burnt in- 
cense to their gods, and also to their dead 
whom they wished to honor. At their feasts 
they wore wreaths of heavily scented flow- 
ers on their heads, and they drank their 
wine perfumed with violets out of goblets 
made from scented woods. Each part of the 
body was anointed with its special perfume. 
Palm oll was rubbed on the facé and chest 
Mint was used for the arms, and ground ivy 
for the neck and knees. White violets were 
said to be good for the digestion, and the 
odor extracted from vine leaves sustained 
the lucidity of the mind. 

The wrestlers in the Olympic games rubbed 
their bodies with an aromatic oil before 
going into a contest in order that their ad- 
versaries might not get too firm a grip on 
them. 

Hippocrates is said to have cleared Athens 
of a plague by the burning of aromatic 
plants, after all other remedies had failed. 
He caused strong spices to be burned in the 
public streets,.and indoors wreaths and 
gariands of heavily scented flowers were 


hung. 
America a Large Importer. 


In the far east ‘the mango tree is said to 
possess marvelous curative powers, and peo- 
ple who are ill or in declining health are 
said to be restored to perfect condition by 
walking under the shadow of this tree. In 
South America the virtues of the quinine 
tree, for warding off fevers, is an established 
fact. And consumptive colonies congregate 
under the pungent and odoriferous fir trees, 
where the dread scourge slinks away baf- 
fled. Balsam, benzoin, and myrrh are agree- 
able for their /odors, and rubbed into oint- 
ments have a wonderful curative property. 

Legend has always played a large part in 
the histories of perfumed rings which were 
said to, by pressing a hidden spring, give 
off a delicious poison odor which it was cer- 
tain death to Inhale. 

To the Chinese we are responsible for the 
odor of odors which has caused many other 
odors to fall into disgrace—musk. They are 
passionately fond of it, as it is a native of 
their country, and they attribute to it many 
virtues, including the ctyre of headache and 
snake bite. Their pungent, fatally odor- 
iferous poppies need no mention. We in our 
country, in America, have passed through a 
period when a person given to the use of 
perfumery was looked at askance. But to- 
day this excusable little prejudice is a thing 
of the past. And America is one of the 
largest importers of French perfumery, be- 
sides making quantities of it at home. 


French Reputation Old. 


Paris is at the present time the perfumery 
center of the world, but America with its 
California and its Florida will soon surpass 
the French production. 

The great reputation of the French per- 
fumery dates back about a century, to the 
days of the second empire, which sealed the 
reputation for taste and luxury of the “ beau 
monde” of Paris. 
came into existence which are still today 
known to every American lady, such names 
as Lubin, Guerlain, Piver, Pinaud, Roger 
Gallet, and Houbigant. The business has 
been handed down from father to son, and 
the same families are still in possession of 
these firms. But the pleasantest thing in 
regard to the use of perfumery in the present 
day is that is has become almost impersonal. 
That is. most ladies do not use a scent 
directly on a handkerchief as of old. But 
they prefer to delicately perfume all of their 
belongings by means of dainty sachet bags, 
and if they use a perfume at all it is in the 
form of a little toilet water or of a sack of 
perfumed bran thrown imto their bath, 


Odors and Perfumes, 


To exhale a pleasant odor is a charm for 
any refined person. The woman who leavesa 
trall of perfumery behind her is quite a dif- 
ferent person. The French are past masters 
in the combining of dainty and pleasing 
odors. And all of the shops abound with 
termplingly arranged perfumes for the toilet 
ur the bath, as well as many forms of incense 
ready for lighting and with which one digin- 
fects an apartment or at least sweetens it. 
Many oriental forms of vaporizers are to be 
had into which the essence or powder is 
poured to be burned. Then there are innu- 


merable little sacks of perfumed bran forthe 
bath. Each sack is intended for one bath, 
and these cost from 2 to 4 centsapiece. The 
bran is done up in cheesecloth, very porous, 
und if thrown into the tepid water the milky 
mixture softens the bath and renders it most 
agreeable. 

Another insidious way of giving a delicate 
ecent to one’s clothing are the padded shoui- 
der holds by which garments are suspendea 
in the closét. The cotton wadding is fillea 
with the sachet powder, and this gives an 
indescribable odor scarcely perceptible. A)! 
of the large dressmakers adopt some fine, 
subtle odor which can scarcely be called an 
odor and yet which hasa personality. 


Calture of the Body. 


This is to be a great epoch for the culture of 
the body in the ancient Greek sense of the 
word. And the use of olntments for rubbing 
the muscles of the athlete as well as the gen- 
tle pleasure of the perfumed bath, so refresh- 
ing and invigorating, is growing in daily use. 
Bottles of aromatic spices and perfumed 
herbs are now an article of common com- 
merce in any ordinary shop. These are sci- 
entifically compounded by expert chemists 
in order not only to be agreeable but also to 
soften the water and make it more cleansing. 

In the matter of perfumed powders and 
sachets which are placed in ornamental 
form into the drawers and in the wardrobe. 
the greatest caution is required not to get 
that musty odor. a dusty smell of faded flow- 
ers And the best way not to make mis- 
takes in this is to choose only from some 
well known make and to trust to their direc- 
tions. 

It is left to a woman to select the flower 
or combination which she prefers, but after 
this it is wiser to buy only what has been 
tested by time and experience. 

Many of the perfumers will tell you them- 
selves that odors in a liquid form are much 
better on this account, and recommend un- 
conditionally the spray even for household 
linen. After this the odors in the form of In- 
cense, burned, are considered bést. 


Difficult to Find New Combination. 


After all, the most difficult thing for the 
perfumers is to find new combinations in 
perfumes. The perfumer is in a way likethe 
composer of music who has only a few notes 
at his disposal. And yet out of these must 
come the entire gamut of voluptuous pleas- 
ure of which the olfactory nerve Is capable. 
Every one knows the immense hit made 
with the ‘*‘ Trefle Incarnat,’’ of Piver and the 
‘Ideal "' of Houbigant. Some of the recent 
or new styles in perfumes are the “ Bouquet 
Greuze’’ of Lubin, the ‘“‘ Gtillet du Roy ” of 
Houbigant, the “ Jardin de Mon Curé” of 
Guerlain, the “ Violette du Tzar’’ of Le 
grand, and the “ Gloire de Paris” of Roger 
et Gallet. 

In the matter of toilet waters the Eau de 


Cologne seems to have been ousted in favor | 


of “ Alcool Lavende,’’ which is simply re- 
fined alcohol perfumed with the essence of 
lavender. The use of either one of these 
for a rub in the morning when rising !s not 
an affectation but of the greatest medicinal 
value to the skin.

Paris is the city par excellence for the 
creation of attractive and dainty articles 
made of lace and ribbons, tinsel and paste.

This Season’s Belts 
Are Stunning. 


HEN the high waisted gown came 
into fashion it was supposed to 


sound the death knell of the fancy 
belt, for it went without saying 
that a band raised several inches 
above the line of the waist would not be 
a becoming style to any woman, no mat- 
ter how slender or willowy her figure. But 
the French are ever resourceful and almost 
immediately after the advent of the empire 
and directoire frocks the new belt made 
its appearance. These do not in the smallest 
degree add to the size of the waist and are 
really nothing more than a suggestion of a 
line which seems to give the touch that was 
lacking before. 
These belts are simply a cord varying in 
efize but seldom larger around than one’s 
thumb, but they are made in various ways 
and of the most expensive and beautiful ma- 
terlals. They are all finished on the under 
side with half a dozen hooks which fasten 
on to the upper part of the skirt, and al- 
though they look as if put on carelessly 
and as only an-after thought, in, reality they 
are as firm as péssible and not move 
from their place. The most attractive are 
made of gold, but gold so changed that it 
is scarcely to be distinguished. They are 
in all colors of reds, browns, greens, and 
even shades that have no real name, and 
so no matter what your costume may be 
you may be sure of being able to match 
it. The strands of the cords are quite as 
fine as silk, and they are woven and twisted 
together in the most intricate manner. Some- 
times two or three shades of the same color 
are seen in these belts, or two distinct col- 
ors made into tiny strips or squares. A 
good sized buckle into which jewels have 
been introduced usually fastens them to- 
gether in front, and on these no expense is 
spared. 


Two Tones of Dull Green Gold. 


One seen at Paquin's was intended to be 
worn with a gown of amethyst colored char- 
meuse, the belt being in two tones of dull 
green gold. The buckle was almost en- 
tirely openwork and was studded with many 
purple stones, and from it depended a number 
of greenish colored tassels, each finished 
with an amethyst. Another similar in de- 
sign formed the heading of a pastel pink 
cloth skirt, and the colors used were pink 
and brown. Coral] knobs of irregular shape 
decorated the buckle. and to be worn with 
this was a buckle of like design which was 
placed among the lace ends on the collar 
of the blouse. A particularly stunning belt 
was made in the form of a small golden 
brown snake, the tiny scales which over- 
lapped one another being made as flexible ag 
a ribbon. The fastening of this was at the 
left side, the head pointing upward, and two 
stnall diamonds formed the eyes. The work- 
manship of the belt was faultless, for it 
moved with every turn of the figure, and 
glistened like a living thing. | 

Gold ribbon is also used for these belts, not 
imitation gold, but the real, and made as 
pliable as a piece of ribbon. ‘These are 
frequently brought from the front around 
to the back of the bodice, where they are 
tied in a small bow to lie tight against the 
back. This ribbon comes in many colors, 
is not more than an inch in width, and the 
little bows take up no room if worn under 
a coat. 

With some of the strictly tallored cos- 
tumes the skirts are not made with the high 
waist line, and to wear with these some 
charming belts are being shown. ‘They are 
of all kinds, ribbon, elastic, and leather, and 
In every conceivable color to match any 
gown. Some of the smartest are of heavy 
ribbed ribbon showing small bunches of 
flowers on a neutral! toned background. The 
many shades all run into one another ina 
manner that is quite impossible to describe, 
but they are awfully pretty and help dress 
up a tailor skirt and severe blouse. Others 
In ribbon are of stripes going up and down 
and in two colors, usually something dark 
with either gold or silver. These have one 
advantage in the fact that they make the 
waist look small, and this if nothing else 
would add to their popularity. 


To Bring Out the Patterns. 


Many women do not care for elastic belts 
as they do not always hold in place and are 
apt to stretch too much in wearing, but for 
those who do there are some excellent double 
faced ones that are new and most effective 
Of these the background is dark, with lighter 
shades showing above, and in nearly all 
there is to be found a touch of gold. Some- 
times it forms the entire design, or again it 
is only a tracing better to bring out the 
pattern. All of the new belting is, of course. 
sold by the yard. and a great deal of it is far 
from being expensive. an item to be con- 
sidered if one needs several, as is almost al- 
ways the case. Those of ribbon are more 
than a dollar the yard, and the elastic is 
cheap, as less is required. 

Leather belts are always in good style and 
there is a great variety of them to be had 
The newest are sort of embossed ones that 
show patterns that are vague and indistinct 
They are wide in the back and taper into 
almost nothing as they come toward the 
front. Undressed leather is used for them. 
and this comes in a wonderful range of 
shades. Others are made of the same and 
are studded with nail heads of a darker color 
and of glazed kid. These are sporty looking 
and well suited to be worn with severe cloth 
gowns 

Buckles are generally considered apart 
from belts. for most women have two or 
three which they change as they see fit. If 
one can secure an old fashioned one, so much 
the better, and frequently these can be found 
if one has patience. They are usually set 
with stones or have much carving or tracing 
of the metal, and as a rule they will outlast 
two or three of modern make. in Fren-ch 
gilt. however, there are many of excellent 
design which are pretty to wear with rib- 
bons or elastic Those that clasp are the 
best style for these. while for leather belts 
the kind that really buckle through are con- 
sidered the smartest. The size is a matter 
of taste, but the woman whose waist cannot 
be called fairly slender should avoid any- 
thing but the smailest. There ts nothing 
that will add tothe apparent size of the waist 
as a buckle of large dimensions clapped 
directly in front.

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USY mothers often bless their stars 

that their children are boys, because 

their clothes can be bought ready 

made, and thus a world of worries 

is avoided. So, in fact. the day that 
Johnny gets his first pair of *‘ pants’ there 
are two happy instead of one. It would not 
be fair to blame it all on to mamma if the 
youngster gets that first pair of trousers 
sometimes at an age when he has not yet 
cut all of his milk teeth, and when the length 
of a leg is only about a finger. There are 
two people who are party to that rushing of 
the season Johnny is in a hurry for fear 
he might be taken for a girl. and mamma 
submits to what she kpows to be the inevi- 
table sooner or later. The baby things are 
laid on the shelf; Johnny gets a haircut, and 
he is then ready for his first suit of clothes. 
So many and so complete are the things 
thought out for the boy’s outfit that in the 
bewildering array it is difficult.to choose. 
And while the little articles taken separately 
seem cheap, the total soon mounts up to 
proportions which even astonish papa, proud 
as he is to foot the bill. In short, a little 
boy must have a comprehensive list of things 
which in miniature quite duplicate those 
of his father. 

To begin with, there are the undersuits. 
This spring there is a great variety of union 
Buits, which have been found the most prac- 
tical and satisfactory for boys altogether. 
These come in several weights of gauze, 
and are mostly short sleeved, reaching a lit- 
tle below the knee. The chest is double 
breasted, which allows not only for shrink- 
age, but for a boy's growth in a swmmer. 
The buttons are easily set over once a month. 
There is a great variety of colors, blue, pink, 
and also gay stripes. But the prudent mother 
usually chooses the plain balbriggan, as it 
both washes and wears better. 


Bare Legs Fashionable, 

There are sOme extra short suits for the 
boy who wishes to go with bare knees, that 
is, wear socks and short trousers coming 
only just below the knee. This is a style 
almost universal in Paris, ‘even in winter, 
when the legs are red with the cold. It is 
claimed by reputable physicians to be most 
healthy, and it is beginning to come into 
practice in America. It is an immense sav- 
ing in stockings, and solves at once the ques- 
tion of darning the knees, as it is the bare leg 
which catches the brunt of scuffing and 
blows. But it takes a long time to changea 
custom, and American children are conspicu- 
ous the world over for their neatly fitting 
shoes and well pulled up stockings. The 
custom of wearing sandals for children in 
warm weather, especially at the seashore, 
is, however, of American origin, and has 
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been copied not only in Ftance but In Eng- 
land and Germany as well. 

Just a word about socks or chausettes 
for the small boy with bare legs. A special 
kind of sock comes, rnébbed to stand up on the 
leg without garters. It has beside a casing 
woven down to back seam, and into this ig 
slipped a piece of herringbone, well padded 
to prevent any discomfort. This keeps the 
sock taut without garters. 

The same narrow ribbed material is woven 
Jong into stockings, as it resists wear better 
than the ordinary cotton or lisle stocking. 
The prettiest of these are woven two tone, 
black or brown for instance, with a back- 
ground of white, or some color. They gre 
pretty on the foot. 


Low Shoes and Fiat Heels. 


In shoes for boys, the low shoe seems to 
have the preference, and this can be readily 
understood, as they give more liberty to the 
foot and ankle, for the endless games and 
sports. Spring heels for children have fallen 
off, the popular belief being that they en- 
courage a fiat foot, and make the wearing 
of heels which must come a little later more 
difficult. Low flat heels have the preference,

time have the leather thongs instead of the 
ever breaking ties, a great improvement. 
There is a great variety of tan and brown 
shoes for the advent of summer, and these 
seem to stand the ruffing which they get 
better than black, which so soon looks peeled 
and shabby. Patent leather pumps are, of 
course, a part of every well equipped boy's 
outfit. Some of these have a strap, but the 
most stylish ones are qufte plain. 

We are gradually arriving at the most im- 
portant thing, the “‘ pants” and the jacket, 
or whatever is to be worn with them. But 
to proceed logically, the shirtwaist or the 
shirt comes first. And here is a knotty 
question for mamma to decide, for this is the 
danger line when the greatest amount of 
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judgment must be used, not to make a boy 
look like a little old man. Certainly, stiff 
shirt fronts and stiff, stand up collars are to 
be disc-«nraged, not only on account of this, 
but tf the point of view of the symmet- 
rical i healthful development of the body 
of the growing boy. Thesiender neck should 
be left as free as possible, free of movement, 
free for breathing, and free to be hardened 
by contact with the fresh air. For this rea- 
son the long and persistent popularity of the 
sailor suits is a blessing in disguise. And 
the thoughtful mother will insist on nothing 
more binding than the Jow, stiff turnover col- 
lars with the pretty flowing bow ties, or else 
on the soft blouses or shirts of pongee, or 
other durable silks. 


we Question of “Pants.” 


The moral is and the struggle, to keep a boy 
out of long trousers and high, stiff collars as 
long as possible. 

The button band which comes to hold the 
trousers and the blouse or shirt together is 
a kindly invention. Thus the blouse or waist 
has only buttonholes about the waist and 
is easily laundered, and the pantaloons, also 
having only buttonholes, are easily cleaned 
and pressed. If a button comes off the band 
it is so easy to change for another band. 

These pongee waists come in all shades— 
blue, pink, white, and in the natural colors. 
Some have white ruffies and frills down the 
front and’ at the wrists, and, worn with a 
white linen turnover collar, they are pretty. 

As for the little suits, they are legion, and 
come in all manner of materials and shades. 
Here the taste of the boy himself may be 
consulted with impunity. The serges are 
always good wearers, but they are wiry and 
stiff. The corkscrews are much worn and 
are especially pretty in bright colors. There 
are diagonals, and cheviots, and also plain 
cloth. But the newest things this spring are 
fancy patterns in soft, beautiful goods, small

EVER was soap so nearly in disgrace 
as the present This sounds formid- 
able, but, in fact, with modern luxury 
and refinement, the simple use of soap 
and water asa means to cleanliness no 

longer suffices. The bath has become, as in 
the days of the ancient Romans. a thing of 
sentiment. It is a recreation, a means of re- 
laxation, and a medicinal treatment for over- 
tired nerves and jaded faculties. 

Moreover, soaps have been so tremendously 
adulterated in the commercial strenuousness 
that people have awakened to the fact thata 
bath taken with those highly colored and 
loudly perfumed articles are often injurious 
to the skin and even detrimental to health, 
no matter how attractive they may look done 
up in their fancy papers. 

The revolt against soap and water, in their 
crude form, as the only efficient way of 
cleansing the skin has come. These are only 
the necessary concomitants of the bathing 

ur, 

People are beginning to learn that water's 
hot always cleansing, and thaf it may con- 
tain such a proportion of lime or alkalis as to 
be a deleterious astringent to the nerves in- 
Stead of a tonic to build up the depleted sys- 
tem. Rain water is. of course, the ideal water 
for bathing purposes, but this is not always 
Gvailable 80 the next best thing to do is to 
Study the composition of the water which one 
must use and, if necessary, take the druggist 
into your confidence, in order to get the neces- 
sary article with which to soften‘the water. 
The importance of having proper water in 
which to bathe is second only to having pure 
Water to drink. It is a well known fact that 
malaria, and typhoid fever even, may be im- 
bibed through the pores of the skin in bath- 
ing. Then, for the sake of health alone, the 
Sreatest care should be taken with the bath. 


Te Soften the Water. 


Borax and ammonia are the commonest 
things with which to soften the water, and 
these are also purifying. But there are to 

how ready prepared mixtures put up 
by competent chemists which are better 
still These should be kept in bottles which 
are ruled off. and no chance dashing in of a 
iittle of this or that should be indulged in. 

Or in one case there will not be enough, 
@nd in another too much may be used, which 
will dry and harden the skin instead of 
making it more supple as intended. 

There are the exceptional cases where the 
skin has oj] enough to withstand the ravages 
of all kinds of soaps and the hardest water. 
But the average person needs to use creams 


_ OF softening lotions to keep the skin in per- 


fect condition. This is especially true be- 
C@use of the tight clothing which we wear 
@nd of the lack of air on the body. 

Paris, where perhaps the greatest 
@Mount of luxury prevails in regard to the 


bath, not as a means to cleanliness but by 
ladies as a beautifier, the commonest form 
of bath for this pyprpose is the bain de son— 
the bran bath. And these are to be had even 
in the homely and primitive public baths, 
which we spoiled Americans are so wont to 
criticise. Aside from the inconvenience of 
having to go out of your own home for a 
bath, which is certainly a great inconven- 
jence, these plain looking establishments are 
in reality things of great luxury. It re- 
mains only to know the secrets of the place 
and to know what to ask for. 
Take a Bran Bath. 


A bran bath may be had in any and all 
of these municipal baths by paying a sup- 
plement of 10 cents. This, added to the price 
of the bath, brings the cost of the whole up to 
80 cents. For 10 cents a little square sack 
of bran neatly done up in 4 cheese cloth 
covering is brought.to you. This is put into 
the tub while the water is being turned on, 
care being taken not to have the water too 
hot, as it cooks the flour in the bran. But 
by letting on warm, not hot water, there is 
produced a creamy mass, soft and delight- 
ful to the skin and most gratifying and rest- 
ful to the nerves. 

This is bran pure and simple. But in all 
of the shops are to be bought for a small 
price, ranging from 6 to 12 cents a package, 
little sacks of bran which has been mixed 
with perfumed herbs such as almond meal 
fiour, orris root, scented voilets, sunflower 
seed, powdered, and a great number of other 
things which go to make up the beauty bath. 

As the subject of always having a bath in- 
stalled in the apartments in Paris is not easy, 
many persons have got into quite another 
way of bathing, and that is to use bathing 
mitts, and take a sponge bath, while standing 
on a thick bath mat. To those who have 
the habit of the porcelain tub this will seem 
inconvenient and insufficient even. But 
persons who have become accustomed to 
this form of bathing soon learn to prefer it, 
and may be induced with difficulty to use 
the tub when the occasion offers. The only 
exception to this is in summer, when a great 
quantity of water has a cooling effect on the 
heated system’ Otherwise there are many 
who find the sponge bath pleasanter and

Soap is used in 
moderation, say once a week, not oftener, 
but ig always rinsed off, with some soft 
water and the skin well rubbed with alcohol 
after. 

The milk bath, also, is quite common, and 
as a beautifier is said to have no equal. And 
there isin Paris a beautiful Russian princess, 
well known in the world of society, who 
makes no secret of the fact that she never 
yses water for her bath but always milk, 
sweet milk in winter and buttermilk in sum- 
mer. The skin of the throat and shoulders 
is as white as the milk with which she is 
bathed by her maids every morning, although 
she has dark brown eyes. 

The milk is applied by means of large 
bunches of antiseptic cotton, and it is dried 
off in the same manner, after which the flesh 
is gently frictioned with eau de cologne, in 
order to prevent any suggestion of stickiness. 

The Turkish bath, and the steaming of 
which we are fond in America, finds but 
little favor in Paris. Frenchwomen have a 
belief that such extreme heat applied to the 
skin is injurious to it, as well as bad for the 
nerves and the heart. And persons addicted 
to the use of these extremes of temperature 
are said to become prematurely old.

N Paris the tailor who dresses the smart- 
est men of the French stage as well as 
the most fashionable society men of the 
capital, and who has such royal cus- 
tomers as the King of Spain, is Kriegck. 

Here is his list of correct dresses for all 
occasions: 

THE BUSINESS SUIT FOR MORNING.— 
Bntire suit of the same material, in fancy 


oheviot or angola, rather dark with stripes: 


©r small checks. Single breasted cutaway 
coat; single breasted vest, buttoning rather 
lew. Or. for a change, a fancy cassimere 
vest is often worn. The trousers perfectly 
straight, turned up about two inches. Col- 
ored shirt, small pin stripe the preference, 
with fancy Regatta tie rather light in shade. 

ANOTHER BUSINESS SUIT.—Whole suit 
of dark blue cheviot, with“Sack coat either 
.single or double breasted; vest without col- 

r, but with white slip; trousers rather 
large, but quite straight; light or bright blue 
tie; tan boots, low, with dark blue or black 
socks; fedora hat; crooked stick. Itis well 
to have a few fancy vests, especially striped 
and check Tattersals, which are made in both 
Summer and winter weights. 

THE BUSINESS OVERCOAT.—The style 
of overcoat for the above described suits 
should be of the sack variety, single breasted, 
father skirty, in a light shade of fancy 

cheviot. patch pockets, the collar of the 
Bame material. 

A MORE DRESSY OVERCOAT FOR 
MORNING.—A more dressy overcoat to wear 
with the same suits is obtained by substi- 
tuting dark blue cloth and a velvet collar.

AFTERNOON DRESS.—Light gray shet- 
land frock coat, double breasted, but worn 
Spen with a double button. Or a black cut- 
away with one button, tight fitting at the 
waist, with breast pocket. Single breasted 
vest with white slip; fancy striped cassimere 
trousers, with the crease prominent, but no 
crease at the bottom, the height of the inside 
turn up, which is quite round; high double 
turnover collar, Ascot tie; silk hat; patent 
leather shoes. A sack overcoat may be worn 
with this suit, one having a velvet collar. 
But more appropriate is the frock coat, 
with velvet collar and turned up cuff bor- 
dered with velvet. ) 

HOW TO DRESS FOR A DDING.— 
Light gray shetland frock coat, cut dowble 
breasted, but worn open with a double but- 
ton; fancy vest with large roll collar; the 
front coming down low and pointed; trousers 
same material as the frock coat, with a fancy 
or lighter gray vest. But when a vest is 
chosen of the same material as the coat, then 
the trousers should be of fancy cassimere, a 
stripe in two tones of gray, for instance. 
With this should be worn a double breasted 
frock overcoat with velvet collar, with 
turned up cuffs bordered with velvet. Silk 
hat, pafent leather shoes with fancy tops if 
preferred. 

HOW_TO DRESS FOR A FUNERAL.—The 
chief mourners naturally wear all black 
dress mourning suits. Other mourners wear 
black, double breasted frock coats made of 
black cheviot or vicuna without the silk 
revers; single breasted vests without collar, 
same material as the coats, with trousers of 
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RIDING OOSTOPLE 
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the same materia], and fancy black silk ties; 
high silk hats and patent leather shoes; black 
overcoat with collar and revers of the same 
material. 

EVENING DRESS FOR ORDINARY OC- 
CASIONS—Black dress coat with silk re- 
vers, tight fitting but not closing in the 
front. Trousers same material as the coat, 
with two parallel rows of silk braid down 
the outside; side pockets always. Single 
breasted dress vest, either in black or white, 
with either step collar or roll collar, with 
three buttons close together, the vest long 
in points at the front, cut back sharply, 
short at the sides, and tight at the waist. 
The black vest is trimmed with fancy braid 
to match the braid’running down the side 
of the trousers. High stand up collar and 
white butterfly bow, either of batiste or of 
silk. Oper hat. 

With the evening sult is worn a single 
breasted overcoat with silk revers and a 
cloth collar. It may be in dark blue or dark 
gray material and lined through the shoul- 
ders with black satin. 

For spring, instead of the ** Macfarlane,’’ a 
long cape is being worn in France. It is 
made of black vicuna, lined: - with heavy silk, 
and has a ‘ Saxe’’ collar and double but- 


‘ton. For the smoking jacketia fancy dress 


cloth is being used, the shape being the ordi- 
nary lounge, but slightly taken in at the 
waist. The revers are of silk, very long. 
The trousers have only one row of braid 
down each side instead of-two. A black vest 
and a black tie are worn, or else light gray 
vest and’ gray tie.

BIG RACE MEETINGS.—Black, gray, or 
blue vicuna, with herringbone or diamond 
pattern; double breasted frock coat with silk 
revers; tight fitting at the waist; single 
breasted vest of the same material with 
white elip; trousers fancy striped cassimere, 
black ground with white stripe; fancy silk 
Ascot tie, rather dark in color; Bilk hat; 
patent leather shoes with white spats, or 
with fancy uppers. A fancy dewble breasted 
vest makes a nice change. 

FOR THE SEASIDE.—A lounging suit In 
fancy material, striped flannel, in loud and 
fancy designs. Three button sack coat, but 
only two are used. Small turnback cuffs, no 
lining; patch pockets; single breasted vest, 
no collar, open, four or five buttons only. 
Turned up trousers, quite round at the waist. 
Four supports for the belt, which is usually 
either one inch or else two inches wide; but- 
tons inside, in case one wishes to wear sus- 
penders. When no vest is worn, a leather 
antelope belt is usually worn. White shoes, 
peau de dinde. or canvas. Fancy cane and 
panama or white felt hat. 

EVENING DRESS FOR DIPLOMATIC 
RECEPTIONS OR DINNERS.—The diplo- 
mats wear their respective uniforms, a long 
blue cloth cape with a ‘‘ Saxe,’ collar, and 
two gold buttons, the collar being of velvet. 
Civilians are now adopting the evening dress 
in color for these occasions in France. The 
sult is made up in the same fashion as the 
ordinary dress sult, but the color is either 
a dark wine or a dark blue, and the vest is 
of gray ottoman silk. The revers of the 
coat are also of ottoman to match the color 
of the sult.

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OTHING so aptly illustrates our grow- 

ing familiarity with Japan and China 

asthegreat revolution which has taken 

place within the last few years In the 

materials which are used for under- 
wear. The cottons, linen® and woolen goods 
which were used almost exclusively five 
years ago are being rapidly replaced by 
Japanese and Chinese silks. It may seem a 
far cry to say that the settlement of the 
far eastern question may lie in the fit of a 
suit of pajamas, but such is nevertheless not 
far wrong. 

While the newspapers are talking over the 
probabilities of peace or war and while our 
navy made an exemplary voyage from 
the occident to the orient and back again, the 
mills of the god of trade are grinding, grind- 
ing out the peaceful solution of the question. 
We sell the yellow man’ machinery and the 
staples of ‘life, and in exchange he gives us 
silks, and spices, and incense, and myrrh. 
A few years ago our knowledge of-orienta! 
silks was confined practically to the homely 
but durable pongees in natural colors. But 
today the counters of all of the big shops are 
piled high with the Japanese silks, delicate 
in coloring and supple and strong Of texture. 

And the fact that the oriental silks, most 
of them, wash like a pocket handkerchief 
makes them especially suitable for under- 
wear. They seem to be specially suited to 
men's wear. In fact, up to the present time 
the men have almost a4 monopoly over the 
women in the matter of silk underwear. It 
began as a fad indulged in by a few who 
affected, as was supposed, the unpractical 
pajamas and silk underwear in pale colors.

In fact, there are certain large shops 
in Paris which cater almost exclusively to a 
rich American cliientéle, men who either 
themselves or through their wives give 
wholesale orders twice a year, spring and 
fall, for whole outfits of underwear and 
toilet accessories, silk socks, pajamas, and 
pocket handkerchiefs. 

And to be perfectly correct the fashions 
in all of the dainties for men's wear are cre- 
ated in Paris, just as are the new spring 
styles for women in hats and dresses. But 
while the models are made up in the French 
capital after the designs of Frenchmen, it 
is im reality the American who blows in 
(no pun) and buys the largest orders, for 
it is he who hag the money. 

A representative of THE TRIBUNE called on 
a tour of enlightenment at one of the most 
celebrated. of these cosmopolitan shops in 
Paris. (La Grande Maison de Blanc.) The 
moment was propitious. for the shelves were 
stocked full of spring novelties, awaiting the 
arrival of les Américains. And already 
large consignments of these dainty articles 
for man’s comfort and adornment have been 
purchased by all of the leading’merchants of 
America, and are also reposing on their 
shelves awaiting thé pleasure of les Améri- 
cains at home. 

Awaiting the Americans. 

It is absolutely staggering. the luxury and 
variety of beautiful things prepared for the 
stronger sex, Who are supposed to ignore as 
beneath manly dignity the small trifies of 
personal acornment. And in this, as in most 
thingw, the mem .are much more consistent 
than women. Once they lance out, they 
g9 the whole row, from shirt studs and cuff 
links to ties, kerchiefs, and socks. Every- 
thing must match, and also be of the best 
quality, as again men are not so prone to 
purchase shoddy or seeond class things as 
women. , 

A notable feature of the articles which 
come out of this swell establishment is the 
monogram, or the coat of arms, if the pur- 
chaser possesses one, which is embroidered 
on each and every article. The use of mqn- 
ograms was never so popular as it is this 
spring, and after all it is Most practical 
and useful. It enables one to keep track 
of his own things with the laundries, and if 
for no other reason, the utility of some per- 
sonal device for marking clothing is a god- 
send. 

Monogram Craze. 

To be sure, the monogram craze has 
reached a stage where properly considered it 
has become an art, and is used as a decora- 
tion. an ornament to an otherwise plain gar- 
ment. This. however. does not in any way 
detract from its usefulness. There isa great 
point of advantage in Paris in getting things 
marked over ovr own land. .«.nd that is that 
all kinds of hand work are so much cheaper 
than with us, where help is expensiye. and 
even then expérts are hard to find. While 
in Paris ig is the shops which undertake to 
do the marking. @ndéthis at a sma’! additiona!)

The short drawers, coming 
down below the knee well into the sock, are 
the correct thing, the old fashioned long ones 
being quite out of date. 

A pointed yoke of plain silk finishes the top 
about the waist, and it is on this yoke at the 
left hand side that the monogram is em- 
broidered, éither in the same color or in some 
one of the complementary colors. These 
monograms, formed usually of the intertwin- 
ing of the three letters of a man’s name, are 
sometimes as much as three or even four 
inches in height. Undershirts have short 
sleeves, unless specially ordered otherwise. 
And the monogram is only correct when it {fs 
embroidered over the heart. Some suits are 
shown in gauze and silk or in silk with just 
a little wool for those who are of chilly tem- 
perament or otherwise delicate, But the all 
silk is the rule. 

In the line of socks, there is nothing which 
has not been thought out in fancy silks ana 
stripes. A make which is popular this spring 
is a two tone sock, say black with a back- 
ground of yellow. To all intents and pur- 
poses it is a black sock, as the fine ribbing 
only spreads apart once the sock is on the 
foot, disclosing the background tone of yel- 
low, or whatever color is chosen. The mono-~ 
gram on the sock must,match that on 
undershirt and the one on the drawers, ofily 
it is ina reduced size, 


On the Socks, Too. 


It is usually placed on the ribbing at the 
top, about three inches down. But that ts 
a matter of fancy. And some men even 
have it put on the heel, although this is hard 
om the embroidery. This house carries a 
special line of black silk socks with a fine 
clocking Gown the side for evening wear 
for American men, as it seems many Ameri- 
cans refuse to have the open work socks. 

In order for a man to be consistently and 
well dressed he should order his clothes, or 
at least the accessories above spoken of, 
all at the same shop, and as far as possible 
give the order for all at the same time. 
Otherwise he is likely to get a mixture of 
styles and colors not at allin harmony. For 
instance, the correctly dressed man has his 
underwear and socks, his tie, and his hand- 
kerchief all of the same tone, or at least in 
some of the complementary colors. And 
now that men are going in so much for 
colors, this item is most important. 

A pair of green socks with a pink handker- 
chief and a red tie, for instance, is not a 
desirable combination. For this reason it is 
well for a man to decide early in the season 
the colors he will select in shirts, thes, and 
socks, then stick™to It. 

For this spring there seems to be a great 
rage for mauve, and this is a color for either 
young orold. Mauve and pale blue are pretty 
together, and even a pale shade of pink in 
a pocket handkerchief, say, is not out of 
pace. 

Points About the Handkerchief. 


The white pocket handkerchief still holds 
its own. And, of course, this is the only 
one permitted for full dress occasions. But 
these, while being quite large, are of the 
sheerest and finest of cambric, as fine as for 
any woman Rellef is given to the plain 
surface by satin stripes and plaids, and by 
fancy borders, always in pure white, to be 
sure. But for all other occasions the fancy 
patterns in colors are all the rage for spring. 
Many of the most elegant ones have two 
colors woven into the borders, which are 
wide and much varied. 

For instance, some of the latest ones have

of the feathered tribe, in which it is always 
the male which is decked out in bright 
plumage, to attract the admiration of the 
‘‘gventler ’’ sex, we are told by the natural- 
ists, while the mother of the brood, the one 
who must hide the nest, is adorned in the 
most modest and inconspicuous fashion. 
But man, the self-styled superior creation of 
the whole-universe, has reversed the order 
of things. . 

It is the female who decks herself out in 
gay and fascinating colors, and by analogy 
we have it that the male must hide himself 
discreetly beneath somber, even ugly, clothes. 
She will probably have only one’ reply to 
make, and that is the observation which is 
everywhere accepted as the truth, that a 
shining uniform and brass buttons have al- 
ways exercised a.marked influence on the 
feminine heart. 

Light Gray with Frock Coats. 

So that in the nature of things it is but 
logical for man if he wishes to give pleasure 
to his wife or his sweetheart, to dress up in 
his fancy vest as much as and often as he 
can. Not in the evening, however, and not 
for a wedding. The favorite vest worn for 
the afternoon with the frock coat is a light 
gray, with a darker Ascot tie. Or should the 
vest be rather dark, then a light tie of some 
complementary color should be chosen. The 
dictates of this spring are that this véSt shall 
be single breasted, cut in a sharp V, not hol- 
lowed out, and a white slip is indispensable 
to the chic of the garment. 

The fancy vests for the business suit come 
in any number of pretty little checks and 
There are others of khaki and of 
buckskin, also of chamois. The khaki ones 
‘fare often bound with a dark braid. 

The double breasted vest seems to be prac- 
tically a thing of the past, also. Men have 
found it too trying, as it only looks well when 
buttoned up from top to bottom, and then 
only when a man can take the time to stand 
around and pose in it. 

The king of the fancy vests this season is 
the Tattersal, and it is a regular “ strutting 
cock.”” It is so loud that its use will be con- 

- fined largely to sporty men and college boys. 
It is of a deep cream felt or flannel, very soft 
and warm, and has stripes and checks, some 
in vivid greens and yellows. The Latin 
races are very fond of this English innova- 
tion, especially the Italians. It is usually cut 
double Qreasted with the idea of creating 
extra warmth, where one is seated out in 
the open air in the country. The doeskin 
vests are much worn for the cold, stormy 
days of early springtime. 
Only Two for Evening. 

Of evening vests there are practically only 
two: the white piqué for the dress suit and the 
black one for the smoking jdcket.

Some rather elderly men prefer the black 
vest with the full evening dress,. byt in this 
connection there is always the danger in a 
large gathering of being taken for the watfter, 
as the black vest is practically the only dis- 
tinguishing feature between the dress of the 
servant and the master. 

Poole, the famdus London tailor to ‘the 
king, who manufactures all his own goods. 
has brought out a vest material of white 
pigqué with a tiny bit of color embroidered in 
the material in silk: It is very effective, and 
is to all intents and purposes white. There 
are a number of other materials, as white 
rep silk, and even silver c§oth. which is made 
up into evening vests, but these are the ex- 
ception and not the rule. « The cut of the 
evening vest is a nice question this season, 
with the tendency to draw the dress suit in 
at the waist. The vests are cut very pointed 
at the front, have only three buttons, and 
are cut bask abruptly from the lower but- 
ton. 

Four buttons may be used on the evening 
vest only where the wearer is either an extra 
tall or an out size man. 

Also it may be mentioned that evening vest¢ 
in light gray, or even in a dove gray, are the 
perfectly correct thing with the smoking 
jacket. The tie in that case is gray to match 
the vest. . 

Full Dress and Tuxedo. 

There is a difference in the shape of the 
opening of the front of the vest for full dress 
and the one to be worn with the tuxedo. For 
a tuxedo it is cut rounding at the top and 
the revers follow the same line as the open- 


ing. But the white vest for full dress is not’ 


rounded out at all, but ise cut low in a dis- 
tinct V. | , 

The white batiste butterfly tie “is still:in 
use. But newer than this are the ones of 
crépe de chine or of some dull soft silk, 


made up always in the butterfly shape, with, 


the ends wider, for the spring season. 

A novelty in evening vests which was late- 
ly brevetted by the exposition at London is 
one exposed by Kriegck of Paris. It is made 
of light gray Ottoman silk and has but a 
single button, a jeweled one, large in the 
middle of the front. With this vest was 
worn an evening coat in a dark, rich wine 
colored cloth, the revers of the coat being 
of Ottoman silk of the same color... ‘lhe gar- 
ment ‘is of an impeccable cut and finish. 
The trousers are of the same wine cloth as 
the dress coat, and the whole attracted no 
end of attention. 

The only reason that these dark colors 
have failed to take on for certain runctions 
is that they have usually been worn out of 
place, like the tuxedo, for instance, and that 
has excited. the ridicule of. the press, to the 
detriment of the garment.

There are a number of things to be taken into 
the consideration. The first of these is, per- 
haps, the color of the eyes. Most men have 
no idea of the color of their eyes. It is well 
to consult some girl about it beforehand. And 
then if it is decided that he has red-brown 
eyes, wine colors in his tie will be most be- 
coming, also shades of purple, orange, yel- 
low, and some shades of green. 

But also there is the question of the sort 
of a suit it is to be Worn with.

The careful Frenchwoman takes much 
trouble over the proper washing of her hand- 
kerchiefs, and would no more think of hav- 
ing them go into the hands of the family 
laundress than she would send a piece of 
handsome lace to her. Bven if they are of 
the thinnest material, and they are mostly 
simply bits of delicate linen, embroidered or 
lace trimmed, they are expected to last their 
allotted time, and that they shall do so 
requires that great pain be taken with them. 
If madam ‘has a maid, then she must be 
thoroughly instructed as to her duties along 
this line, and handkerchiefs are expected 
to be her especial charge. If, however, the 
little ménage does not boast of such a lux- 
ury as a persona! maid, then madam must do 
her own washing, and this is the way she 
goes about it. 

In the first place, her handkerchiefs are 
never allowed to become unduly soiled, and 
after once using are put into a small linen. 
bag that always hangs beside the toilet 
table. When half a dozen or more have been 
collected they are put to soak in an earthen 
bowl filled with cool water and suds made 
from the best of washing soap. In this they 
should remain for half an hour, after which 
they are carefully rinsed in more cool water. 
Then comes the thorough washing of them in 
hot water in which a spoonful of borax has 
been dissolved. This is done as gently as 
possible by patting and rubbing, and for this 
last many women use a child's toy wash- 
board which is exactly the right size for the 
purpose. In this way no threads of the fine 
material are broken, a disaster which is diffi- 
cult to remedy. The final finsing is also 
done through many cool waters until every 
particle of soap is gone, and then comes the 
climax of the entire performance. 

The handkerchiefs are placed in a bow! of 
milk into which has been put a few drops of 
essence of violet, which is strong and of a 
bluish tinge. and this will give to them 
the pure white color which is so necessary. 
From this each is taken and partially dried 
in a clean towel and at once ironed. No 
starch is used, for the milk takes the place 
of that. and the little ironing board is cov- 
ered first with a heavy flannel and after with 
a spotiessiy clean piece of white cloth. 

An fron is kept especially for this work, 
and usually this is some patent affair either 
for electricity or alcohol. To ado this all 
properly will take an hour or* more of 
madam’'s time, but she is more tnan repaid 
for that by the results seen. The little pile 
of handkerchiefs will come from her hands 
as.if fresh from the shelves of a shop, and 
they will have the delicate fragrance of 
having lain in a violet sachet. Anything 
daintier and more satisfying to the eye it 
would be hard to imagine, and any woman 
who cares for these pretty trifies could not 
help but take a certain amount of pleasure 
in this kind of work.

There is surely the cane of the suspicious 
man, and there is the cane typical of the 
bully.» There is a type of clerical cane and 
also the cane of the professional man. There 
are canes for the man who sees the ridicu- 
lous side of things and the cane of the prac- 
tical, solid man of brsiness. Everybody 
knows the type of cane the fop chooses, wiry 
and light; supple and showy. 

A cane which is almost universally used 
in England, so much so that it has come 
to be known in other countries as the Eng- 
lish stick, has a wide crook for a handle, 
the stick itself being quite plain, of some 
dark, strong wood. The cane with the crook 
may be said to be the universal type. The 
crook may be of embossed silver, or of solid 
gold. It may be of real tortoise shell, which 
in ‘fact it- often is.

There are some radical points of differ- 
ence in the makeup of these creations for 
men. not ‘so much in meterials as in the 
finish. The most satisfactory materials are 
the coutils, although on the table of Chane 
they are made also of satin and of silk 
batiste. Also there are those of a light fine 
leather. Corset strings have been avoided 
by this clever oki Frenchman. Instead there 
is a series of three strong narrow belts, one 
in the middle at the back, another at the bot- 
tom, and yet another at the top. When a 
man wishes to put on his corset he first dons 
his undershirt, as a rule, although Chane 
says some of the men prefer to wear them 
next the skin. He crosses the two middle 
belts and hooks the end of each over a hook 
fastened at the side of the corset for this 
purpose, as the belt has strong eyelets. 

Don’t Have Whalebones. 

Next the bottom belts are attached in the 
same way, and lastly the top one. Men 
do not have whalebones in their corsets, but 
ribs of steel. Chane says he has been ap- 
proached by the Carnegie steel works to fur- 
nish this steel, but he is quite satisfied with 
the home product, and he is well’supplied 
by an automobile firm. He has hit upon 
a good plan also to prevent the steels from 
poking through. 

That would be awkward. Imagine a 
United States senator in the midst of a speech 
on the tariff waving to excuse himself bde- 
cause his corset steel was poking him in the 
ribs. Well, Chane leaves a little play at 
each end of the casing, and then he recom- 
mends a man each morning to pull out the 
wrinkles before he puts on his corset. In 
this way one of the ceintures may be worn 
five months before a steel begins to poke 
through. 

Ah! Here it is. Chane has brought to 
view an Englishman's corset,.which he sent 
to London for to one of the swell men’s cor- 
setieres at great expense. 

What a Horror! 

* I have tried for six months," he says, “ to 
find the man that this would fit, for I intended 
to make him a present of it. Quelle hor- 
reur!” And a little shudder ran through 
the artistic soul of the good Chane, at what 
he termed “the horror.’’ To be sure, it is 
rather different. It is a real corset, without 
the busts, to be sure, but with lacings at 
the back, and steels in the front like the 
regulation woman’s corset. It is of a sort 
of brindle coutil, which Char affirmed could 
not have cost more than 4 cents a yard. 
It is for sale for nothing, although it cost 
Ghane a pretty sum. But like the slipper 
of Cinderella it must first be put on to prove 
a fit. At first Chane demurred about giv- 
ing the name of the leather of which the 


leather ceinture corsets are madé, @s it ap- 


pears that he has searched for years te fing. 


a leather resistant enough, and at the same 
time of the required suppleness. .But he 
finally yielded to entreaties in Yavor of the 
adopted country of Lafayette. It is jackal. 
The best specimens of this animal are found 
in Africa, according to Chane, and if Mr. 
Roosevelt finds any down there a dicker 
cculd surely be made with Chane for the 
pelts. For at this moment his place is 
crowded with clients, and there is positive- 
ly a run on jackals. The demand exceeds 
the supply. - 

It is interesting to note on the homestretch 
that Chané.came first into prominence two 
years ago at the revival of “ La Dame aux 
Camellias’ at the Renaissance, which was 
written, as is well known, in the 1830 epoch, 
when men wore corsets.

There is no more graceful or becoming 
garment than the frock overcoat. It may be 
made up in either a

The coat is single 
breasted, with four 
buttons.

their minds are superior to any thought 
of personal adornment, and that the 
sober attire marked by Puritanica] 
simplicity is mostly to their taste. Nothing 
could be wider of the truth, and it is safe to 
assume that nine of every ten men has in- 
born in them the real love of gold, silver, and 
precious stones, of ornaments, and gewgaws. 
Custom and habit have in a measure crushed 
this feeling for what is ornate, for custom 
has, for some inscrutable reason, decreed 
that jewels do not become the male sex, and 
men beftng creatures of habit have tamely 
submitted to this edict. But just the same 
in his heart of hearts he rebels against this, 
and whenever it is possible gives his fancy 
free play and buys and wears what he likes. 
A peep into any of the jewelry shops would 
convince one of this fact, for one and all show 
hundreds of articles made for men, some 
useful, many of them only ornamental, and 
all displayed with a view of tempting the 
masculine customer and inducing him to 
open wide his purse strings.’ Probably never 
since the days of lace ruffies, of diamond 
brooches, of beautifully jeweled gold and 
silver snuff boxes and of wonderful and elab- é 
orate ‘shoe buckles has 2 ag a — ab aie :

at sweoeiit. ' They age of all sorts and FINE EXAMPLE 
kinds, plain or elaborate, as one please. 
There are articles for the tollet as beautiful 
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OTHING in the house is more impor- 
tant than the lighting of it, for 
nothing adds to or takes away' from 
the effect of any part of it more than 
the adjustment of its lights. Whether 

these be of electricity or gas does not matter, 
if only they are arranged with due regard to 
the apartment they are in and are in keeping 
with the general! style of its furnishings. A 
room that is glaringly bright or mournfully 
dull is equally bad, for lights that shine di- 
rectly in the eyes are only a degree worse 
than those that give but a faint and insuffi- 
ecient giow. For the former there !s no ex- 
¢cuse at all, except that of indifference, while 
for the latter the threadbare one of a desire 
for artistic effect should never be put for- 
ward. Rooms that are brightly yet softly 
Nghted give at once an air of comfort, theer- 
fulness, and hospitality to any home, and 
@s these are attributes to be desired in even 
the smallest of these, it is quite worth while 
eonsidering the subject. 

Before selecting the pictures to be used 
fn any one room@n inventory of its furniture 
@hould be taken, and if this belongs to no 
particular period, then anything that is 
pleasing may be used. It is betten however, 
that they should be simple and as unob- 
trusive as possible, for ornate fixtures be- 
longing to no style or epoch are seldom in 
good taste. Bronze or brass with little or 
mo ornamentation cannot offend. and in fact 
attract no attention to themselves, which, 
after all. is the thing to be desired. 

The first important question to be consid- 
ered in a room is the placing of the lights so 
that no part of it shall be brighter than 
@nother. For this reason the side lights are 
@lways to be preferred, and these should be 
evenly distributed at a height of from five 
to six feet from the floor. This is especially 
essential in a living room, and itn addition to 
these there should always be one or more 
‘@rop lights for reading or work. For large 
and forma! drawing’ rooms overhead lighting 
may be used with good effect. If ceilings are 
high, then the suspended chandelier, with 
its many branches and shaded lights, ie a 
beautiful and usually necessary ornament. 
If low ceilinged rooms have to be treated by 
upper lighting there are a number of fixtures 
designed only for them which are to be set 
close to the ceiling and diffuse a soft and 
even glow. 

Hanging Lights for Dining Rooms. 

A brilliant dining room is always to be 
avoided, but the hanging light over the table 
fs necessary, and this should be put yer 
Gown below the line of vision. Two or fo 
side lights in that room is a great improve- 
ment, but these may be small, as the bright- 
@st part of the room should of course be the 
center. Some people dispense with the din- 
ing room chandelier and use candles or table 
lamps, but as a‘ matter of fact the effect is 
Seldom as pretty, the light cannot be as 
evenly distributed, and they are any amount 
of trouble. Every bedroom should, If possi- 
ble. be furnished with three lights, one on 
@ach side of the toilet table, or dressing bu- 
reau, and one by the bed for reading by 
night. These may be elaborate or simple, as 
one chooses, but unless a room is richly 
furnished and something out of the ordinary 
is desired, then those that are the plainest 
and least noticeable are best. 

If the hall is a feature of the house, then 
Particular attention should be paid to the 
lighting of it, for it gives the first impression 
of one’s dwelling, and so means much. 
Fixtures that are dark, iron or old smoked 
brass, are preferable, and shades in soft 
yellows or opal tints make good lights. A 
hanging lantern by the entrance door is 
effective and a stunning light on the newel 
post will be found to add greatly to the 
picture. If there is a mantel. gas or electric 
lights arranged in tall candelabra will at- 
tract the eye and will be pleasing. When 
there is a smoking room, a den. or a boudoir 
in the house then the taste of the individual 
whose especial retreat each room is should 
be consulted. Many times sych rooms are 
distinctive and are made more so by such 
details as fixtures and shades. 


Imported French Chandeliers. 


There are many new designs for gas and 
electric shades to be found now, some from 
foreign work shops and others home produc- 
tions. The beautiful French chandelier, for- 
Snerly so difficult to obtain in America, is now 
being imported, and in the proper room noth- 
ing can be more gorgeous. Even the ones 
intended for candles are now being arranged 
for the mere simple electric lights, and where 
before their use must have been a trial, now 
they are only a delight. 

They come with myriads of finely cut 
Crystals that are suspended from the top, are 
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festooned in long rope effects, and terminate 
in enormous shades, sometimes several feet 
in diameter. French gilt is combined with 
them, the designs being of the Louis XV. or 
Louis XVL. periods. Each crystal reflects the 
light, but only softly, and no‘ matter how 
brilliantly they are illuminated, there is never 
any glare. Others of these chandeliers are 
made in French gilt and gilded plaster in the 
form of flowers, and in these the lights are 
cunningly arranged to come from the center 
of the blossoms. or unexpectedly from clus- 
ters of leaves. Crystals are used to represent 
these last and they are most artistic. 


Side Lights for Empire Rooms, 

For empire rooms are to be found fixtures 
intended for side lights, ef bronze and gilt. 
The designs are strictly of that time, heads 
of women, a winged dragon, the laurel 
wreath, and the torch. They are heavy and 
massive, as are also some of the hanging 
lights, but equally they have great style 
and dignity. The glass globes intended to 
be used for these are many of them odd in 
shape and resemble rough pieces of glass 
of queer coloring. In iron fixtures there is 
a large variety to choose from. Some of 
them are made after old German shapes, 
heavy and almost clumsy, and others are 
nothing but masses of thé finest lace work 
wrought from the iron, and these also are 
of German: design. 

In suspended lights the massive iron chain 
holding the open work globe is fine for a 
library, and the shades used with all these 
often are of amber tinted antique glass. Brass 
fixtures and chandeliers come in many forms 
and styles and some of them are wonder- 
fully inexpensive. The best are nowadays 
treated to a preparation of acid to gim them 
the old look that harmonizes better with 
draperies and other furnishings. 

Some beautiful new drop lights have just 
been brought out, suitable for drawing 
rooms or apartments where light effects have 
been used. They are made from alabaster 
and are in the shape of figures, and are all 
from designs furnished by gieat French 
sculptors. They are all typical of the coun- 


try and of a past and picturesqu@ age when 
ladies and gentlemen played at being shep- 
herds and shepherdesses, and when hoop 
skirts, mob caps, flowers, and ribbons were 
the fashion. Anything daintier than these 
little statuettes cannot be imagined. Groups 
of laughing gifls, a lover kneeling at his 
lady's feet, the charming milliner with her 
skirts held high, and any naffiber of other 
subjects. 

They are made to be placed upon tables or 
mantels and the light comes from above 
them, the shade being of tiny crystals, or 
of the finest of gold lace embroidered in 
beads. Another drop light of French parent- 
age is in reproduction of old saxe, some- 
tfmes figures and sometimes huge nosegays 
of flowers. The colors are lovely, gay, 
bright, yet delicate, and with these are used 
most entrancing shades of lace garlanded 
with tiny flowers. 

Empire Standard Lights. 


The empire standard lights in the newest 
designs show figures of women with arms 
upraised and clinging draperies, or the severe 
Grecian column, deeply grooved and classic. 
The shades designed for these are among the 
very latest andare beautiful. They are large 
and oblong in shape, many of them being 
from two to three feet in length and propor- 
tionately high. They are made of gold lace, 
mounted upon a framework, and are trimmed 
with wreaths and garlands of exquisite work- 
manship, At the extreme top of these shades 
is an open lattice work effect several inches 
bigh. made of narrow gold braid and ribbon. 

For those who like oddities there are some 
offered this season that can lay claim to 
being unusual. A cat of natural size and 
color, with two electric lights shining behind 
her greenish vellow eyes; a snake with head 
and body partly upraised and with forked 
tongue and gleaming eyes of light; a tiny fire- 
place, the deep chimney of which is filled 
with logs, and the light is so arranged they 
burn up cheerily and give out a most nat- 
ural flame. Some of these for dark cofners 
or where a single weird effect is wanted are 
all that could be desired. 


Table and Bed Linen as Necessities. 


O the good housekeeper fine linen both 

for table and bed is just as important 

as is a well furnished drawing room 

and a dining room fitted out in all 

that is new and<attractive. For the 
credit of her establishment it is quite as 
mecessary as is the china, glass. and silver, 
and no matter how gorgeous the surround- 
ings the really good housewife prizes the 
contents of her linen closet fully as muth 
as she does things that are moré showy 
and eyetaking. It is inborn in most women, 
the love for this material; why as a rule 
she cannot explain. but it seems to be a 
stamp of her birth and breeding, and if pos- 
sible she will gratity her feeling and keep 
her house well supplied with all that is at- 
tractive and fine. 


Fancy Table Linen. 


It would seem a difficult matter.to select 
from the masses of table linen shown any- 
thing new. but the woman who knows can 
tell at a glance and her judgment is usually 
unerring. There are some absolutely new 
designs in a tablecloths and napkins which 
‘are among the Jatestimportatons. A beauti- 
ful one has the snowdrop center, always a 
favorite. and a border of garlands of roses 
and leaves twining in and out oftwo straight 
lines of plain damask. At each corner are to 
be seen tall baskets filiced to overflowing 
with flowers. Another showsa plain center 
of wonderfully fine damask, and in the cor- 
Bers of cloth and napkins is a design of 
Louis XVI. period—a large medallion on 
either side of which are to be seen horns of 
plenty, and below the bowknot and scroll 
The border is composed of the ‘elaborate 
Scroll and bunches of fine flowers. Still an- 
other is of Louis XV. pattern, a group of 
Gancing Cupids in the corners and a border 
of trailing vines and heavy clusters of grapes. 

In ‘fancy table linen one’s taste may be 
indulged to the fullest degree. Cloths 
round, square, or oblong, lace trimmed, em- 
broidered or hemstitched, all are uséa. The 
newest ones show two rows of lace point 
Ge Milan or point de Venise, one row being 
@et at the extreme edge. The second row 


is of narrower lace, and is set sufficiently 
far apart to allow room for plates and glass. 
The monogram or initials should be em- 
broidered on either side just below the nar- 
rower lace so as not to interfere With the 
decorations on the center of the table or be 
lost under the silver. 


New Doilies Are Round. 


For luncheons and informal dinners the 
Most attractive are made by the e of the 
polished bare table, on which sould be 
used only doilies. These come in the differ- 
ent sizes, from the large ones to be put under 
plates, to smal) ones for glasses. The new- 
est of these are round, as the square ones 
have been found to be less decorative. Some 
of lace are as fine as cobwebs, and others 
are of a heavier quality and more open de- 
sign through which the dark wood of the 
table can be seen to advantage. More prac- 
tical sets are made of snow drop damask. 
edged with cluny lace, or of what is known 
as mummy cloth, also lace edged. Linings 
made of felt cloth are bought now to be 
used under these doilies, and are really al- 
most a necessity, for they protect a table 
as well as when a cloth covers it. In center- 
pieces there are many that are new, and of 
these some are beautiful, and as costly as 
rare pictures or silver. One of point de 
Venise was an exact copy of an old Floren- 
tine picture frame, and in the center was 
an exquisite bit of fillet lace, made to repre- 
sent the head of a woman. English em- 
broidery combined with fillet lace are among 
these new centerpieces, and there are some 
inexpensive ones that can be had made of 
renaissance lace that are effective. 


New Bed Linens. 


For those who love a dainty bed the linens 
that are being bought now could not but be 
tempting. The finest of sheets have rows 
of lace or drawn work, between which are 
embroidered polka dots. The upper one is 
finished with a ruffle about nine inches wide, 
going across one end and extending half a 
yard down either side. This ruffie has a deep 


embroidered scalloped edge and a polka dot 
worked in each scailop.. The pillow cases 
are in the same pattern. 
had a ruffle in which were several rows of 
drawn work. Above the hem bunches of 
flowers were embroidered, and still another 
had the ruffle finished with a narrow cluny 
lace and an insertion of the same lace was 
seen on thepillow cases. 

Although the variety of lace trimmed and 
embroidered sheets and pillow cases is end- 
less, those with ruffles have been found to 
dress a bed and give it a daintier appearance. 
To be used with these come covers of plain 
linen with large monograms embroidered in 
the center, or of silk in some pale color. For 
entire bed coverings there are some of 
squares of fillet lace and English joined to- 
gether in wide stripes. To match these come 
small pillows covered in the same and made 
over pale colored satin linings. 


At Pineapple Linen. 


A charming bed cover suitable for a young 
girl's room was made of pineapple linen, as 
soft and sheer as the finest mull. It was 
finished with a ruffle edged with Valen- 
ciennes lace. At the top of this was a bead- 
ing, through which was passed a pale blue 
ribbon Following the outline of the bed 
was a row of lace insertion, and nine inches 
above this was another row of beading and 
more ribbon, with liberal bows at the cor- 
ners. A tiny pillow trimmed in the same 
manner completed this set. 

A word as to these little pillows, which have 
now become a part of the furnishing for 
every bedroom. They are to be found in all 
shapes, round, square, oblong, and heart 
shaped, and are simple or elaborate, as one 
pleases. The finest of lace or embroidery, 
ruffies, scallops, and hemstitching, and ever, 
of plain batiste may be had, and ait prices 
as varied as they themselves. One must not 
forget to mention the long, narrow pillow to 
be always found at the side of a bed, which 
is not only a pleasure to the eye but a com- 
fort to the foot as well. These are generally 
covered with linen heavily worked or in cre- 
tonne or silk to match the room.

Novelties in Scarf Pins. 


Scarf pins are undoubtedly the most popu- 
lar of all the personal ornaments that men 
use, and in his collection of jewels they oc- 
cupy the same place that rings do in a worn- 
an's. This year there is a really wonderful 
assortment to be found, and to suit any occa- 
sion. At the head of the list comes the pear! 
pin, always a thing of beauty, and equally 
always expensive. In fact, some of these are 
almost priceless, for when pearls are set 
alone evefything depends upon their quality 
and color. The pear shaped one is the one 
most in vogue and the shade best liked is a 
deep, soft cream, with just a tinge of pink on 
its milky surface. Occasionally a man wit 
choose a so-called black pearl, but not often, 
for unless these are set in diamonds aS a con- 
trast they losé much of their effectiveness, 
and in all these scarf pins nothimg in the way 
of a setting is. visible. To the backs of near- 
ly all of them is attached a small gold pinon 
a slender chain, which can be slipped into 
the lower part of the tie and so protect and 
hold in place the more valuable ognament. 

A jeweler in Paris has brougbt out this 
season a pin from which nine different ones 
can be made. It is almost impossible to de- 
scribe and equally so to illustrate. It con- 
sists, however, of a center pivot, upon one 
side of which is set a diamond, and on the 
other an emerald. Surrounding this are seven 
circlets, all of which are movable. Four 
of these are set with rubies and three with 
emeralds, and the reverse side of all contain 
tiny diamonds. By some cunning contriv- 
ance, all of these circles can be moved and so 
changed that the different combinations are 
made. The pin can be all diamonds, all em- 
eralds, or all rubies, or any two of the three 
stones may be put together to make it com- 
plete. It is a novelty and an expensive one. 

Another new design is a minutg¢ aeroplane, 
all the details of which are most perfectly 
reproduced. The tiny wings of the machine 
are of diamonds; rubies, are employed in its 
construction, as well as gold and some enam- 
eling, and it is so beautifully manufactured 
that it is well worth being examined. Some 
other scarf pins of wonderful workmanship 
are made from a half sphere of crystal, about 
the size of a 10 cent piece. The lower or flat 
half is cut out {In a design of some bird, and 
this is afterward enameled in the different 
colors that are absolutely true to nature. 
They are real little works of art, and are 
much affected by men who goin for shooting 
of any sort. 

Then there are pins of diamond horses, the 
design of which must be made by an animal 
artist, in order that the action and spirit 
may all be shown. There are whips and 
spurs, golf clubs, yachts, and miniature 
sculling boats, and a thousand and one other 
articles to suit the individual taste. 


Wafer Watches of Mother of Pearl. 


In watches there has been an almost com- 
plete change, and it must be confessed for 
the better. In place of the heavy, massive 
affair of a few years ago, there are now to 
be had the thinnest of timekeepers, different 
ones for different occasions. The watch to be 
carried now with one’s evening clothes is 
made of mother of pearl, severely plain ana 
so thin that it seems an tmpossibility that 
the case can hold the complicated works. 
There are tortoise shell, both light and dark, 
which are sometimes seen with the initials 
of the oWners set on the back of the watch 
in small diamonds, and there is also the 
gold watch as thin as a wafer, which is the 
everyday affair of the business man. 

Sometimes the man of fashion carries his 
watch on a chain on the other end of which 
is a collection of articles. Foor these there 
are many novelties. A gold purse for carry- 
ing change, a tiny box in gold not more than 
an inch and a half long and half an inch wide 
which contains an artist's outfit, a brush and 
the little cubes of paint, a pencil, a cork- 
screw, and once in a while, some sort of a 
mascot for luck. Anything that is odd and 
unusual is much sought after, and there are 
men who have designs executed especially 
fomthem after their own ideas. 

When it comes to the subject of cuff links 
all that can be said is that anything and 
everything that is liked is worn. Many of 
the new links are set with jewels and are 
valuable. Opals are much in vogue just now 
and as men are seldom superstitious they are 
wearing these stunning stoneg made into 
sleeve links and for shirt studs as well.

Thé experienced woman has thrashed this 


out in her years of apprenticeship, however, 
and it would be impossible to give her a room 
Bo small that she would not at once know 
how to go about it to put it in order and 
make it comfortable, not to say attractive. 
Here are some of the tricks and devices 
which she only knows and which may be of 
use to the newcomer in the ranks of the 
homeless. 

To begin with, she selects, if possible, a 
square room. For years of experience 
may have taught her that a long room is an 
ungrateful thing and impossible to make at- 
tractive. Then she has a fashion of casually 
looking out of the window when selecting a 
nest for herself, and where it is possible she 
will select the room having a south front. 


Choice of South Front. 


This will insure her the cheerful warmth of 
the sun in winter and the south breeze in 
summer. She takes a careful inventory of 
the curtains of that same window. She 
knows that she cannot command any certain 
style of curtains which happens to suit her 
fancy. But she can ask that the window be 
cleaned in case itis grimy. And with a few 
cents she herself will buy some net, or dotted 
Swiss, or whatever she fancies, and in the 
evening when the new boarders are down in 
the parlor laying up trouble for themselves 
she will be weaving her web of industry. 

The most important and the inevitable 
piece of furniture in the room is the bed. 
The bed in the room of the woman who 
boards is the object tabooed by common 
usage as the thing which makes it ita@proper 
for her to receive her friends there, especial- 
ly gentlemen. So this is one of the first 
things which her ingenuity undertakes to 
make disappear. There are various ways of 
doing this, and that depends somewhat on 
the arrangement of the room. But onething 
is certain—the bedstead must be got rid of. 
The mattress and springs are retained, and 
lucky will she be if she finds the springs to 
be of the French box spring variety. For 
about 50” cents it is possible to add to these 
four short legs with roller attached. While 
she is doing this she is not forgetting the 
necessity for all of the meed of extra space, 
boxes for storing away shoes, soiled linen, 
etc. An ingenious woman has been known 
to fasten to the bottom of her box springs 
four soap boxes, to which were attached the 
roliers, instead of post legs. These boxes 


’ were turned on the side, with the openings 


to the front, and they were set In ever so 
little so as not to interfere with the draperies 
of her couch. These she papered nicely and 
they formed the receptacles for her shoes, 
for¢anned fruits and goodies from home, for 
her soiled linen, and for magazines and pa- 
pers which she wished to keep. 

Between the boxes again was placed a 
large pressed paper dress suit case, which 
held her freshly laundered shirtwaists. The 
Square pillows which she had found on her 
bed were converted into cushions covered 
with the same khaki colored material with 
which the couch was covered. Other smaller 
cushions with delicate covers were added, 
and this couch-bed, which was in reality a 
movable arsenal, presented the most correct 
end conventional appearance.

Well Appointed Writing Table. 


Ur, perhaps, it is the laundry list which has 
been misplaced; or the date when little Mary 
began her music lessons. It all amounts to 
the same thing. Every woman needs her 
holy of holies, her own writing table with all 
that it contains belonging strictly to her- 
self. 

And for the woman who wishes to make her 
room attractive, there is nothing which is so 
suggestive of refinement, and intelligence 
even, as a well appointed writing table. It 
need not be either large or of an expensive 
equipment. Infact, a simple table, with one 
drawer, is the best of all, as fancy desks 
usually throw a shadow on the writing blot- 
ter. There are such artistic blotters in 
shades of green, for instance, which may be 
had for a few cents, and the pasteboard 
holders with corners which imitate leather 
are good enough for a queen. 

A neat pen woman never blots her letter on 
her large blotter, hut keeps a supply of small 
ones for that purpose. Violet ink does not 
rust out a pen as does black ink, and is more 
practical for ordinary use, for that reason. 
It is well to decide on a uniform style of 
paper, and then stick to it. Gray, for in- 
stance, is always in good taste. This may 
be had in several sizes, small for notes, large 
for long letters, and, in addition, correspond- 
ence cards are useful for formal acceptances 
of invitations. A box in the drawer for 
stamps, some rubber bands for the holding 
of bundles of letters, a small pot of library 

paste, and a pair of long scissors for clipping, 
and you have not only one of the most inter- 
esting pieces of furniture for a room, but you 
will have avoided a time destroying, nerve 
racking disorder, for which you will only 
begin to be truly thankful as the years roll 
by. 

Arrangement of Tea Table. 

Another arrangement, second only in tm- 
portance to the writing table, is the tea ta- 
ble. And by tea table is not meant neces- 
sarily a table for tea only. It is best to pur- 
. chase a large wooden tray with some simple 
tray cloths which may be changed often 
for fresh ones. 
is that the tray shall always present an im- 
maculate appearance. A g00d alcohol lamp 
is of prime importance. One of nickel silver 
is best, not only as regards appearance, but 
in point 6f utility. Some modest cups and 
saucers should be chosen as appropriate to 
a simple room. Here at a moment’s no- 
tice a cup of tea may be made, or at least the 
water boiled for whatever purpose it is re- 
quired. There are delightful little indi- 
vidual coffee drippers, French, perhaps they 
are, of nickel also, and for those who like 
a demi-tasse after lunch or dinner these are 
useful. 

The toilet table and the wash stand are 
always a delicate question in a room, buta 
screen, even an ordinary one, can be used to 
shut off the unsightly piece, and light silk 
draperies may be added tothescreen. There 
is always a question whether toilet articles, 
even silver brushes, and so on, are permis- 
sible on a dressing table in plain sight. And 
it seems the more delicate thing to keep these 
in a dresser drawer set aside for that pur- 
pose, and leave the space on top, for a fev’ ar- 
tistic perfumery bottles, for a rack of books 
and for photographs. 

Nothing has been said about a clothes 
closét. And unfortunate, indeed, is it to at- 
tempt to arrange a room without a closet. 
It is preferable to have a small room with a 
large closet, to having a large room witb- 
out one.

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@ room, but even a large one is never large 
enough to contain all one’s things. There 
are certain gowns, like evening dresses, 
which should always be kept folded tn the 
drawers, or in a trunk, which may usually 
be stored somewhere in the hall.

An easy chair, a pot of flowers, or a grow- 
ing plapt, a basket of fruit, and a few little 
personal touches wil) make a little paradise 
of even the plainest room. And once a per- 
son has acquired the habit of living in one 
room, it is difficult for them to go back 
to the community, family way of living, 
which, with all its charm, lacks the element 
of privacy which becomes as second nature, 
a necessity, to the woman who has lived 
rauch alone. 


VERY one knows the value of vege- 
tables for spring food. and one is fre- 
quently at a loss to think of new meth- 
ods of preparing them. Here are two 
which any one can have and which 

are simple and palatable: 

Cut two small cucumbers ifn strips an tncn 
and a half to two inches long and with a 
sharp knife remove the seeds. Put’ the 
pieces into a sieve and let all the water 
drain off of them. After let them cook for 
fifteen minutes in salt boiling water. Drain 
them again thoroughly and then cook them 
for ten minutes in a pan of boiling butter. 
At the last moment add to them chopped 
parsiey and sérve piping hot. The second ie 
broiled egg plant. - 

Cut into fairly thin oblong slices and put 
on @ plate, each by itself. Sprinkle well with 
salt and pepper and then cover over with a 
fine salad of]. Let it remain for half an 
‘hour and then broil over a slow fire. Baste 
constantly with the liquid that comes from 
them and serve with thin slices of lemon. 

There are many g00d desserts that do not 
require the hand of an expert. but that are 
so dainty and such a delicate finish to lunch- 
eon or dinner that they are well worth while 
learning. One in particular has a more than 
national reputation and usually occupies a 
place upon the menu of all the best restau- 
rants. lt is so easily prepared that one 
wonders at its price. 


How to Make Peach Melba. 


Take four peaches of uniform size and 
quite free from blemish. Put them in a wire 
basket and plunge.them for one second in 
boiling water. This will enable you to re- 
move the skin 80 as to leave the fruit smooth 
and perfect and yet will not cook it. From 
a quart of fresh raspberries make a thick 
sirup by bolling it down with a pint of water. 
Sweeten with a cup of sugarand strain. Put 
each peach in a champagne glass and over 
them pour a liquor glass of kirsh and let 
them stand while the sirup is cooking. Put 
two or three blanched almonds in the 
peaches, pushing them well in so they will 
thoroughly pierce the fruit, and at the last 
moment pour over each one the raspberry 
sauce boiling hot. 

Nothing can be better than this, and it is 
a pretty looking dessert as well. Thé com- 
bination of the juice of the peaches, rasp- 
berries, and the taste of kirech is delicious, 
and where fruit is plenty it Is an inexpensive 
dish to serve, 

There are many other dishes which may be 
prepared quickly and with little trouble, and 
the most that is required is that one should 
be painstaking and watchful. To serve 
things hot and not merely in a lukewarm 
state is another secret of the successful cook. 


Fine Hangings and Curtains. 


N furnishing any room the hangings, cur- 
tains, and draperies should invariably be 
left until the last, unless one has in mind 
some especial style which she feels con- 
fident of being able to carry out, and 

even then they should be purchased last. 
Otherwise the saddest of mistakes are bound 
to occur, and disappointments without end 
will wait upon one. Nothing is more trying 
than to have provided oneself with hand- 
some curtains and costly portieres and then 
find that they are too dark, too light, too in- 
tense, or too dull for the room for which they 
were intended. Many a room has been spoiled 
by making something “do” that had been 
selected and put by ready for the time when 
it could be used. It is frequently tempting 
when bargains are offereti one not to fall 
into the trap of buying, but a bargain is sel- 
dom picked up at random, and so should be 
passed by. When walls are covered, rugs or 
carpets have been lajd, and furniture is in 
place, then, and hot until then, should these 
other and most important fittings be con- 
sidered. 

This rule does not necessarily apply to the 
thin lace or musiin curtain which is used 
next the glass, for these, although decora- 
tive, may be of any style and their color only 
varies trom the shades of ecru and cream to 
white. 

Real lace sash curtains of exquisite fine- 
ness are to be had in Venetian point and in 
fillet, both of which are beautiful in a room 
that requires window dressing of an unusual 
kind. The ones of point come in designs of a 
conventional character, and rather large, 
while those of fillet lace show patterns of 
figures, men, women, animals, and birds, 
framed in small /equares and put together 
with the finest of stitching. These curtains 
are always hung against the glass without 
fullness so that the quality and design of the 
lace may be seen. Other sash hangings are 
made in panels, the lace being usually in 
imitation of some of the heavy old laces, such 
as Flanders and point de Milan. They are 
effective and wear well. 


' Of Arabian Net. . 


Of simpler curtains those of Arabian net 
are always good, for they come in several 
qualities and in both cream and white. They 
may be fulled on rods both top and bottom 
and hung, or they may be finished at the front 
edge with a heavy lace and only hung from 
the top. Dotted muslin is always one of the 
standard materials for curtain use, and ruf- 
fled and put close to the glass they are pretty. 
Some of the new ones have dots of oblong 
shape, or tiny stars and rings.in their place. 
All of these stuffs will wash well and will give 
good service for several years.

T is attvery well to be artistic, but in the 

long run it is far better to be comforta- 

ble. To live among surroundings that 

simply please the eye will do for a time, 

but there come moments when the tired 
body craves rest and even the eyes grow 
weary of too much beauty.

HE whole pleasure of an otherwise 
beautiful trip may be spoiled by not 
having @ trunk well packed, or by for- 
getting to put in the little things which 

z one is used to at home, and without 
which one is lost. But, like the old story 
of the hare. you must first get your trunk. 
And in these days of modern convenience 
and luxury the trunk may be said to have 
kept pace with the times, if a trunk may be 
described as pacing. The old fashioned hor- 
ror with one tray and a hat box too Httle 
for any hat, to say nothing of the present 
Ones, is out of existence. At least it may be 
etuck away up in the attic somewhere, but it 
would look as antiquated as Noah's Ark be- 
@ide the stylish ones of today. These have 
been metamorphosed out of the demands of 
travel, and are as light as they are conven- 
Sent. 

The best trunk for a woman, and for a man, 
either, for the matter of that, who expects to 
take a long trip. or who goes off to the coun- 
try for the summer, is the one with many 
little compartments in the upper tray. as this 
not only admits of an orderly arrangement 
of one’s affairs but the partitions prevent all! 
of the articles from sliding to one end at the 
mercy of the * baggage smashers.”’ 

These little divisions are no longer made 
mailed tightly into one place, but a system 
of grooves enables one to make the compart- 
ments larger or smaller for a desired object;

URNTITURE. like everything else, takes 


its style from the ruling power, and 
nowhere is this more noticeable than 
in France. One can-not only trace the 
progress of time but can almost read 
the history of the country from the many 


examples of furniture to be seen in many of 
the old chateaus. From the days of the 
crusades, when the old Norman barons 
lived in all the simplicity of the eleventh cen- 
tury, past the intervening epoch of the re- 
naissance, through the brilliant and splendid 


courts of the three Louis, and finally down to 


the short lived but gorgeous period of the 
Napoleonic empire. These may be said to 
constitute the four great epochs of French 
furniture, all widely known, all distinctive, 
and all equally beautiful of their kind. 

The first period takes in the Gothic as well 
as the Norman, which it immediately fol- 
lowed. The wood used is the same in both— 
namely: dark oak—but the style of the pieces 
differs mainly in their decorations rather 
than in their shapes. The old Norman furni- 
ture is mostly plain and massive, and what 
carving is seen upon it is usually of a bold and 
striking character. Heads of a rugged type. 
figures of men at arms, and even animals are 
all to be found on hall pieces, chests and 
coffers, and when plain panels were used 
these ¥ ere deeply carved and most effective. 
In shape the seats were high backed, stiff, 
and uncomfortable, but they possess a deco- 
rative value which is still recognized. What 
little covering was used was of tapestry, 
leather, and occasionally velvet. The first 
was always of historical subjects, dark in 
color and somber in tone. It was only inthe 
rooms of the women of fashion that velvet 
covered furniture was to be found, and their 
choice of this rich material was limited to 
three shades, red, brown, and a dull helio- 
trope. The coffer of that day was a family 
necessity, a receptacle for plate and all treas- 
ures, and some of them found now are ver- 
itable works of art. They are leather cov- 
ered, have much decoration in richly wrought 
iron, and the locks and bolts which secure 
them are marvels of the locksmith’s craft. 


Gothic Style. 
In the Gothic furniture the same general 


Style prevails, but the carving is quite differ- 
ent and, in a measure, portrays the religious 
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feeling of the time. The high backed pieces 
were finished with graceful arches. sur- 
mounted by turrets and spires, and when 
carving was used it was finer in design and 
frequently of historical subjects. 

The second epoch, the renaissance, shows 
the commencement of an easier and more 
frivolous existence. Everything is lighter 
in character and more elaborate in design. 
It is the beginning of beautiful carving of the 
most delicate and intricate nature, and one 
wonders at the time and patience which must 
have been spent in cutting these lace like 
patterns from the solid woods. Fruit and 
flowers entered largely into these designs, 
and also into the designs which were etill 
employed for coverings. Everything, how- 
ever, was still dark in color, and little that 
jwas gay and bright was to be seen. 

In marked contrast to these two comes the 
third, and possibly the greatest of all the 
periods of furniture. It begins in the reign 
of Louis XIV., the grand monarch, and ex- 
tends through to the revolution, a space of 


nearly 150 years. Everything changed, 
form, color, and design, and where before the 
general effect of all furnishings Was heavy, 


massive, and dull, now nothing was to be 
found but was light, delicate in atyle, and 
pale in coloring. 

The height of its beauty was reached dur- 
ing the reign of Louis Seize, when the great- 
est artists of that day were called upon to 
furnish Gesigns, and in many cases them- 
selves to execute the work. Exquisite carv- 
ing, the most wonderful of materials, and 
the greatest attempt at luxury are the char- 
acteristics of this period, and it may truth- 
fully be stated that. nothing that the French 
nation.kas produced since then Nas ever sur- 
passed, or even scarcely equaled, the pieces 
made at that time. 


Walnut and Canned Furniture. 


It was Louis XIV. who first made use of 
that most beautiful of all the French woods, 
the walnut, so different from ours, being 
harder, lighter in color, and finer in grain. 
It is susceptible of a high polish, and gains 
in beauty with each year of use. It was 
also under this monarch that the gilded fur- 
niture was first introduced, and that which 
now goes by the name of canne, or caned 
furniture. This became immensely popular

for everything but dining room pieces, and 
even now is considered by many connoisseurs 
more artistic than solid wood. The rococo 
style of decoration was mucl in vogue, and 
this, done in plaster, was frequently com- 
bined with wood. Louis XV. was responsible 
for the introduction of painted furniture, the 
preference being for pale grays and ivory 
white. It was also during his time that the 
marvelous work of Vernis Martin was first 
given to the world, the examples of which 
today are priceless and almost impossible 
to obtain. Buhl furniture as well was an- 
other offering of this artistic age, and the 
cost of this, with its covering of tortoiseshell 
inlaid with ivory, silver, and many times with 
gold, can easily be imagined. 

It may have been the influence of the young 
and luxury ioving Marie Antoinette, who 
found pleasure in flowers, ribbons, and all 
bright things, which brought about the 
change that is to be seq now in what was 
made during her reign. The shapes are 
practically the same, but comfort evidently 
was considered. The carving of the woods is 
of the utmost fineness, the designs being 
small and delicate flowers, scrolls of ribbon 
finisged with the bow knot, Cupids, and in 
every turn of the ribbon and evefy roseleaf 
will be found a tiny heart, so cunningly cut 
that it takes the careful eye to detect it. 


Influence of Marte Antoinette. 


At this period the materials used fo 
erings almost surpass the pieces themsei veg. 
The palest toned satins, the most gorgeous 
brocades, velvets especially woven for this 
Jurpose were all employed, and in addition 
tapestries from the famous factory of Beau- 
vals. 

With the revolution simplicity became the 
fashion, amd the citizen of that, exciting 
time furnished his home in a severe and 
austere style. The great designer of this date 
was Jacobin, and the mahogany furniture 
with the decoration of the single line of 
inlaid brags all bears his name. One can 
almost watch the growth of the empire, for 
in a few years simplicity was banished and 
the reign of splendor begun. With Napoleon 
as emperor grandeur was the keynote of al} 
decoration. In place of fine carving, Cupids 
and love knots, are to be found rich woods 
ornamented with gilded/ bronze in large and

striking designs. Marblea entered largely 
fmto the composition of some of the furni- 
ture, and there are beautiful specimens of 
malochite, onyx, and mosaics still tofhe seen 
forming the tops of tables, consoles, and 
cabinets. Materials, too, underwent a@ rad- 
ical change. Designs became stiff, colors 
harsher, and the covering of the real empire 
furniture is invariably confined to four 
shades only—red, deep blue, green, and yel- 
low. They are most distinctive, and when 
one speaks of empire green or yellow one 
knows the particular shade as one would 
know black or white. 


Should Know the Styles. 


So much for these periods of French work- 
manship. And now a word or two to the 
man or woman who wishes to furnish in any 
one of the several epochs. It is useful to be 
able to tell at a glance the distinguishing 
mark of each so that in buying no mistakes 
will be made—that the Gothic dining room 
will not merge iteelf into the period of the 
renaissance and that into the drawing room 
done in the style of Louis XVI. will not 
creep pieces of former reigns. Like the 
woman who wished to purchase something 
of the Louis XV. time and could only make 
her want clear by referring to him as the 
Louis with the curved legs. And so itis by 
these same curved legs and by other ap- 
parently unimportant features that they 
can be distinguished. 

The Norman and Gothic furniture is al- 
ways of dark oak, stiff in style. the former 
heavily carved and the latter finished with 
arches and spires. The epoch of the renais- 
sance is also of dark wood, but the carving 
is light and lacelike and it is frequently in- 
laid with other woods. 

Gilt furniture with straight legs and much: 
rococo work is to be found on all pieces 
made during the reign of Louis XIV., and for 
the Louis XV. there. are the rounded legs and 
the carving in the form of a shell) which 
marks the difference. Louis XVI. is the 
easiest of all to distinguish, for the bow knot 
may be said to be its trade mark, for that 
appears on everything. In the empire fur- 
niture, too, one can scarcely make mistakes, 
for all the pieces of mahogany date from that 
epoch and the ornamentation is unmistak- 


able.

OODWORK and the decoration -of 
the side walls are about the first 
thing to be considered in fitting up 
a room, each by themselves, and 
also in reference to one another. 

Time was when anything but hardwood in a 
house that had the slightest claim to being 
& handsome residence was never thought 
of, and no matter how hideous it was and 
absolutely out of keeping with the remainder 
of its surroundings, that and that only was 
used. Most of it was dark and heavy and 
Save an air of gloom to even light and sunny 
rooms, and in sma]l apartments the effect af 
those door®, mantels, and window casements 
Was funereal and depressing. The cost of 
‘too, was something fearful, and many a 
house which had been liberally supplied with 
the supposedly necessary woods was minus 
much that would have added to its attractive- 
ness arid its comforts as well. Fortunately 
for the modern home builder all this has been 
and one may do without the sea- 
®oned woods and still have a dwelling 
that is both charming and dignified. 
Paint and stains are responsible for this 
change, for a number of the most attractive 


houses erected nowadays have not an inch 


of hardwood from top to bottom. 

In fact, many decorators strongly advise 
@gainst this except for certain rooms or 
when a particular style or period is to be con- 

ered, and when the hardwoods are used 
Only the best employed. Everything de- 
bends upon the grain and the amount of 
Polish the surface will take, and it is these 
two qualities that make the old woods that 
One Occasionally find so valuable and so 
beautiful. They are as hard as pieces of 
Metal and can be made to take on a brilliancy 
8f polish that will reflect like a mirror. and

Halls in Dark Woods. 


| ~All halls, unless they are unusually small, 
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finished in dark woods,and of these 


oak seems to lend itself the best. The en- 
trance door should be as massive as possible, 
and if a mantel is included, that also may be 
heavy in ‘its construction Weinscoting is 
good if the hall is large enough to be treated 
in this manner, and, of course, the stairway 
and railing should be dark. When the real 
oak is not us here are a number of stains 
that give a splendid effect, and they come in 
imitation of the blaek oak, the English, and 
the old walnut, which ie soft and fine in tone. 

The Georgia pine is the best wood that can 
be used when the finish is to be stain, for it 
absorbs the liquid evenly, and after two or 
three applications have been made will pre- 
sent a surface that is most gratifying. 

The dining room is another room where 
dark woods. and the real, if possible, is to be 
preferred. The contrast of the damask cov- 
ered table, the silver, and the glass and china 
is enough in itself to make it desirable, and 
as it is generally one of the most spacious 
rooms in a house, it will lose nothing by 
being kept in neutral cojors. To many peo- 
ple mahogany ts the ideal wood to be used 
here, and the fact that it improves with each 
day of age fs a great factor in its favor. 
Naturally, with furniture of the same noth- 
ing else should be used, and as some of the 
best pieces that are brought out now are re- 
productions of old Chippendale and Sheraton 
dining room chairs, tables, and buffets, ma- 
hogany is and will continue to be the most 
popular of woods. It, however, ie expensive, 
for to be effective it should be used in large 
panels, where the beauty of the grain can be 
eeen and the different shades of color grow 


with time. 
English Oak for Dining Rooms. 
There is no stain in imitation of this wood 
that is at all satisfactory, and if one cannot 
afford what is real then it is wiser to select 
something entirely different and that will 
come within the measure of ones ket- 
book. English oak is always fine in a dining 
room and particularly by night, for it reflects 
a mellow Hght that is tful and harmoni- 
ous, and there have n several rooms seen 
—copies of old Normandy reoms—with 
stained woodwork and furniture made to 


match that were simply stunning. They are 
‘got up at small expense as the material 
used costs but little, comparatively, prints 
can always be found that will give one ideas 
of doors and mantels, and with a good car- 
penter to carry them out the rest is easy. 
Care should be takep, however, that the col- 
oring given to these reproductions is what it 
should be; for what looks well for the Nor- 
mandy and Brittany woods will not do at all 
for that of English designs or for our own 
well known and well liked mission style. 
Of this last it may be said here that for 
many houses, especially those for country 
and seaside, rooms done in the mission style 
are as good as anything that can be had. It 
is substantial, has plain and simple lines, and 
in a certain way is distinctive. It may be 
stained according to taste, and. when this is 
pronounced, as is sometimes the case, it still 
retains afiignity of its own. 

It is a question whether hard or painted 
woods are to be preferred for the ordinary, 
or living room. In France, where a feature 
is made of these apartments, almost noth- 
ing but paint is employed and that of Ivory 
white. In England many of the most sump- 
tuous rooms are dark and may be said to 
be actually filled with woodwork, while in 
our “own country, in some of the historic 
homes one finds hardwoods and paint, com- 
bined. Beautiful living rooms where gor- 
geous doors of the most highly polished ma- 
hogany are set into casements of painted 
wood and where all else in the rooms are 
also white in tone. 

Some Old Fashioned Patterns. 

Other old fashioned papers are of colonial 
patterns and in the coloring that was used at 
that time. Pale pink grounds on which are 
printed gray es or ships in some con- 
trasting hue. Corventiona!l vines with blos- 
som, leaf and twi stem on a background 
of palest brown and others of trees and long 
stemmed flowers standing out from a shim- 
mery effect of green and silver. The colors 
are illusive and subtle, but for all that they 
occasionally stand out distinctly. and have all 
the more value for this reason. 

For bedroome there are papere ¥ identicai- 
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chintzes that are intended for hanging. They 
are usually of small patterns and of colors 
less subdued than those made for living or 
drawing rooms. Some of them are copies of 
English designs,and others take their inspira- 
tion from the flora éf our own meadows and 
prairies. They are in good taste and they:are 
most serviceable. ' 

Some copies of French papers also have 
been introduced this season and these for 
drawing rooms and the simpler dining roome 
are charming. The best of these kre in panel 
effects, and although they have a compli- 
cated look they can easily be hung. The 
panels show, most of them, a plain surface, 

etimes with a silk finish and again witha 
cretonne weave. The borders are invariably 
gay flow and in the most delicious colors. 
For those to be employed in dining rooms 
darker shades are to be seen for the panels 
and the bordering is frequently fruit and 
flowers combined in a bewildering whole. 
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Much of the modern furniture made in 
France today is a mixture of the several 
stvles, some good. much that is bad, and 
others simply indifferent. It may be stated 
that much of the best finds its way to Amer- 
ica and is sold for what it is—<coples of nota- 
ble pieces. In Chicago. rooms in any one of 
these periods, and even entire houses, are 
not uncommon, and there are a number of 
homes where the French style of decoration 
only is uged. Naturally they belong to people 
of wealth who are able togratify their tastes 
in this direction and follow out their ideas 
even in minute details 
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| Best Manner of Polish- 
ing Hardwood Floors. 


HE question of,the hardwood floor and 

how to keep it in proper condition is 

one frequently comfronts the 

housekeeper and is one that is often 

difficult to answer. So many prepara- 
tions are put on the market for polishing 
and waxing that one is constantly perplexed 
as to what is the best and the one that will 
do the work most effectually.. After many 
trials nearly all will be found to be worth- 
less, and one is usually forced to call in the 
services of an expert to solve the difficulty. 
A simple home treatment for both waxing 
and polishing is here given. It is easy to do, 
has never been known to fail, and will give 
a better surface to any floor than one many 
times gets from a professional. 

Take a large square of beeswax and melt 
it slow lyénto a bow!, alway2an earthen ware 
one. This should be done by heating an iron 
very hot, placing it in an upright position, 
and holding the wax nearit. Asit drips into 
the bowl add to it naphtha, pouring in a 
little at a time and stirring it constantly. 
Gradually the preparation will take om the 
consistency of cream, and when it is quite 
thick it will be ready to use. 

Apply the mixture with a soft cloth 
fastened over a floor brush, and rub well 
all the surface. It will remove whatever 
substance there may be adhering to the 
floor in the way of dust or dirt, ahd at the 
same time it will give a beautiful and bright 
polish. If this is done once each week, and 
every particle of floor surface is gone thor- 
oughly over, they will soon take on a splen- 
did finish, quite equal to any that cam be 
given them. This is the only treatment that 
does not require a great deal of work and 
much heavy rubbing—certainly a recom- 
mendation in these labor saving days.

HE treatment of the floor may be said 
to be the foundation of the entire 
apartment as far ds artistic value is 
concerned, and so that no mistakes 
may be made in its beginning it is well 

to think seriously of what is best to be used 
in every room before the work of decorating 
is really begun. 

Given the fact that your floors are of wood, 
either the well seasoned hardwoods that 
may be oiled and waxed or those that are 
stained to give them that appearance, every- 
thing depends upon the selection of the rugs 
for covering. or the carpets, if they are (o 
be used. The entire color scheme of a room 
may be thrown out of balance by a rug that 
@oes not harmonize with walls and draperies, 
and so it is frequently desirable to make your 
first purchase for any apartment the floor 
covering and build up from that. 

First, they should be darker in tone than 
any other decoration employed in the rooms, 
and usually they should be unobtrusive in 
color and pattern. Small designs that donot 
stand out from their backgrounds are always 
in 2oo0d taste, and except in the case of rooms 
of an extra size they should invariably be 
chosen. Many of the best oriental rugs come 
an these smal! allover patterns, and frequent- 
fv in two or three colors ogly, or in several 
ghades of the same tone. These are always 
in demand, and as a rule they command 
Jarger prices than the more showy floor cov- 
erings. The exception in favor of light col- 
ored rugs is only made for drawing roor® 
where furniture and hangings will permit 
of it. or for country houses where only sum- 
mer materials are used, light in texture and 
@elicate in shade. In such rooms more lati- 
tude is permitted, and pale shades and even 
gay. coloring can sometimes be used and 
not offend the eye. 

American Made Rugs. 

Tike everything else intended for house- 
hold uses the manufacturing of rugs in 
America bas in the last few years made 
great strides, and many that come nowadays 
from our home factories compare favorably 
with some of the oriental ones. This is espe- 
cially to be noticed in the reproduction of 
geome of the came!’s hair rugs, which in gen- 
eral effect are quite as good as the originals. 
The designs are pregisely the same, the col- 
Ors as rich and soft, and it is only by a care- 
ful scrutiny that the difference can be de- 
tected. Other rugs of home make are in 
imitation of the Smyrna, which has a heavy 
pile and is brighter in tone. These are also 
good, and one point greatly in their favor is 
that as the thick surface of the rugs wears 
off they improve in appearance. 

A revival of the rag carpet rug isa strictly 


American idea and one that has met with 
much success. They are practical for bed- 
rooms, where stronger colors are not objec- 
tionable, and for eountry houses they are 
just the thing. The same may be said of 
another floor covering of American make, 
known as the grass rué, which is manufac- 
tured from fiber and is as strong and durable 
as possible. The designs show a Japanese 
tendency, inasmuch as they are frequently 
vivid streaks of a brilliant color on a neutral 
tinted background or oddly shaped birds and 
flowers in queer and unusual shades. Be- 
sides their use for floor coverings they are 
frequently utilized for the same purpose for 
inclosed porches and sometimes for those 
that are not protected. They are really 
weather and rain proof and will stand much 
from the elements and still retain their 
freshness. 
Bungalow Reg. 

An offering of the spring is the bungalow 
rug, made especially to be used with mission 
furniture, but which will :undoubtedly be- 
come popular outside of that fact. They 
are coarsely woven and heavy, and will lie 
fiat to the floor and not curl up at the edges, 
a most desirable attribute for a rug that will 
get a certain amount of wear.. They only 
come in a few colors. a soft brown, dull green, 
and a delicious shade of old red that is quite 
perfect with the dark wood of the mission 
pieces. 

The most attractive al! over floor coverings 
for summer is matting, which has never be- 
fore been brought out in so many designs 
and colors. They are made of a better qual- 
ity of straw than has ever before been used 
and for this reason should no longer split 
and break when given any extra wear. Some 
of the self-colored ones are decorated with 
parti-colored designs in conventional pat- 
terns, or show wide stripes of dull blues, 
greens, and reds. 

There are to be had some beautiful com- 
binations in .browns, two or three tones, of 


the same shade being seen arranged in geo- | 


metrical] figures on a background that is sev- 
eral shades lighter, and the red and blue 
matting ts also treated in the same manner, 
Occasionally a striking effect is produced by 
the introduction of black into the weave, 
this usually being in the form of wavy lines 
or single dashes of uneven lengths. Someof 
these new mattings have been made with 
an idea of thefr use for out of door purposes, 
and they will be found charming for screens 
for verandas and for window awnings. They 
are more loosely woven than the others, and 
in addition to the usua! greens and reds there 
is a brilliant yellow to be had that gives 
the effect of tempered sunshine. 


Native Wall Papers. 


As papering is the most usual method of 
Wall covering, it may be considered first, al- 
though there are others that are as desira- 
ble and as inexpensive. For many years a 
patient public endured much in the way of 
wall papers, and had foisted upon it much 
that was cheap and inartistic. This was es- 
pecially true of American papers, for they 
were faulty in drawing, crude as to coloring, 
and worst of all, had no lasting qualities. 
They faded at the least ray of sunehine, and 
even when deprived of that greatest of all 
bieéssings, frequently changed their shades 
and took on colors that were unexpected ana 
undesirable. Now all that is changed and 
Papers of home manufacture are among the 
best that can be found in the world. The de- 
signs for them are drawn by artists and the 
coloring used is warranted not to fade or 
change in shade, and in every way they may 
be said to be satisfactory. In some of the 
mewest of these there is a decided tendency 
toward the styles of a former generation. 


Some are of a two toned striped effect of sev- 
eral widitths, and others are of a sort of fabric 
weave im the softest and most delightful of 
colors—dull blues, the coolest of greens, and 
pale golden brovns that are as restful to the 
eye as a glimpse of twilight. For these pa- 
pers come friezes that may or may not be 
used, but that are so stauinning in effect and 
such real works of art that one is quite com- 
pensated for their additional expense. They 
show pictures of old time beauties and their 
attending cavaliers, mounted on gayly prane- 
ing steeds, riding through forests and by 
flowing streams. Others depict hunting and 
hawking scenes, the quaintly dressed ladies 
holding falcons on their wrists, and the 
huntsmen holding a pack of leashed dogs. 
There are pictures_of water, over which are 
sailing odd and impossible boats, and there 
are mountain views with trees and' tiny lakes, 
most fascinating. Any one of these friezes 
is decorative and would add much to the 
effect of a room.

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Lights in Country Home. 


HERE are few city homes nowadays 
that are not supplied with all the 
modern improvements in the way of 
i gas or electricity, but many a cottage 
i that does duty for a country home for 
half the year has no such easy mode of 
lighting, and the housekeeper must provide 
the substitute. Naturally her choice is lim- 
ited to lamps or candles, but the wise woman 
who wants to make the best effect with the 
east trouble will decide upon both. One'will 
be for the practical uses of the household 
and the other to supply the desired artistic 
effects, and by doing this she will find that 
‘ghe has made no mistakes. For the living 
, room, the hall, and the kitchen lamps should 
always be given the place, but for the dining 
‘room and the bedrooms candles are to be 
‘preferred. -Nothing is so attractive for the 
table as candle light, and there are so many 
designs that come now in the way of candle- 
| Sticks and shades for them that one is never 
at a loss to find the proper thing. 
! There are, first and foremost, the silver 
candlesticks, made on the same lines of those 
used by our grandmothers. They are not 
, tall and are extremely simple in shape, with 
| the fine grooved stems and the small beading 
around both top and bottom. Others in the 
silver are the Dutch candlesticks, lower still 
and more squat in shape, with quaint designs 


‘of men, women, and flowers raised on the. 


‘gtems. Four is the proper number to use, 
;One on each corner of the table, and if this 
‘is of unusual size a center light is always 
‘desirable. For this last the low three 
branched candelabra are the best style, and 
they nearly always can be had to match the 


, Single sticks. 
Candlesticks for the Table. 


There are also to be found most attractive 
candlesticks for table use, in glass, both the 
‘eut and the pressed, the latter being nearly 
@s effective and most inexpensive. They 
come in good shapes rather low, with fairly 
large stems and wide bases that canmot be 
easily upset. These look especially well 
when the table is liberally supplied with 
bright colored flowers, for the contrast of 
these with the sparkling glass is striking. 

Then, too, with many of the sets of china, 
motable those of Dresden and Minton wares, 
which are particulalriy designed for country 
house use, the candlesticks are made to 
match, as is also a low dish for the center of 
the table intended for ferns. When a table 
te set with this and its complement of shining 
silver and white cloth, it is certaim to be in 
the best of taste, as well as being artistic. 
One thing which should never be forgotten 
when using candles on a dining room table, 
and that is the small glass holders for catch- 
ing the melted wax, which is certain to fall, 
and which is the most trying of all things to 
the careful housekeeper. 

If candles are to be used in a drawing room 
then what one has must all depend upon the 
size of one’s purse and the furnishings of the 

;70om. When these are more or less, rich and 
ceenate there are candlesticks which are 
in themselves pieces of furmiture and are 
Most beautiful. These are what are known 
&5 cathedral candlesticks and are large and 
Massive affairs. They are of wood, with a 
mat deal of elaborate conventional carving 
Upon them, and are from four to five feet in 
height, and with a base that is two or three 
feet Wide. The wood is gilded and in many 
Cases is painted as well in the shades 
of deepest red or dark blue. Only the churoh 
Candles can be used. in them, these being the 
large variety which come for this purpose.

heart of any collector with joy. They are 
odd in design and queer of shape, but in the 
right place nothing could be better. 

For use in the bedrooms nothing Is so suit- 
able as the low tin candlesticks, which are 
made with huge saucers and are nearly al- 
ways painted in bright colors te match the 
wall papers. In the saucers can be placed the 
box of matches, for use in the night, and 
the candle snuffer, if one wishes to be abso- 
lutely correct in the little detagls. 

Question of Candle Shades. 


The question of candle shades is a large one, 
for the variety is so great, and there is such 
a wide choice to be made, that after all it 
depends upon the individual taste. Many 
people néver use a shade in either drawing 
or living room, especially if a number of can- 
dles are in use, but if they are wanted there 
is certainly not the slightest difficulty in 
finding what is both pretty and appropriate. 
In the diriing room, however, it is quite dif- 
ferent, and all candles used on the table 
should invariably be shaded, for lights that 
are necessarily so near the eyes as those 
are never pleasant. When silver candle- 
sticks are used nothing looks better than a 
shade that comes entirely for these and 
does not look well nor is it appropriate for 
any others. They are made of some sort 
of composition, fairly heavy, but of a deli- 
cate filigree open work design and are silver 
plated. A set of them will last indefinitely, 
and with a little care will always keep their 
new look. The lining of them is of paper or 
silk, pink, red, yellow, or white, «s one de- 
sires, or in harmony with the flowers used. — 

There has never been s0 many beautiful 
silk shades as are to be obtained in the shops 
now, an& the variety price is as great as 
are the shades themselv@s. Some are shaped 
like an old fashioned hat box, and are made 
of the silk put on in fine plaits drawn tightly 
down top and bottom, and finished at either 
edge with a tiny ruche. Festooned upon them 
are little garlands of the smallest flowers 
made of ribbon or tulle, and in the most deli- 
cate colors. Others are made of plain silk 
with plaitings oghtuni on the outside, and 
these also are trifimed with ribbon garlands 
or with bowknots in some contrasting color. 
Still others are constructed exactly like 
the full fluffy skirts of a ballet dancer, and 
are of tulle of several shades, one closely 


overlapping the other. 
Fringed with Gold. 


The perfectly plain silk ones are usually 
finished with a narrow fringe of gold or silver 
or of tiny beads of the same shade, and of 
these last those in pink and red are particu- 
larly, effective and what .is more give a be- 
coming glow to the faces of those seated at 
table. 

In paper shades the variety is just as great, 
and in many cases they are quite as artistic 
in design and coloring. This is especially 
true of some of the Empire shades. which are 
charming. They come in the softest of reds 
and pinks, and are painted in the well known 
design of wreath and of the torch, done in 
raised gold. They are finished with gold 


fringe and are smart looking. Others are 


made of the pale colored parchment paper 
painted in designs of flowers in all the colors, 
and others have medallions set in them, 
which are reproductions of old miniatures 
and are very artistic. Gojd enters largely into 
the decoration of all these shades, and gives 
to them a certain cachet, particularly when 
it is used with the pale colors that most 
peogle prefer for the dining room table. 
Besides the seemingly more elaborate 
shades there are many to be had made of 
paper so simple in form that any one could 
manufacture them at home. They are gen- 
erally of the crimped paper that comes now 
in all the best colors, and enough to last one 
for a year can be bought for a song. They 
are mounted on wire and asbestos fourda- 
tions, and the only finish is a narrow ribbon 
or gold cord that holds the paper in place 
at the top. These have the advantage over 
all others in the fact that they can be re- 
newed at any time, and can be always fresh, 
something much to be desired for table use. 


Wax, Sperm, or Tallow. 

The burning of candies is by no means an 
inexpensive means of lighting @ room. es- 
pecially if those made of wax are used. They 
are almost a necessity for the table, as they 


have a much 0Obetter appea ce. In 
other places sperm and even llow may be 
ll scarcely 


ituted, and the difference 
 eeminel Care should always be taken thet 
when candlesticks are arranged in pairs the 
candles in them be of jequal length, and as 
they do not always b evenly, a daily over- 
sight is an excellent Those of uneven 
length can be put in the bedroom sticks, or 
where single ones are used, and in that way 
they can be burned to the enti. 
_ The cleaning of the , tao. ts an 
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important feature of their use, for even a 
day’s neglect will produce direful results. 
The wax should be thoroughly scraped off 
the sticks and the glass kolders each day, 
and a little boiling water poured over the lat- 
ter will keep them bright and shining. As 
for the candlesticks, a gentle rubbing each 
morning with a cloth or chamois takes liftle 
time, and the particular housekeeper will 
find herself amply repaid for this small at- 
tention. 
Lamps for Center Tables. 


It has been said that lamps have quite gone 
out of fashion, and possibly they have to a 
certain extent, but there are many country 
homes where lamps are used almost to the 
exclusion. of any other light both beé@ause 
it is simpler and because so-many lights 
are not needed. In a living room, for in- 
stance, one lamp will do duty for half a 
dozen candles, and two will make any room 
quite dazzlingly bright. It is almost im- 
perative if one is reading by night that one 
occupies the post of honor on the center 
table and for this the low squat ones are 
decidedly the best. They tome in most artis- 
tic designs in brass, copper, china, and even 
giads, so that one need never be at a loss 
to find something good Possibly those 
are the best of all, as one can get the neutral 
tones, dull greens and browns, that do not 
make a spot in the room, a something that 
should always be avoided. The shades as 
well should be selecteg with the greatest 
care, so that they will not clash with their 
surroundings and yet will give the proper 
light. 

As much as possible the coloring of these 
should be soft, qven if pinks, reds, and yel- 
lows are used, and nowacays this is not so 
difficult. “Some of the most beautiful are the 
ones known as the Tiffany glass, which come 
with a backgrougd of the palest yellow or 
pink, over which are conventional designs in 
flowers, leaves, queer branches of trees, and 
the like in the most gorgeous and luscious of 
colors. ; 

‘For the student who really burns the mid- 
night oil there is nothing, of course, like the 
simple shade of green, which is restful to the 
eye and throws a splendid light upon the 
book. But for decorative purposes they are 
not to be recommended, for in no way are 
they ornamental. 

Shades of Parchment. 


The paper shades that are now made for 
lamps are many of them charming and have 
almost as much dignity and effect in a room 
as the heavy ones. Not the flimsy paper af- 
fairs that a spark from a match will ignite 
and which are a menace in any houge, but 
the substantial ones of thick parchment, 
which may be more or less decorated accord- 
ing to one’s taste. These are lasting, can be 
readily wiped off with a cloth, and so kept 
fresh and clean, and the renewing of them 
at any time fs not a matter of great expense. 

The so-called piano lamp of several years 
ago is, thank heaven, a thing of the past, 
for a more useless and in the way piece of 
furniture was never devised by man. To 
reach the instrument a detour must be made 
around it, and one false step was likely to 
produce a regular catastrop For lighting 
purposes, too, it failed to fulfiN its mission, 
and so by most people it has been relegated 
to the lumber room, where it justly belongs. 
For the plano now there come dear little 
lamps that arereally useful. They are small 
affairs that are to be set into holders or sock- 
ets that screw on fo the music rack of a 
piano. There is a half shade also that comes 
for these lamps, so that the eyes of the 
performer are protected, while all the light 
falls on the music. When it is necessary to 
close the instrument the lamps can be re- 
moved and the little socket folded tightly 
into place, where it takes up no room. They 
are practical and pretty as well, and once 
used will be appreciated. 

There are, of course, standard lamps that 
are excellent for the piano, and the best and 
most artistic of these are of bronze, as they 
seem more in keeping with all the dark 
woods. Many of them are heavily trimmed 
with gold, especially those of empire de- 
sign. The shading. of these must be care- 
fully considered, for nothing is more trying 
than brilliant colors in this place. As these 
lamps are not large, the silk shades are 
sometimes used, but if they are they are 
made severely plain and are simply finished 
with the ailk or beed fringe, “= 
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Comfort in the House. 


HE making of a home is no easy matter, 
and by this is not meant tRe actual 
manual labor of building the house and 
decorating the interior, but the giving 
to one’s own four walls the home at- 
mosphere. If this is lacking let the other 
conditions be whatever they are, even of 


splendor and luxury, it can never be any- | 


thing but the roof over one’s head, a neces- 
sity but not a comfort. To go about it re- 
quires the love of it, a desire for order and 
system, patience in regard to all the small 
and seemingly unimpertant details and an 
artistic eye and sense of what is beautiful 
and appropriate. 

As it is, women who are the real home mak- 
ers it is on their shoulders that all these re- 
sponsibilities. fall and the woman who can 
truthfully say that she finds her own fire- 
side the best in the world will surely find 
that it will seem the best to the other mem- 
bers of her household. This, in fact, is the 
corner stone upon which the entire founda- 
tion of family life depends, the invisibleAale 
which holds all the members of it together, 
without which there is no harmony and no 
unity of thought or action.. Happy is the 
woman who can surround this fireside with 
this spirit of home, a spot where the bright- 
est and most desirable of everything is to be 
obtained. and where troubles and cares may 
be thrown aside, or at least be temporarily 
forgotten. She has conquered her little 
world, and after that the rest is easy. 


Order and System. 

Order and system are two factors in the 
home which should never obtrude themselves 
upon any one member of it. They are neces- 
sities. but of the kind that should invariably 
be kept out of sight, for if permitted to take 
possession of a household they will drive to 
desperation all the dwellers of it. Nothing 
is more fearful than a disorderly home, ex- 
cept one that is conducted entirely on sys- 
tem. Where there is a time for everything 
and where everything must be on time,.a 
spot where each article should be placed, and 
if the article is lacking then a general up- 
heaval until it is back in its original place. 

Order and system there must be, but they 
must be unobtrusive, the drops of oil that 
makes the domestic machinery run smooth- 
ly. It is possibly the watchfulness in regard 
to the small things of the home that have 
most to do with the comfort of it, and it 
is these that require constant thought and 
frequently much time and trouble. A touch 
here, a change there. A chair arranged in 
just the proper position, a light that is shaded 
to suit the reader by night, a comfortable 
jounging place, and a cozy corner for chat 
and confidences, and the trick is almost done. 
Added to these a well ordered table, a gen- 
eral air of repose and restfulness, and one’s 
home cannot fail to be the most desirable 
of all places, a real refuge against outside 
cares and worries. 

Must Piease the Eye. 

Lastly, there is the necessity for what 
is pleasing to the eye, which we will crave. A 
love for color, for the gay, the bright. and 
the beautiful, for the things that aresimply 
ornamental, even if not useful. that will sat- 
isfy our artistic sense even at the expense of 
our material wants. And this, after all, is
